« At the opening of this ſeſſion of Par- 
liament I informed you, that a congreſs 
had been agreed upon by the ſeveral powers 
at war; and I have now the ſatisfaction to 
acquaint you, that the preliminaries for re- 
ſtoring a general peace have been ſigned be- 
tween my miniſter, and thoſe of the moſt 
Chriitian King, and the States General of 
the United Provinces ; the baſis of which 
is a general reſtitution of conqueſts made 
during the war, on all ſides. 

c In conſequence of theſe preliminaries, 
which have been ratified by all the con- 
tracting parties, a ceſſation of hoſtilities 
has actually taken place in the Low Coun- 
tries, and in the channel; and certain pe- 
riods are fixed, according to former prac- 
tice, for its commencement in other parts 
of the world. x 

cc In this important tranſaction my great 
views have been ſteadily to adhere to the 
true intereſts of Europe, to purſue and 
maintain thoſe of my own kingdoms, in par- 
ticular, and to procure for my allies the bet 
terms and conditions, that the event of a 
war, in ſome parts unſucceſsful, did ad- 
mit. 

(© J have, in the courſe of this negocia- 
tion, acted with the moſt unreſerved con- 
fidence and communication towards my al- 
lies: and I hope, that when they fall 
have maturely weighed the ſituation of af- 
fairs, the neceſſity from thence ariſing, and 
the care and attention which have been 
ſhewn for their advantage and ſecurity, 
they will not delay to accede to theſe pre- 
liminary articles, but concur in effectuating 
the good work of peace, 

The vigorous and powerful ſupport you 
have given me, during this ſeſſion, towards 
carrying on the war, has ſtrengthened my 
hands, in proceeding thus far in the mea- 
ſures of peace. Nobody can ſuggeſt the 
leaft failure on the part of Gyeat-Britain, 
which, not only for the ſake of its own 
particular intereſt, but of the common 
cauie, has taken on itſelf a ſhare of the 
burthen, unexampled in former times, 1 
hope ſoon to ſee this neceſiary work brought 
to perfection, with the concurrence of all 
my allies ; with whom it is my firm inten- 
tion to cultivate the moſt yerf-& harmony, 
and to cement and ſtrengthen, if a 
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the ties of our antient union and friendſhip, 

in ſuch a manner as may render the peace

« My particular thanks are due to you, 
for the ample proviſion you have made for

nomy ſhall be made uſe of in the application 
of them: and you may be aſſured, nothing 
will give me more real pleaſure, than to 
take the firſt opportunity of leſſening the

c J cannot ſufficiently expreſs my en- 
tire ſatisfaction in your whole conduct, du- 
ring this ſeſſion; and I muſt recommend 
it to you, to promote in your ſeveral coun- 


ties a right ſenſe of thoſe meaſures, which 


have been ſo neceſſarily taken for the ſe- 
curity and eaſe of my people. As it is the 
earneſt defire of my heart to ſee the crown 
of Great-Britain maintain that figure, 
ſtrength, and weight, in making war and 
peace, which juſtly belong to it, it is equal - 
ly ſo, to ſee my good ſubjects enjoy the 
bleſſings of tranquility and proſperity.

This night a meſſenger arrived 
from the earl of Sandwich, his Majefty's 
miniſter plenipotentiary at Aix-la-Chapelle, 
with the ratifications of the preliminary ar- 
ticles, which were exchanged on the 2 1ſt 
inſtant, N. S. between the miniſters of his 
Britannic Majeſty, the moſt Chriſtian King, 
and the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces. 

May 19. An order was iſſued out from 
the Lords of tbe Admiralty to capt. Lloyd, 
commander of the Glaſgow man of war, 

Sheerneſs, to ſail with al expedition to 

ewfoundland and North America, and to 
advertiſe all captains and commanders he 
meets, belonging to Great-Britain, to ceaſe 
hoſtilities againſt the French. 

May 20. Mr. Dick, one of his Majeſty's 
meſſengers, arrived at his grace the duke 
of Newcafile's office, with the act of ac- 


ceſſion of the empreſs queen of Hungary to 
the preliminary articles, which were ſigned 
at Aix-la-Chapelle by count Kauntiz the 
25th of this inſtant May. N. S. 

May 22. The general aſſembly at EFdin- 
burgh was diſſolved by his grace the High 
Commiſſioner, with the uſual ſolemnity; 
after having made an act, that every mi- 
nifter of the church of Scotland, ſhall preach 
the firſt ſabbath of every quarter, upon re- 
volution principles, and againſt popery, &c. 

Mey 26. Upon advice of his Majeſty's 
landing in Helland, on Sunday laſt, the 


lords juſtices opened their commiſſion, when 


they appointed Richard Nevil Aldworth, 
and Fobn Potter, eſqrs. to be their ſecreta- 
ries. 

May 28. A meſſenger arrived from the 
earl of Sandwich, at Aix-la-Chapelle, with 
the acts of acceſſion of the king of Sardinia, 
and his "moſt ſerene highneſs the dyke of 
Modena, to the preliminary articles, 

The people in France were become ſo 
mutinous for want of bread and other ne- 
ceflary proviſions, that dangerous inſurec- 
tions had happened in ſeveral parts of that 
kingdom, particularly at Bourdeaux, from 
whence arrived the following account: 
cc The benefit which peace is likely to bring 
to this kingdom, began to manifeſt itſelf 
here, on the arrival of thirty ſhips laden 
with wheat from England. The Intendant 
immediately cauſed their cargoes to be di- 
tributed to the people, who were in the 
greateſt diftreſs, bread being ſold for 124. 
a pound, and for eleven days together there 
was none to be had ; but the arrival of theſe 
ſhips ſoon filled the town with plenty and 
joy, and inſtantly occaſioned the price to 
fall to 9d. per pound.“ : 

Another good effect for that kingdom was, 
that the ceffation raiſed their Eaft- India 
ſtock at once from below 1200 to 1600 per 
cent. and in order to revive their 'ruined 
trade, his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty by an 
arret, gave them leave to make a lottery 
for 1,200,000 livres. | 

une 2. His Britannic majeſty having 
arrived at Helvoetſtuys early in the morning 
ſet out at ſix the ſame morning on his 
journey to Hanover, had an interview with 
the princeſs of Orange at Maeſlandſluys, ano- 
ther with the prince of Orange at Utrerchr, 
and on the th arrived at Herenhauſen. 

June 4. The Swallow packet, capt, Phil-

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where capt. Den', of the Plymouth, being

June g. His grace the duke of Newcaſtle, 


one of his Majeſty's principal ſecretaries of 


ſtate, ſet out for Harwich, where he em- 
barked for Holland in his way to Hanowor. 

June 10, Being the firſt day of term, 
the earl of Traquair appeared at the court 
King's-bench, and was farther continued 
on his recognizance : as was Sir Jobn 
Douglas, bart, late knight of the ſhire for 
Dumfries. 

June 11. A ſpecial free pardon paſſed the 
great ſeal, granted to Fohn Murray, of 
Broughton, eſq. and Hugh Frazer, gent. 
of all treaſons, miſpriſion of treaſons, and 
all other offences committed or done by 
themſelves alone, or either of them, on 
or before the 6th day of May, 1748. 

June 12. There was a violent ſtorm of 


thunder and lightning, accompanied with 


hail of an extraordinary ſize in ſome places; 
particularly at Addington-Place, in Surrey, 
where the hail ſtorm laſted about twenty 
minutes; the ſmalleſt hail-ſtones were as 
large as middling walnuts, not round, but 
of an irregular form ; many of them were 
ſeven inches in circumference, and fell on 
the ground with ſuch force that they re- 
bounded above two feet. All the gardens 
round about were entirely covered with 
the hail, which lay in ſhady places full 
two hours before it was diſſolved. There 
were alſo melancholy accounts from ſeveral 
parts of the country, of the great hurt done 
by the thunder and lightning : at Streatham 
in Surrey, it beat in a chimney next door 
to the Black Bull, and knocked down a 
ſervant maid who was juft called from the 
window to avoid it, but did her no conſi- 
derable damage; but what is more re- 
markable, at the next door to that, it 
ſinged the painting off a landſcape, which 
hnng over the chimney piece, and likewiſe 
the gilding off the frame, but did no far- 
ther miſchief, At Spring field, near Chelms-

June 30. A petition, ſigned by a great 
number of eminent merchants, was pre- 
ſented to the lerds of the regency, by a 
committee appointed by the ſaid merchants, 
piaying, that leave may be given to open 
a trade with the kingdom of Spain. And, 
ſoon after, a number of bills were poſted 
up at the Royat-exchange, for ſhips bound 
to Spain; which gave great ſatisfaction to 
the generality of people in trade.

The ſubſtance of the definitive treaty of peace. 
The preamble was very extenſive, reciting 
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II. I; 


the original motives which occaſioned the 
late war, as well as the deſire of all the in- 
tereſted powers to put an end thereto, which 
gave riſe to the preſent congreſs, &c. 
Article 1, Promiſes in the moſt ſolemn 
manner to obſerve religiouſly the peace con- 
cluded, and all the articles and clauſes 
therein, without everin the leaft infringing 
thereon, 

2. Every thing that has paſſed during the 
war on all fides to be buried in a general and 
eternal oblivion. 

3. The treaties of Neſpbalia, Madrid, 
Nimeguen, Ryſwick, Utrecht, Baden, Hague, 
the Quadruple alliance, and the treaty of 
Vienna, were all confirmed, that they might 
not be derogated by the preſent treaty, 

4. The priſoners made, and the boſtages 
given during the war, to be reſtored on all 
fides without ranſom, and ſet at liberty in 
one month after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations, but be obliged to pay all debts they 
have contracted; and all the men of war 
or merchant-ſhips which have been taken 
ſince the time ſtipulated by the ceſſation of 
arms, to be reſtored, | 

5. All the conqueſts made during the 
war, in all parts of the world, to be reci- 
procally reſtored, 

6. The reſtitutions and ceſſions to be 
made in fix weeks after the ratification, 
The artillery found in the conquered places 
to be reftored in the ſame condition they 
were in at the time the towns were taken 
excepting, nevertheleſs, that at Menin, 
Atbe, Mons, Charleroy and Oudenard. 

7. The duchies of Parma, Placentia, 
and Guaſtalla, to be ceded with all their 
rights and dependencies to the Infant Don 
Philip, under an expreſs clauſe, that thoſe 
ſtates ſhall return to their preſent poſſeſſors, 
in caſe that Prince dies without male iſſue, 
or he, or any of his deſcendants, ſhould 
mount the throne of Spain or the T2 

Sicilies. 

8. Commiſſaries to be immediately ap- 
pointed on all ſides, to aſſemble at Nice and 
Bruſſels, to effe ctuate the reſpective reſti- 
tutions and ceſſions. 

9. The king of Great Britain ſhall ſend 
to France two noblemen of the firſt di- 
ſtinction, by way of hoſtages, who are to 
remain there till certain advice is received 
of the evacuation of Cape-Breton, and all 
the places which may have been taken in 
the Zaft- Indies. | 

10. Means to be taken in the general 
evacuation as commodious as poſſible for

12. The king of Sardinia to be main»

13. The duke of Modena to be re-efta- 
bliſhed in all his eſtates, and juſtice done 
him in reſpect to the allodial effects which 
he poſſeſſed in the duchy of Guaſtalla. 

14. The republic of Genoa to be re-eſta- 
bliſhed in all the poſſeſſions it enjoyed be- 
fore the war. 'The money they had in the

ment of the intereſts to commence from 
the day of the exchange of the ratifications, 

15. Things to remain in Taly on the 
ſame footing they were before the war, 
excepting the ceſſions made to the king of 
Sardinia and the Infant Don Philip. 

16. The Aſſiento treaty is confirmed, 
and permiſſion granted to ſend to the Spa- 
niſh-Indies for four years a ſhip extraordi- 
nary, for the non-enjoyment of that pri- 
vilege during the war. 

17. The fortifications of Dunkirk to re- 
main as they now are on the land fide, but 
antient treaties to be obſerved with regard 
to the port and the works on the ſea ſide. 

18. The differences on the ſubje& of 
the ſums which the king of Great Britain, 
as elector of Hanover, declared to be due 
to him, to be amicably adjuſted ; and the 
affair concerning the abbey of St, Hubert 
to be regulated at the ſame time. 

19. The article of the treaty of the 
quadruple alliance, which ſecures the ſuc- 
ceſſion of the crown of Great Britain to 


the houſe of Hanover, is confirmed in all 


its points. 

20. All the ſtates which his Britanric 
majeſty poflefles in Germany guarantied by 
the contracting powers. 

21. The ſaid powers guaranty likewiſe, 


in the moſt ſolemn manner, the Pragmatic 


ſanction, that it may not be derogated by 
the preſent treaty. 

22. They guaranty in the ſame manner 
Silefia and the county of Glaiæ to bis Pruſ- 
Gan majeſty. 

23. As alſo the execution of all the ar- 
ticles of the preſent treaty. 

24. The exchange of ratifications to be 
made at Aix-la-Chapelle, within a month,

empreſs queen of Hungary, and the kings 
of Spain and Sardinia, and the other 
powers engaged in the war, ſoon after ac- 
ceded, 

& T loſt no time in taking the proper 
meaſures with my allies, for effectuating a 
general peace by a definitive treaty, in 
which all parties were to concur : and, 
notwithſtanding the difficulties which muſt 
attend ſo extenſive a work, wherein the re- 
ſpective intereſts of ſo many powers were to 
be finally adjuſted by common conſent, I 
have been able, by the bleſſing of God, in 
the courſe of the ſummer, to compleat it; 
and I have the pleaſure to acquaint you, that 
a definitive treaty, previouſly concerted with 
my allies, has been figned by my mini- 
ſters, and thoſe of France and the States 
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General; to which all the other powers 
concerned in the war have acceded without 
reſerve. 

It has been my chief endeavour, in put- 
ting an end to the calamities of war, to 
make the moſt effectual proviſion for ſe- 
curing the rights and intereſts of my own 
ſubjects, and to procure the beſt terms and 
conditions for my allies, that the fituation 
of affairs would admit. And I take much 
ſatisfaction in being able to tell you, that 
I have found a general good diſpoſition in 
all parties engaged in the war, to bring this 
negociation to a happy concluſion, From 
theſe circumſtances we may promiſe our- 
ſelves, under God, a long enjoyment of 


the bleſſings of peace, provided we make 


the right uſe and improvement of it,

We 
look upon them as an honour and ſtrength 
to our country; and we applaud that good- 
neſs which your Majeſty has expreſſed, in 
recommending ſuch of them as cannot now 
be employed, to the favour and protection of 
Parliament. Your Majeſty's ſentiments 
concerning the naval force of this kingdom 
are highly worthy a king of Great Britain, 
who has the honour and intereſt of this na- 
tion entirely at heart; and the fignal ſuc- 
ceſs that has attended it in the war, as well 
as the conſequences to be derived from it 
for maintaining the peace, cannot fail to 
ſhew the neceſſity of giving the utmoſt at- 
tention to the ſupport and encouragement 
of the fleet, 

« Permit vs, Sir, to make uſe of this 
happy occaſion of approaching your royal 
throne, to give your Majeſty the ftrongeſt 
aſſurance of our inviolable duty and fide- 
lity to your ſacred perſon, and our zeal for 
the preſervation of the proteſtant ſucceſſion 
in your illuſtrious houſe, the great bulwark 
of religion and liberties. To theſe princi- 
ples we will always ftedfaſtly adhere ; and 
we faithfully promiſe your Majeſty, to exert 
your utmoſt endeavours to ſupport you in 
maintaining that repoſe which your Majeſty 
has reſtored to your kingdoms, as well as to 
preſerve and cultivate the moſt perfect cor- 
reſpondence and union with the friends and 
allies of Great Britain, and to promote the 
glory and happineſs of your reign.”

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To this addreſs his Majeſty's returned 
the following moit gracious anſwer, 
% My Lords, 

c J thank you for this dutiful and affee- 
tionate addreis. The ſatis faction you have 
ſo unanimouſly expreſſed in the meaſures I 
have taken, is particularly agreeable to me; 
and you may be aſſured, that both in war 


and in peace my great aim has been, and 


always ſhall be, the advancement of the 
true intereſts of my people, and the ſupport 
of my allies.” | 

Dec. 1. The Houſe of Commons pre- 
ſented the following addreſs. 

« Moſt gracious Sovereign, 

cc We your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
loyal ſubjects, the Commons of Great- 
Britain in Parliament aſſembled, beg leave 
to return your Majeſty our unfeigned thanks 
for your moſt gracious ſpeech from the 
throne; and to congratulate your Majeſty 


on your ſafe and happy return to theſe 
kingdoms. 


c We acknowledge, with the utmoſt | 


gratitude, your Majeſty's conſtant attention 
to the good of your people; and beg leave 
to congratulate your Majeſty on the ſucceſs 
of your endeavours for reſtoring peace to 
Eurepe, by the happy concluſion of a de- 
finitive rreaty, in which all your allies have 
concurred without reſerve; and we cannot, 
on this occaſion, but admire your Majeſty's 
wiſizm and conduct, by which you have, 
in ſo ſhort a ſpace of time, reconciled and 
adjuſted ſo many jarring intereſts, and com- 
pleated this great and neceſſary work. 

„Permit us, Sir, humbly to return 
your Majeſty our thanks for your tender 
regard to your faithful ſubjects, in taking 
the firſt opportunity to reduce the public 
expeaces, which has been done with un- 
uſual diſpatch 3 and we acknowledge equal- 
ly your Majeſty's wiſdom in recommending 
to us economy, and the improvement of the 
revenue, both abſolutely neceſſary in our 
preſcnt circumſtances, in order to leſſen 
the national debt, eaſe vour people, and 
ſtrengthen ourſelves againſt all future e- 
vents; and we aſſure your Majeſty, that 
we will omit nothing which may conduce 
to theſe important and ſalutary ends. 

&« Itgives the higheſt ſatisfaction to your 
faithful Commons, that your Majeſty has 
been gracioully pleaſed to take notice of the 
bravery of your forces by ſea and land, an 
honour their behaviour has moſt juſtly de- 
ſerved ; and we aſſure your Majeſty, that all 
due attention ſhall be paid, on our part, 
to the ſervices of thoſe gallant men, who 
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have ſignalized themſelves ſo gloriouſly in 
defence of their country. 

“ We are truly ſenſible of the importance 
of that ſignal ſucceſs which has attended 
your Majeſty's arms at ſea, through the 
courſe of the war, and are fully convinced, 
how neceſſary it is to maintain our fleets in 
perfect ſtrength and order, even in times 
of the moſt profound peace. Vour faithful 
Commons beg leave humbly to aſſure your 
Majeſty, that they will grant ſuch ſupplies 
as are neceſſary to ſecure effectually the 
peace and tranquility of your Majeſty's go- 
vernment, and to preſerve the honour of 
the nation, by making good its engage-. 
ments; and that the chief objects of our 
conſideration ſhall be what your Majeſty 
has ſo graciouſly and wiſely recommended 
to us, the improvement of our commerce, 
the ſupporting and ſtrengthening of public 
credit, and the cultivation of the arts of 
peace; that your Majeſty may be enabled 
to gratify your royal inclinations, by mak» 
ing this nation a flouriſhing and happy peo- 
ple, under your auſpicious government, 


and that of your royal family, to future 


generations.“ 
His Majeſty's moſt gracious anſwer. 
« Gentlemen, 

& I thank you moſt heartily for this very 
afteCtionate addreſs. You may rely upon 
my ready concurrence with you, in the 
execution of all ſuch meaſures as will relieve 
my people, as ſoon as poſſible, from the 

_ burdens which the exigencies of war have 
laid upon them, and procure for them the 
bleſſings of a ſafe and laſting peace.“ 

Dec. 2. Was obſerved at court, in the 
city, and elſewhere, as his Majeſty's birth- 
day, he being abroad on the real day, viz. 
October 30. 

The addreſs of the univerfity of Cam- 
bridge was preſented, congratulating his 
Majeſty on his ſafe return, and on the 
peace. 

An order was given for ſeveral engineers 
and maſter-builders, to repair to North- 
Britain, and there to follow ſuch other in- 
ſtructions relating to the fortifying that 
coaſt, as they ſhould from time to time re- 
ceive from the board of works. The num- 
ber of forts to be erected on the coaſt of 
Scotland, were thirteen, to mount from 
thirty to twelve guns, of eighteen and fix 
pounders. 

The court of France being tired with ap- 
plying in a friendly manner to prevail with 
the young Pretender to leave that kingdom, 
determined at laſt upon uſing violence, 
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be gave him without any difficulty. 
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which was aocordingly put in execution on 
the 10th inſtant. As he alighted from his 
coach to enterthe Opera-houſe in the even- 
ing, he was ſurrounded by a dozen of ſer- 
jeants of the guards, who were diſguiſed, 


and by that means came on him ſo ſud- 


denly, and - preſſed him ſo cloſe, that it 
was impoſſible for him to make any de- 
fence, had he been ſo inclined, M. de 
Vandreuil, major of the guards, immedi- 
ately appeared, and having ſhewn him the 
king's order, demanded his ſword, _— 

e 
was conducted from thence through a pri- 
vate houſe, into the ſquare before the 
kitchens belonging to the royal palace, 
where three coaches were ready, which car- 
ried him and his retinue to the caſtle of 
Vincennes, where he was detained a priſoner 
till the 15th, on which day he ſet out, 
with a few of his domeſtics in three poſt 
chaiſes, without any other eſcort than the 
marquis Peruzzi, an officer in the guards, 


who was charged to conduct him to Pont- 


Beauwoiſin, from whence he went through 
Savoy to Fribourg in Switzerland. 

Dec. 13. The addreſs of the archbiſhop, 
biſhops and clergy of the province of Canter- 


bury, in convocation aſſembled, was this 


day preſented to his Majeſty. 
In the night of the 14th, a large moun- 


tain, covered with vines, in the neighbour- 


hood of Foedtw§ar, about midway between 
Buda and Peterwwardein, fell with a prodigi- 
ous noiſe into the Danube, in the midſt of 
which river it now forms two little hills, 
the paſſage between them being equally 
dangerous and dreadful, 

Dec. 16. 'This dav there was one of the 
greateſt hurricanes of wind that had been 
known for ſevcral years, from S. W. by S. 
which laſted for near eight hours, during 
which time it untiled the tops of houſes, 
blew down two, and ſeveral chimneys, 
c. which greatly wounded divers perſons 
who were paſſing the ſtreets, and a child 
was killed by the fall of bricks from a 
chimney, as it ſtood by the fire. Several 
veſſels from below bridge were forced from 
their moorings in the river, and did great 
damage among the ſmall craft, and two men 
were drowned. Divers ſhips were drove on 
ſhore, and great damage done on the coaſts 
of Kent and Suſſex. 

Dec. 22. At the meeting of the hon. 
committee at Guildhall, appointed for en- 
quiring into the laws relating to hawkers 
and pedlars, they came to a reſolution to 
proſecute all hawkers ſelling wares within 
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the city, or liberties of the ſame, though 
they ſhould appear to have licences, 

Dr. Gilbert, lord biſhop of Londaff, Was 
tranſlated to the ſee of Saliſbury. 

This day his Majeſty went to the Houſe 
of Peers, and gave the royal aflent to the 
mait bill, 8 

The crews of ſeven men of war, lately 
arrived from the Mediteranean, waited on 
his Majeſty at St. Fames's, with a petition 
for their prize-money, and his Majeſty 
was pleaſed to refer them to the lords of 
the Admiralty, They eſcorted his Ma- 
jeſty from St. Fames's to the Houſe of 
Peers and back again ; they alſo delivered a 
petition to his royal highneſs the prince of 
Wales, as he paſſed through the Park in 
his chair, who received it with his uſual 
affability. 

Dec. 26. Advice came, that upwards of 
twenty of the tranſports, with the 3 
troops on board, were arrived at Harwich: 
ſeveral others were forced into Yarmouth= 
Road in a very leaky condition, and all of 
them have ſuffered much by ftorms and 
contrary winds, a great many of their 


horſes died on board,

| Feb. 14. At Leadbills in Scotland, be- 
tween eight and nine in the morning, was 
felt the ſhock of an earthquake, accompa- 
nied with a noiſe like the falling of an old 
houſe, and the motion was ſo ſenſibly felt, 
that the people ran out of their houſes, believ- 
ing they were going to fall, The workmen 
at the ſhaft or pithead, in the neighbouring 
mines, thought, from the noiſe, that the 
ſhafts were run together. Thoſe under 
ground heard it as if all the works had 
fallen down, one above another; and the 
walls of the drifts were ſenſibly felt to move 
ſo much, that in many of the works the 
workmen ran out for fear: at a cut-head 
in one of the earl of Hepton's works, the 
windlaſs turned about, and continued run- 
ning till the rope hanked. One of the 
Earl's grieves was ſtanding on a little mount 
of earth near one of the engines, and to 
him the noiſe was ſo great, that he did not 
doubt but ſomething had broke about the 
engine, and the ſhock he could compare to 
nothing ſo much as that received from the 
common experiment to ſhew the. force of 
electricity. The engines at Warnlockbead, 
which were then ſtanding, were viſibly ſeen 
to move; for the bobs of the machine, 
and the mount on which they are placed, 
ſeemed all of them to quiver. It was not 
only felt there, but in moſt of the adjacent 
country; at P-apuzt particularly, where 
one of the workmen's wives was at the time 
it happened, the motion was ſo great that 
the ground ſeemed as if going to fink, and 
the people left their houſes, A man paſ- 
fing the bridge en Sear-water, near that 
place, felt the bridge move under him. It 
laſted about a minute and a half. Such 
another ſhock was felt at that place about 
the time that the earthquake happened at 
Lima, | 

Feb. 15. The addreſs of the Lord Mayor 
and the reſt of the commiſſioners of lieu- 
tenancy for the city of Londen, was pre- 
ſented to his Majeſty by the right hon. the 
Lord Mayor, attended by a great number 
of the ſaid commiſſioners ; congratulating 
his Majeſty on the preſent peace, and — 
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ſafe and happy return to his Britiſh domi- 


nions. . 

Feb. 16. His Majeſty went to the Houſe 
of Peers, and gave the royal aſſent to an 
act for. granting an aid to his Majeſty, of 
45. in the pound, by a land-tax, for 1749; 
an att declaring the authority of the com- 
miſſioners appointed by his Majeſty, under 
the great ſeal of Great Britain, for receiving, 
bearing and determining appeal? in cauſes 
of prizes; to one road bill, and five pri- 
vate bills. 

Earl of Lincoln and his ſon the lord Clin- 
ton made comptrollers of all his Majeſty's 
cuſtoms in the port of London, during life. 

Samuel Seddon, eſq. made ſolicitor to 
the admiralty and navy offices.

From Paris we had an account that ma- 
dame the Dauphineſs had again miſcarried; 
and that on the 12th inſtant the general 
peace was proclaimed in all the public places 
of that city, with the uſual ceremonies, 
Next day Te Deum was ſung in the metro- 
politan church there, and in the evening 
the fine fireworks erected at the Greve, 
were played off, The whole city was at 
the ſame time illuminated; and the foun- 
tains were kept running with wines, and 
bread and a variety of proviſions diſtributed 
to the populace for three days together, 
But what added much to the general joy, 
was an edict publiſhed the ſame day, for 
aboliſhing the taxes on copper, hair pow- 
der, wax, tallow, paper, and paſteboard, 
This joy had however ſome allay, for no 
leſs than ten perſons were killed in the 
crowd ; three more were killed by the fall 
of one of the great lamp-poſts, a woman 
was delivered in the crowd and both herſelt 
and child trod to death, and upwards of 
forty were dangerouſly wounded and carried 
to the hoſpital, 

The much expected drama of the bottle- 
conjurer of the New Theatre in the Hay- 
Market, ended in the tragi-comical man- 
ner following. Curioſity had drawn to- 
gether prodigious numbers. About ſeven 
the theatre being lighted up, but without 
ſo much as a fingle fiddle to keep the au. 
dience in good humour, many grew impa- 
tient, Immediately followed a chorus of 
catcalls, heightened by loud vociferations, 
and beating with flicks ; when a fellow 
came ſrom behind the curtain, and bowing, 
ſaid, that if the performer did not appear, 
the money ſhould be returned, At ths 
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ſame time a wag crying from the pit, that 


if the ladies and gentlemen would give dou- 


ble prices, the conjurer would get into a 
pint bottle, preſently a young gentleman in 
one of the boxes ſeized a lighted candle, 
and threw it on the ſtage. I his ſerved as 
the Charge for ſounding to battle. Upon 
this, the greateſt part of the audience made 
the beſt of their way out of the theatre 
ſome loſing a cloak, others a hat, others a 
wig, and others hat, wig, and ſwords alſo, 


One party however ſtaid in the houſe, in 


order to demoliſh the inſide, when the 
mob breaking in, they tore up the benches, 
broke to pieces the ſcenes, pulled down the 


| boxes, in ſhort diſmantled the theatre en- 


tirely, carring away the particulars above- 
mentioned into the ſtreet, where they made 
a bonfire ; the curtain being hoiſted on a 
pole, by way of a flag. A large party of 
guards were ſent for, but came time enough 
only to warm themſelves round the fire, 
No other diſaſter happened than a young 
nobleman's chin being hurt, occafioned by 
his tall into the pit, with part of one of 
the boxes which he had forced out with his 
foot, The conjurer vaniſhed away with the 
bank, Many enemies to a late celebrated 
book, concerning the ceaſing of miracles 
were greatly diſappointed by the conjurer's 
nox- appearance in the bottle; they ima- 
gining, that his jumping into it would 
have been the moſt convincing proof poſſi- 
ble, that miracles were not yet ceaſed. 
Several advertiſements were printed ar- 
terwards, ſome ſerious, others comical, re- 
lating to this whimſical affair. 
The evacuations in Italy were all com- 
pleated about the ſame time with the laſt

A proclamation was publiſhed, appoint- 
ing Tueſday the 25th of April, to be ſo- 
lemnized as a public thankſgiving for the 
the concluſion of the peace. 

March 21. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and common council of the city of London, 
waited on his Majeſty with the following 
addreſs. 

To the King's moſt excellent Majeſty. 
The bumble addreſs of the Lord Mayor, Al- 

dermen and Commons of the city of London 

in common- council aſſembled. 
« Moſt gratious Sovereign. 

« We your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
loyal ſubjects, the Lord Mayor, Aldermen 
and commons of the city of London, in com- 
mon-council aſſembled, humbly beg leave 
to expreſs our unfeigned joy upon her Royal 
highneſs's ſafe delivery of a princeſs; an 
event which we confider as an additional 
ftrength to the preſent happy eſtabliſnment 
in your Majeſty's illuſtrious family, and as 
a further ſecurity for the enjoy ment of our 
excellent conſtitution in church and ſtate. 

& And we beg leave to embrace this op- 
portunity to congratulate your Majeſty on 
the ſucceſs of your Majeſty's unwearied en- 
deavours in procuring to this nation the in- 
eſtimable bleſſing of peace; in the advan- 
tages of which none are more deeply in- 
tereſted than this your Majeſty's antient city, 
no leſs eminent for its extenſive com- 
merce, than for its loyalty to your Majeſty's 
ſacred perſon and government. Permit 
us, Sir, to aſſure your Majefty, that we 
will, to the utmoſt of our power, endea- 
vour to render your Majeſty's reign eaſy 
and happy. And it ſhall be our conſtant 
prayer, that your Majeſty may long rule 
over a free and obedient people; and that 
the bleflings we and all your ſubjects enjoy 
under your mild and auſpicious government, 
may be for ever continued to us and our 
poſterity by your Majeſty and your royal 
deſcendants.” |

ong. It was invented and deſigned by the 
chevalier Serwandoni, and all the framing 
was performed by Mr. James Morris, maſter 
carpenter to the office of Ordinance.

gildings, luſtres, artificial flowers, inſcrip- 
tions, ſtatues, allegorical pictures, &c. 

The inſcriptions were as follows : On 
the pedeſtal of Peace in the center, Pax re- 
diviva an. MDCCXLVII1, Peace reſtored 
in the year 1748. In the frieze over the 
center arch, Georgius II. Rex, which ap- 
peared tranſparent during the whole per- 
formance of the fire - work.

On the Attic, in the middle of the back 
front, Georgio II. Regi opt. audteri ſalutis, 
libertatis windici, fundatori quietis, patri pa- 
triz,—To the guardian of our ſafety, the 
aſſertor of our liberty, the eſtabliſher of our 
tranquility, the moſt gracious ſovereign and 
father of his people, George the ſecond, 
The ſlatues which adorned it were 23, 
Dis. : 
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On the firſt half. pace of the great ſtair- 
caſe on the right hand was the figure of 
Tame; on the left Is; each reclining on 
an urn. 

In the center of the temple, ſeated on an 
altar, was the goddeſs Peace, holding an 
olive branch, and ſupported on the right by 
Neptune, and on the left by Mars. Theſe 
five were caſt in plaiſter of Paris. | 

In the front were four ſtatues, viz. Je 
tice, Temperance, Fortitude, Prudence. On 
the right end, Religion, Conflancy, Honour, 
Clemency. In the back-front, Faithfulneſs, 
Vigilance. On the Attic, above the cornice 
in the front, Jupiter, Ceres, Diana, Apollo. 
In the back-front at the angles, were Mer- 
cury, Minerva. | 

The pictures in the front of the machine 
were eighteen, each painted double; they 


at firſt appeared as marble baſſo relievos, 


and after the fire-work was played off they 
were removed by machinery, and diſcovered 
pictures repreſenting the ſame ſubject in 


colours, which were rendered tranſparent by 


a great number of lampions. 

The great picture over the cornice in the 
center of the machine was twenty-eight 
feet by ten. It repreſented his Majeſty 
giving Peace to Britannia, The attendants 
on Peace were Plenty, Riches, Felicity, Trade 
and Commerce, The attendants on Britan- 
nia were Liberty, Agriculture, and the Arts 
and Sciencess 

On the right of this, below the entabla- 
ture, was a picture of fifteen feet by eight, 
repreſenting the return of Neptune; he was 
riding on the ocean in a car, drawn by ſea» 
horſes; his right hand held a trident, and 
his left ſupported a globe; he was conduct- 
ed by the Genius of Peace, and attended by 
Tritons, Sea-Nymphs, &c.

The next night the 
rioters returned, and treated two more 
houſes in the Strand much in the ſame 
manner; and the day following made the 
ſame aitempt on a houſe in the Old-Bailey, 
but it did not come up to that height as in

do duty near Temple-Bar, and at night a 
party of them did duty in the O- Bailey, to 
prevent any more riotous proceedings, 
Nine perſons concerned in theſe riots were 
committed to Newgate by juftice Fielding.

The conſpirators had, it ſeems, 3 
correſpondence with the Ottoman port, and 
expected that ſeveral Turkiſh armed veſſels 
and a ſquadron of Barbary corſairs, would 
on that day bs hovering upon the coaſts of 
that iſland to aſſiſt them in their deſign; 
but the whole was diſcovered by a Grecian 
merchant, who gave private intelligence of 
it to the grand maſfler, and by that meant 
all the conſpirators were ſeized at once. 
The city of Briſtol, and the places adja- 
cent, were alarmed with great multitudes 
of country people, who roſe and appeared 
for ſeveral days in a formidable manner, 
deſtroying almoſt all the turnpikes, with 
their houſes, thereabouts, and committin 
many other outrages, to the great terror of 
the inhabitants and perſons paſſing that 
way. Several of them were taken up 
and impriſoned in the Newgate at Briſtol. 
Auguſt 1. This day about noon, when 
there was a great thunder ſtorm, as Joſepb 
Barton, who keeps the Half Moan and 
Falcon at Holloway, was ftanding at his 
fore-door, a very uncommon flaſh of light- 
ning fell juſt by him, the exploſion of 
which ſtruck him flat on his back in the 


entry. On his riſing, he beheld one part 
of his houſe in a cloud of ſmoke, which 


ſmelt like the firing of gun- powder. Go- 
ing into the kitchen he found his man, 
crying out, that his leg was broken, and at 
the ſame time ſwooned away, and remained 
blind and ſpeechleſs for ſeveral hours, and 
his leg very much burnt. Proceeding fur- 


ther he found, that a chimney and the 
walls were rent two ſtories downwards, and. 


great part of the tiling, laths, &c. carried

raiſed up, and the door driven off the 
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hinges, and an oaken frame, on which 
ſtood an old trunk, was ſhivered to pieces. 
In the chamber under the garret was a 
great beam of oak, which was ſplit; a 
ſhutter was driven from the hinges, part of 
the wall moved from its place, and a 


ſconce broke. The lightning alſo forced 


its way in four or five different parts of the 
front of the houſe. In ſome places it pene- 
trated the walls like a muſket-ball, and in 
others ſhivered the caken frames of the 
windows, ſhattered the glaſs, and melted 
the lead. It alſo burſt through the kitchen 
into the bar, the door of which it tore off, 
beat the plaiſtering about, broke ſome 
wood- work, and ſtruck off the handle of a 
large jar, but never diſplaced any of the 
drinking glafles or decanters. The miftrefy

kitchen, narrowly efcaped, ſome part of the 
chimney falling upon them; as did a gen- 
tlewoman, who was there for her health, 
and her fiſter, by being in the parlour, 
(where they had bolted themſelves in) at the 
firſt approach of the thunder and light- 
ning.

An edit was publiſhed, at Paris, 
whereby the debates of his moſt Chriftian 
majeſty's council were ſuppreſt, and ſevere 
penalties enaRted againſt all printers, book- 
ſellers, and others, that ſhould preſume to 
print, vend, or privately diſtribute, any 
copy or Copies of the ſaid debates; but even 
jo that arbitrary government they allow 
the debates of their Parliaments to be printee 
and E that the comptroller gene- 
ral had demanded of the French clergy a 
particular declaration of the amount of 
their feveral revenues, in order to ſubject 
that rich body to the payment of the 
twentieth penny, or one ſhilling ja the 
pound, equally with the reſt of the nation: 
that a new method had been propoſed to his 
Majeſty for increaſing his revenue by pro- 
hibiting all- perſons from wearing a ſword,

mandates without a licence from the court; 
that on the 2oth another of his Majeſty's 
edits was regiſtered in Parliament, by 
which all monaſteries of nuas were for- 
bidden to take in any -novices before the 
age of twenty-four years and one day; and 
that no child brought up in a nunnery ſhall. 
be ſuffered to take the veil, till ſhe had 
lived ſeven years in the world, after which 
ſhe might return to the convent, if ſheliked 
it better: and that on the 8th inſtane, 
N. S. his Majeſty had advice by one of his 
frigates arrived from Cape - Breton, that on 
the 23d of June laſt, N. S. the Engliſs had 
evacuated that iſland, and every place 
thereunto belonging, and that his troops 
had thereupon been put in poſſeſſion thereof;

On Wedneſday they all went to the dock- 
yard, and ſutveyed the ſtores of all kinds, 
On 7 — they went again to the dock- 
yard, when a general muſter was made ef. 
all the artificers before their lordſhips, 
Friday the officers aud companies of all the 
guard-thips, and ſhips in ordinary, were 
muttered before their lordſhips on boarg. 
their reſpective ſhips. On Saturday their 
lordſhips were again on board ſome of the 
ſhips in the harbour; after which they 
went to ſurvey the royal hoſpital for ſea- 


men, building near this town, with which 


their lordihips were highly pleaſed, ex- 
| | prefling 
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preſſing their ſatis faction at the ap»earance 
the building made, and the regularity with 
which the work is carried on: in ſhort, 
they have been indefatigable in their en- 
deavours to ſind the true ſtate of the naval 
affairs in theſe parts. Their lordſhips re- 
ceived a great number of petitions on 
various occaſions, to all which that were 
deſerving they gave favourable anſwers. 
On Sunday morning early they ſet out 
from this town, in order to proceed to 
Plymouth on their ſurvey, 

Auguſt 12. This night, about ten o'clock, 
a fire broke out in a building next the dye- 
houſe of Mr. Spence, near. Battle- Bridge, 
Southwark, which conſumed the ſame, 
with the brew-houſe of Meſſ. Cox and 
Ebichley, four wharfs, Mr. Walter's cooper- 
age, and about eighty houſes, with almoft 
all the goods and furniture contained in 
them ; beſides many houſes greatly damaged, 
There being a loft full of ſtraw adjoining 
to the place where it began, the flames 
inſtantly communicated themſelves to ſeve- 
ral wooden houſes, which burnt with ſuch 
violence, as made all help for fome time 
ineffectual, the tide being then at ebb, ren- 
dered it the moſt dreadivl fight that can be 
imagined, to people on the water and the 
oppoſite ſhore : however, at length, ſeveral 
engines being brought, it was happily ſtop- 
ped, juſt as it was ſpreading itſelf to ſome 
warehouſes filled with goods to a great 
value. Some coaſters that lay a-long-fide 
ſide the wharfs had their rigging burnt, In 
this calamity three men and one woman 
Joſt their lives, and one man had his leg 
broke; and a man was killed by the fall of 
a ftack of chimnies. Upwards of 2000 
quarters of malt, befides a large quantity of 


hops, and $00 butts of beer, were loſt by 


this accident, the damage of which was 
ſaid to be about 50,000/. | 

' Auguſt 16. An expreſs arrived from go- 
vernor Cornwallis, governor of Nova Scotia, 
by the way of Boſton, dated from Chebucto 
harbour, June 23, mentionihg, that he 
arrived at that place the day before : and 
by another letter of the 28th, from the 
ſame place, five of the tranſports, with the 
ſettlers on board, were ſafe arrived in that 


| harbour, and the reſt of them were hourly 


expected. 

Auguſt 23. This evening a gallery in 
Mr. Phillips's booth in Bartholomewo fair 
fell down, with a great number of people in 
it, by which accident Mr. String fellow, a 
goldſmith in Alderſgate ſtreet, and Thomas 


Hodges, a journeyman plaiſterer in. Gelden- | 


lane, were killed; ſeveral others were dane 
gerouſly wounded, two of whom, who had 
their limbs broke, were carried to St, 
Bartholomew's hoſpital, 

Arguſt 25. The companies of ' ſeveral 


ſhips waited on his Majeſty with a petition, 


praying the payment of the prize money, 
due for prizes taken in the Mediterranean; 
when they received for anſwer, that it was 
put in a method of payment, and that they 


would receive all imaginable ſatisfaction in 


a few days. 

Auguſt 27. This morning, about half 
an hour after three, a fire broke out at

Medley's adjoining, and three other houſes, 
and very much damaged the Poultry-Comp- 
ter, a loft adjoining to Grocer's-Hall, and 
ſeveral other houſes, There were above 
fifty perſons in the Compter for debt, &c, 
who were all ſet at liberty for fear of being 
burnt; above forty of them afterwards re- 
turned, The felons, nine in number, 
eſcaped at the ſame time, and only one was 
retaken.

The eruption of the mountain of St. 
John, in Cumberland, was matter of great 
ſpeculation to all the virtuoſi. In happened 
in the night between the 22d and 23d in- 
ſtant, in the midſt of the moſt terrible 
lightning and thunder that ever was ſeen 
or heard by the oldeſt man living; a large 
rock near the top of the mountain was en- 
tirely rent aſunder; out of which came ſs 
great a deluge of water, and that with ſuch 
violence and rapidity, as carried all before 
it, ſolid ſtones of incredible weight, houſes, 
barns, mills, Sc. and even erazed their 
very foundations, fo that you could not tell 
where they ſtood 3 the mill-ſtones were 
carried ſome hundred yards from the mill, 
and toſſed upon the rubbiſh and ſand, the 
quantity of which was ſo great, that it laid 
waſte a large tract of arable and meadow 
land, for the future ſpoiled, being as deep 
in ſome places as the tops of trees. 

It ſurpaſſes all credit to. give every par-

ticular circumſtance of this ſuprizing ca-

We received from all quarters diſmal 
news of the locuſts, all Germany being 
overſpread with them. Bavaria had a 
great ſhare of the deſolation; at Aichach 
a great ſwarm paſſed in three columns, each 
of which was 300 paces in breadth, and in 
the whole took up three hours in their paſ- 
ſage. This army was preceded by a kind 
of van- guard or ſcouts, and took its flight 
by Blumentbal, darkening the air to ſuch a 
degree that you could not ſee the ſky. 
Another large ſwarm had been ſeep at In- 
goldaſtdt, whoſe paſſage by that city laſted 
an hour and a half, and they directed their 
flight towards Neuborg. 

The locuſts were in Swwabia, and Fran- 


conia, making the ſame havock as they had 


already done elſewhere, 

Aug. 29.

The ceremony of conſecrating 
the water, in memory of Chriſt's baptiſm, 
was performed at Peterſburgh, according to 
the cuſtom of the Greet church, in the 
following manner: about nine in the morn- 
ing, nine regiments of infantry, drawn 
from the neighbouring garriſons, with the 
three regiments of foot-guards, in all 
17,500 men, ,were drawn up over againſt 
the palace, from whence, after they had 
performed their exerciſes, they marched to 
the place appointed for performing the ce- 
remony, which they incloſed, by forming 
a great hollow ſquare. Three pavillions 
were erected on the ice upon the edge of the 
great Neva, richly carved and gilded with- 
out, and curiouſly ornamented with 'rich 
tapeſtry within; the largeſt of them, which 


repreſented the river Jordan, was ſurround-

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ed with rails; in the middle of which, they 
eut a hole in the ice, and placed therein a 
large tub, filled with the water which was 
to be conſecrated: about eleven the pro- 
ceſſion began, which was compoſed of 
monks and friars of the different religious 
orders, ſinging ſpiritual hymns, the arch- 
biſhep of Nowogrod walking in the middle; 
they were preceded by four prieſts, carrying 
the banners, and followed by the reſt of 
the clergy, ſome carrying relicks, and 
others the images of ſaints. When the 
proceſſion was come to the place, they be- 
gan the ceremony by ſinging a maſs, after 
which the Archbiſhop conſecrated the wa- 
ter, by touching it with a large gold croſs, 
which he held in his hand, and ſaying 
ſome prayers. Which being ended, they 
brought the banners, and relicts, the images 
of a great number of ſaints, t''e colours of 
regiments, many children and diſeaſed per- 
ſons, to whom the Archbiſhop gave the 
benediction, ſprinkling them with the 
bleſſed water; and the ceremony ended 
with a tripple diſcharge of all the muſque- 
try, andof the cannon of the citadel. 

Fan. 23. A prodigious fire happened at 
Gonflantinople, which began at ten at night, 
near the water fide, and continued towards 
Selimania till twelve the next day, and con- 
ſumed near one eighth part of that city; 
others reckoned ten or 12,000 houſes.

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The congregation de propaganda fide, at 
Rome, had advice from (ina, that the Em- 
peror, who had manifeſted a tolerating 
ſpirit, having ſuddenly loſt his wife and 
ſon, fell into a deep melancholy, which 
ſoon degenerated into a kind of inquietude 
and languor, and at laſt turned to rage and 
cruelty. His miniſters fearing the effects 
on themſelves, diverted the ſtorm on the 
chriſtians, charging them with holding 
correſpondence prejudicial to his intereſt. 
On this accuſation-the old biſhop of Monica- 

ro, who had thirty years governed the 
miſſion of the empire, was beheaded ;z four 
Dominicans and two Jeſuits were ſtrangled, 
and the moſt rigorous edicts ever made againſt 
the chriflians were revived ; but the miſ- 
fionaries in Pequin, the capital, were ſpared 
on the ſupplication of ſome Jeſuits accepta- 
ble to the Emperor for their uſeful ſkill in 
aſtronomy, painting, architecture, fortifi- 
cation and gunnery. 

Ali Kculi Kan, who had taken the name 
of Ibrahim Schah, or king Ibrahim, of Per- 
fia, believed, that with the affiitance of 
the Aguans, who had joined his party, 
he was able to cruſh the rebels who op- 
poſed him. Fully confiding in this belief, 
and in the meaſures he had taken, he ſet 
out from Tſpahan with a numerous army, 
the principal ans of the kingdom com- 
manding under him. In the neighbour- 
hood of Caſbin he came up with the rebels, 
whom he attacked, and was entircly de- 
feated by them, and himſelf made priſoner, 
The treatment which is generally praCtiſed 
amongſt the Perſians, by the conquerors, 
fell to the lot of the unhappy victim; for 
his eyes were immediately plucked out, 
and he was afterwards carried to a fortreſs, 
till it ſhould be determined whether his 
life ſhould be ſpared, or not.

GEORGE IL 


Was celebrated at Oxford the ſolemnity 
of commemorating all the benefactions 90 
the univerſity, according to the inſtitution 
of Nathaniel lord Crewe, biſhop of Durban; 
the heads of houſes, and doctors in the ſe- 
veral faculties, to the number of upwards 
ſixty, all in their ſcarlet robes, and among 
them the right hon. the earl of Litchfield, 
Sir Favard Turner, bart. Thomas Rowny, 
eſq. Ec, together with the profeſſors that 
partake of lord Crewwe's benefaction, were 
handſomely entertained at his own expence, 
in new-college hall. From thence about 
four o'clock, they went in proceſſionthrough 
the eaſt gate of the ſchools, along through 
the divinity ſchools, to the theatre. Upon 
their entering in, a piece of muſic wa 
performed, which gave time for the doc. 
tors to take their 1zats, and for the oratyr 
to get into the roſtrum, which was moved 
into the centre of the area. The vice- 
chancellor then declared the occaſion of the 
ſolgmnity ; ſome letters from the chancei- 
lor were read, and an honorary degree of 
doctor of laws was conierred on the right 
hon, the earl of P/ymouth.

Their royal highneſſes the prince and 
princeſs of Wales, and lady Auguſta, eldeſt 
daughter of their Royal Highneſſes, arrived 
at Bath, attended by the lords Bathurſl, 
Middieſ:x, Bate, ana Inchiquin, and four 
or five gertlemen and ladies, 

The mayor, aldermen, and common 
council of Bath, waited on their Royal 
Highneſſes, to congratulate them on their 
arrival, | 

To which his Royal Highneſs returned 
the following anſwer; 

J and the Princeſs thank you for this 
mark of duty to the King, and regard for 
vs; the city of Bath may always depend on 
my good wiſhes,” 

Fuly 12, Were inſtalled knights of the 
Garter at Windſor, by proxy, prince George, 
prince of Heſſe, duke of Saxe Gotha, mar- 
grave of Arſpach, and earl of Albemarle, 
then at Paris ; in perſon, duke of Leeds, 
duke of Bedford, and earl of Granville. — 
earl of Intbiguin was proxy for prince George; 
the other proxies were Sir Clement Cotterell, 
Sir Edward Fawkener, Sir Molton Lambart, 
and Sir Charles Eggleton. The proxies dined 
without the habiliments of the order ; the 
dinner conſiſted of above 100 diſhes with a 


* 
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grand deſſert, and the knights gave a grand 


ball in the apartments in the caſtle, at their 


own expence; the old knights preſent, were 
the dukes of Richmond, Marlborougb, and 
Portland. 


The commiſſioners appointed to inſtall 


the knights elect, being robed in their 


compleat habit of the order, met in the 
great chamber of the dean of Windſor's 
lodgings, where the officers of the order at- 
tended in their habits, and the knights elect 
cz::2 thither in their under habits, with 
their caps and feathers in their hands, 

Such knights as were not named in the 
commiſſion, were firſt conducted in their 
full habits to the chapel, preceded by the 
poor knights and prebends in their habits, 
and the officers of arms in their coats, who 
entered the choir with the uſual reverences 
and when ſuch knights had taken their 
reſpective ſtalls, the poor knights Ind pre- 
bends returned and attended in the eloiſter, 
and the officers of arms in the dean's hall. 

Then the proceſſion began in the fol- 
lowing order. Poor knights two and two z 
prebends two and two; officers of arms 
two and two; the ele knights two and 
two, having their caps and feathers in their 
hands, the junior going firſt, The officers 
of the order in their crimſon fattin man- 
tles, the Regiſter having on his right hand 
Garter king of arms, carrying the ſovereign's 
commiſſion, and Black rod on the left, 
The knights commiſſioners two and two, 
covered with their black caps and feathers, 
the juniors firſt 5 and thus proceeded into 
the north iſle of thechapel, the poor knights 
made a ſtand at a diſtance beyond the chap- 
ter-houſe door; the prebends did the ſame 
nearer to the Chapter-houſe door; the of- 
ficers of arms next to the chapter-houſe 
door. 

The knight elect redired to a chair placed 

for that purpuſe behind the altar. The 
three officers of the order entered the chap- 
ter-houſe ; after them the commiſſioners, 
who ſat themſelves at the fide of the table, 
according to their ſeniority and form of the 
ſtalls in the chapel. 
Garter, with reverence, preſented the 
commiſſion to the ſenior commiſſioner, 
who gave it to the Regiſfler to read; which 
being done, he preſented the ſame to the 
lords commiſſioners, who redelivered the 
ſame to the Regiſter to be entered, 

Then Garter was ſent to conduct the 
ſenior knight by election, from his chair 
to the chapter-houſe door, where he was 


| received by the commiſſioners 3 Garter then 


proceeded 
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Proceeded before them to that part of the 
table, where the enſigns of the knight 
ele& were placed, Garter was then ſent to 
bring in all the other knights ele& or 
proxies, according to their ſeniorities, who 
were all fingly iutroduced and received in 
the ſame manner. 

Garter then preſented the lords commil- 
ſioners the ſurcoat of the ſenior knight 
ele, who inveſted him therewith; the 
Regiſter reading this admonition : „ Take 
this robe of crimſon to the increaſe of 
your honour, and in token or ſign of the 
moſt noble order you have received, where- 
with you being defended, may be bold, not 
only ſtrong to tight, but alſo to offer your- 
ſelf to ſhed your blood for Chrift's ſaith, the 
Iiberties of the church, and the juſt and 
neceſſary defence of them that are oppreſſed 
and needy.” 

Then Garter preſented the crimſon velvet 
girdle to the lords commiſſioners, who 
buckled it on over the ſurcoat, then the 
hanger and ſword, which they alſo girded 
on. The ſame was repeated to all the 
knights elected in their order; but the 
proxies were not inveſted. The Knights 
elect continued in the chapter-houſe While 
the proceſſion was made to the choir, and 
the eee of the deceaſed knights of- 
fered, as follows. 

The poor knights entered firſt, and made 
their reverences all together in the middle 


of the choir, fir to the altar, then to the 


ſovercign's ſtall, and proceeded up as near 
as they could to the rails of the altar, plac- 
ing themſelves below each other on each 
fide, The prebends followed making the 
like reverences, and ſtanding all below the 
poor knights, excepting two who went to 
the altar. The officers of arms next en- 
tered, with the ſame reverences, and ſtand 
below the prebends on both fides. The 
officers of the order came next in the ſame 
manner, and ſtood before their own feat or 
form, The commiſſioners entered together 
make their reverences, and ſtood under 
their banners, before their reſpective ſtalls, 

Garter went into the middle of the choir, 
where he made his reverences, and then 
repaired to the place where he before had 
ordered the hatchments to be laid on a ſtool, 
and took up the banner, which he held al- 
moſt rolled up. The provincial kings then 
met, made their reverences, and paſſed 
down into the middle of the choir, re- 
pairing to the lords commiſſioners, with 
whom they join, and receiving the banner

turned as before. 
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the altar, and then to the ſovereign's ſtall; 
and being preceded by the two kings of 
arms, carry the ſame, the point forward a 
little declining, to the firſt ſep of the altar, 
where they made the like reverences, and 
from thence went to the rails, where they 
made their reverences only to the altar, then 
kneeling delivered it to the two prebends,

offered, and the commiſfioners then re- 
The two next heralds 
then met in the like manner, and repaired 
to the lords commiſſioners, to whom Gar. 


ter delivered the helm and creſt, which 


were offered in the ſame manner. 

The knights then ſtanding under their 
reſpective banners, returned to the chapter- 
houſe. The poor knights forthwith joined 
made their reverences, and went out of the 
choir two and two; the prebends the ſame; 
then the officers of arms, the officers of the 
order ; the commiſſioners together, with 
the like reverences. Then the proceſſion 
paſled through the iſle toward the chapter- 
houſe, where the poor knights made a ſtand, 
and divided themſelves on both fides at a 
diſtance from the door ; the prebends in 
like manner next them; the «officers of 
arms neareſt the door. The officers of the 
order entered the chapter-houſe before the 
lords commiſſioners. | 

Then the poor knights, prebends, an 
officers of arms, having ranged themſelves, 
the proceſſion was made again into the 
choir. The poor knights paſled on into 
the chapel, made their reverences, and 
placed themſelves on both fides, as before, 
near the altar. The prebends then entered 
with the ſame reverences, and went to their 
re ſpective ſeats, The officers of arms ſtood 
next beJow the poor knights. The officers 
of the order followed, Garter in the middle, 
carrying on a Cuſhion, the mantle, hood, 
great collar, George, and book of ſtatutes, 
having the Regiſter on his right hand car- 
rying the New Teſtament, and the oath, 
fairly wrote on parchment, and Black 
rod on his left : they entered with the like 

reverences 
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below the ſtall of the elected knight, where 
Garter placed the cuſhion with the enfigns 
on the deſk ; and the officers of the order 
ſtood below in the choir. The commiſ- 
ſioners, having between them the knight 


elect, carrying his cap in his hand, en- 
tered, making the like -reverences toge- 


ther; theſe went into the ſeat below, the 
ſenior commiſſioner entering firſt. Then one 
of the officers of the order holding the New 
Teftament open, the knight elect placed 
his right hand thereon ; and the Regiſter 
having read the oath to him, he kifled the 


' book. About this time two prebends were 
conducted to the altar by the verger, to of- 


ficiate. The commiſſioners and knight 
elect came out of the under ſeat, and the 
ſenior knight entered the appointed ſtall of 
the knight ele&, who followed him, and the 
other commiſſioners entered alſo, Then 
the Regiſter and Garter entered into the un- 
der ſeat, the Black rod continuing in his 
former place, where Garter preſented to 
the commiſſioners the mantle, who inveſted 
the knight therewith, the Regiſter, during 
the time, reading this admonition : Re- 
ceive this robe, &c,” 
ſented the hood to the commiſſioners, who 
put it over the knight's right ſhoulder, 
bringing the tickets athwart his breaſt, and 
tucking them under the belt. Then Gar- 
ter preſented to them the great collar and 
George, which they faſtened over the man- 
tle and hood, upon the knight's ſhoulder, 
whilft the Regiſter read the admonition : 
« Wear this collar about thy neck, adorn- 
ed with the image of the bleſſed martyr and 
ſoldier of Chriſt, St. George, by whoſe imi- 


tation provoked, thou mayeſt ſo overpaſs 
© both proſperous and adverſe encounters, 


that having ſtoutly vanquiſhed thy enemies 
both of body and ſoul, thou mayeſt not on- 
ly receive the praiſe of this tranfient com- 
bat, but be crowned with the palm of eter- 
nal victory.“ 

Garter then preſented the ſtatute book, 
which the commiſſioners delivered to the 
knight, and the commiſſioners then placed 
the cap and feathers on his head, and ſat 
him in his ſtall, whereon the officers of the 
order retired with the uſual reverences, and 
ſtood before their ſeats. The knight being 
thus inftalled, roſe up, made his reve- 
rences, firſt towards the altar, then to the 
Sovereign's tall ; the commiſſioners then 
embraced him, congratulating him and de- 
ſcend, The commiſſioners being come 
down. in the middle of the choir, made 


Garter then pre- 
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reverences, and proceeded towards the ſeat 


commiſſioners, and 1s conducted to the ſeat

tkeir reverences: the officers of the order 
then made their reverences, and ſat in their 
ſeats: the officers of arms in a body did 
the like, and came down towards the So- 
vereign's ſtall, placing themſelves on both 
ſides: laſtly, the poor Knights did the 
ſame, and retired towards their ſeats. 

[ When there are any other knights elect, 
they are ſeverally inftalled in the ſame 
manner : but in caſe the ſame be done by 
proxy, he enters bare-headed, between the 


under the tall of his principal, where the

At Worceſter the ſtorm began be- 
tween ten and eleven the night before, and 


continued till near five the next morning, 


and was very terrifying,

There fell, ſome miles aboye 
Alityr, in the county of Murray, Scotland, 
ſuch a quantity of rain, that a ſmall river 
running by that place, roſe twenty-two 
feet perpendicular above the common level 
of the water, and did incredible damage to 
the fine fields lying along its banks, by to- 
tally carrying off ſome, and covering others 
with immenſe quantities of ſand and gravel; 
it ſwept away with it ſeveral houtes and 
mills, and the corn of whole poſſeſſions, 
As the waters in that neighbourhood roſe in 
no proportion to the bourn of Altyr, it is 
imagined, that what is called a water ſpout 
fell near the ſource of this ſmall river; as 
it did in Lorrain on the preciſe day that 
this happened at Altyr. 

Aug. 10. The river Don roſe to ſuch 2 
height, that, in the middle of the night, 
it carried off half of a large houſe, furni- 
ture and all. The gentlewoman of the 
houſe was providentially abroad, -and her 
youngeſt ſon narrowly eſcaped with his life, 
the water having ſurrounded his bed.

A prodigious quantity of locuſts appear-

At Leſftevithiel in Cornwall, was opened

Sept. 2» At Glouceſter was, the moſt 
violent rain ever' known, laſting three 
hours, with very little intermiſſion, by 
which the principal ſtreets were above three 
feet deep in water, ſo that moſt of the cellars 
were filled, and many of their ſhops. At 
Stroud and Painſwick, ſeveral mills were 
much damaged, large trees and hedges car- 
ried away, and walls thrown down by the 
torrent; ſome had thirty ton of coal waſhed 
away, others their furnaces carried out of 
the ſtacks, and a bridge called Dodbridge, 
was forced up; the damage was computed 
at ſeveral thouſand pounds. :

If the elector ſhould 
be attacked on account of this treaty, the 
maritime powers were to aſſiſt him, and 
procure him ſatisfaction for any damage re- 
ceived.

come Geryon, became founder of Cadiz. 


On the right fide were theſe words, L. Alia 


Conf. and upan the left Adrianus P. C. which 
implies that Adrian cauſed this ſtatue to be 
erected, when Lucius Alius was conſul, 
It appears that this Lucius Ælius Cejonius 
(ſo his name is at large) died A. D. 1383 
which ſhews nearly the time when this 
ſtatue was ſet up.

3. Conſequently the Engliſh ſhips that 
trade in the ports of his Catholic majeſty, 
ſhall pay no other duties for the goods they 
import or export, than ſuch as they paid in 
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4. The ſubjects of Great-Britain, in the 
places where they ſhall come to traffic, ſhall 
pay only the ſame duties as are laid on the 
ſubjects of his Catholic majeſty, who means 
that the Enxgliſb ſhall be treated in his do- 
minions on the ſame footing as the nations 
the moſt favoured, And moreover, they 
ſhall continue to enjoy the privilege of 
taking in ſalt at the iſland of Tortuga, which 
is pofleſſed by the Spaniards.

Nov. 10. Died Mr. Edward Bright, at 
Malden in Eſſex, aged thirty; he was ſup- 
poſed to be the largeſt man livipg, or 
perhaps that ever lived in this iſland: he 
weighed forty-two ſtone and a half, horſe- 


man's weight; and not being very tall, his 


body was of an aftoniſhing bulk, and his 
legs were as big as a middling man's body. 
He was an active man till a year or two 
before his dezth, when his corpulency ſo 
overpowered his ſtrength, that his life was 
a burthen, and his death a deliverance. His 
coffin was three feet fix inches over the 
ſhoulders, fix feet ſeven inches long, and 
three feet deep; a way was Cut through the 
wall and ſtaircaiſe, to let the corpſe down 
into the ſhop; it was drawn upon a carriage 
to the church, and let down into the vault 
by the help of a flider and pulleys. He left 
a widow big with her ſixth child. 

Nov. 13. The commiſſioners of the new

the greateſt reaſon to hope, that the ancient. 
| friendſhip, and good correſpondence be- 
| tween the two nations, which hath been 
long unfortunately interrupted, will, from 


mutual intereſt and inclination, be now

« I have alſo, in conjunction with the 
empreſs Queen, and the States General, 


concluded a treaty with the elector of Ba- 
varia; and am taking ſuch further mea- 
| ſures, as may beſt tend to ſtrengthen and 


ſecure the tranquility of the empire; ſup- 


port its ſyſtem 3 and timely prevent ſuch 


events, as have been found by experience

© I have ordered eſtimates to be laid be- 
fore you, for the current ſervice of the 
year, I deſire only ſuch ſupplies, as ſhall 
be neceſfary for your own ſecurity, and 
making good ſuch engagements as have 
been contracted, and are now communi- 
cated to you - The ſucceſsful and happy 
progreſs which has been made in the re- 
duction of the intereſt of the national 
debt, does great honour to this Parlia- 
ment, and adds much to our reputation in 
foreign countries.

% Your Maieſty's paternal care, always 
watchful for the proſperity of your king- 
doms, and mixed with a generous extenſive 
concern for the common welfare of Europe, 
has appeared in nothing more, than in 
your unwearted endeavours to improve the 
preſent ſtate of tranquility, This muſt be 
evident to all the world, from the ſeries of 
important tranſactions which your Majeſty 
has been pleaſed to lay before us; and it 
is with the utmoſt thankfulneſs we ac- 
knowledge your goodneſs in communicat- 
ing to us, that a treaty has been ſo ſucceſs- 
fully concluded between your Majeſty, and 
the king of Spain. As the commerce of 
theſe kingdoms is the ſource of the w—_ 
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of your ſubjects, and of the ſtrength and 
ſplendor of your crown, ſo your Majeſty's 
attention to re-eſtabliſh - our trade with 
that country, on the moſt advantageous 
conditions, is a freſh inſtance of your un- 
interrupted vigilance for the moſt eſſential 
concerns of your people, Mutual intereſt 
and mutual incligation are the beſt founda- 


tions of a laſting amity and good corre- 


ſpondence 3 which, from the concurrence 
of ſuch motives, we firmly hope will be 
happily reſtored between the two nations in 
all parts; and that thoſe cauſes, which 
have long interrupted them, are now ef- 
fectually removed. 

« Your royal wiſdom has not been con- 
fined to the adjuſting of preſent differences, 


and the remedying of inconveniencies actu- 


ally exiſting : it is with pleaſure we ob- 
ſerve, that your foreſight is exerting itſelf 
to ſecure us, as far as can be done by hu- 
man prudence, againſt ſuch events as have 
formerly involved Europe in the calamities 
of war. In this view we look upon the 


treaty, which your Majeſty has lately con- 


cluded with the elector of Bavaria, and the 
further meaſures, which you are graciouſly 
pleaſed to inform us, are carrying on for ſe- 
curing thetranquility, and ſupporting the ſy- 
ſtem of the empire. Nothing can tend more 
to effectuate theſe mealures, than the 
ſtrengthening and conſolidating the ties of 
union and friendſhip between your Majeſty 
and your allies ; which cannot fail, at the 
ſame time, to be attended with the beſt con- 
ſequences for promoting our mutual in- 
rereſts, preſerving the general repoſe, and 
preventing the occafion of any future rup- 
ture, : 
« We are truly ſenſible of your Ma- 
jeſty's goodneſs, in laying before us theſe 
your ſalutary views and intentions. In the 
the proſecution of them, the weight and 
influence of the crown of Great Britain are 
very viſible z and we do with the greateſt 
chearfulneſs aflure your Majeſty, of our 
Ready and zealous ſupport in all ſuch mea- 
ſures, as may beſt anſwer cheſe defirable 
ends. 

« Our unſhaken duty and affection to 
your lacred perſon, and our love of our 
country, are the ſureſt pledges of our con- 
duct. It ſhall be our firſt care to demon- 
ſtrate our inviolable adherence to theſe 
principles; nor thall any thing be wanting 
on our part, to advance the trade and floy- 
riſhing condition of theſe kingdoms; to 
enfurce the obſervance of the laws, and of 
good order, amongſt your people: and to 


maintain the dignity and ſtrength of your 
Majeſty's crown and government, both 2 
home and abroad,” 

His Majeſty's moſt gracious anſwer, 

« My Lords, 

“J return you my hearty thanks fy 
this dutiful and affectionate addreſs, The 
ſatisfaction you have ſo unanimouſly ex. 
preſſed in the treaties I have lately concluded, 
and the meaſures which I am purſuing, 
gives me the greateſt pleaſure, I entirely 
rely on your zeal and ſupport in bringing 
them to perfection, for the welfare of n 
own kingdoms, and the general tranqui. 
lity of 5 a 

The Houſe of Commons preſented the 
following addreſs, 

« Meft gracious Sovereign, 

&« We your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
loyal ſubjets, the Commons of Great. 
Britain in Parliament affembled, return 
your Majeſty our fincere and hearty thanks 
for your moſt gracious ſpeech from the 
throne, . 

«« We beg leave to congratulate your Ma. 
jeſty, on your ſafe and happy return to 
theſe kingdoms ; and to expreſs the warm- 
eſt acknowledgments of our gratitude, for 
your Majeſty's unwearied endeayours to 
eſtabliſh the preſent tranquility upon the 
ſureſt foundation. 

« We congratulate your Majeſty on the 
concluſion of a treaty with the king of Spain, 
by which the particular differences, that, 
from the nature of them, could not b: 
ſettled in a general treaty, are now ami- 
cably adjuſted ; and we feel the moſt teil 
ſatisfaction at the reaſon there is to hope, 
from the affurances, which your Majeſty 
has received, of the fincere diſpoſition 61 
the Catholic king to cement and maintain 
the moſt perfect union with your Majeſty, 
that the ancient friendſhip will be reſtored, 
and an uninterrupted good correſpondence 
ſubfiſt between the two nations, to thelt 
mutual advantage and happineſs. 

% We reſpectfully acknowledge your Mi 
jeſty's great wiſdom and forefight, in tak- 
ing the beſt meaſures timely to prevent 
ſuch events, as might hereafter involit 
Europe in the calamities of war; and ue 
have the beſt grounded hopes, from tht 
full and clear declaration of all the col. 
tracting powers in the definitive treaty of 
Air la Chapelle, as well as from your Mi 
jeſty's care and attention to ſtrengthen the 
ties of union and friendſhip between you! 
Majeſty and your allies, that we ſhall loi 
enjoy the bleſſings of a general peace, . 
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& We aſſure your Majeſty, that we will 
hearfully raiſe ſuch ſupplies as ſhall be 
er neceſſary, for the ſecurity of your 
Majeſty's government, and to make good 


the engagements entered into by your Ma- 
jeſty for the public benefit, and according 


to your gracious intention communicated to 
this Houſe. 5 : | 

« It is with the greateſt ſatisfaction that 
we receive your Majeſty's gracious appro- 
bation of the progreſs already made towards 
reducing the intereſt of the national debt ; 
and we aſſure your Majeſty, that we will 
uſe our immediate endeavours to finiſh that 
great work with juſtice and equity. : 

« Your faithful Commons beg leave to 
expreſs their ſenſe of the happineſs they 
enjoy under your Majeſty's government; 
and to aſſure your Majeſty, that they are 
determined to give all poſſible attention to 
whatever may promote the trade and com- 
merce of theſe kingdoms; and that they 
will endeavour to render the laws more 
effectual, by enforcing their execution, 
thereby to diſcourage and ſuppreſs the out- 


rages and enormities committed in defiance | 


of them.” | 

To which his Majeſty made the follow- 
ing anſwer :

% You may depend upon my conſtant 
endeavours to preſerve the general tranqui- 
lity in Europe, and to promote the particu- 
lar intereſts and happineſs of my people,” 

Jan. 24. Lord viſcount Cornbury, eldeſt 
ſon to the earl of Clarendon and Rocheſter, 
was called up to the Houſe of Peers.

parts, and the better to accommodate ſhips 
that may want careening, to ſtop leaks, or 
repair, (an invention formerly practiſed in 
Danmark) wheteby a ſhip either light or 
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laden, may be careened in twenty-four 
hours, and fit to put to ſea again, 

February, Juſtice Fielding having re- 
ceived information of a rendezvous of game=- 
ſters in the Strand, procured a ſtrong party 
of guards, who ſejzed forty-five at the ta- 
bles, which they broke to pieces, and car- 
ried the gameſters before the juſtice, who 
committed thirty-nine of them to the Gate» 
houſe, and admitted the other fix to bail. 


There were three tables broken to pieces, 


which coſt near 60/. a piece, under each of 
them were obſerved two iron rollers, and 
two private fprings, which thoſe who were 
in the ſecret could touch, and ſtop the 
turning whenever they had any youngfters 
to deal with, and ſo cheated them of their 
money. 

William Latton, eſq. late ambaſſador to 
the emperor of Morocco, landed at —_ 
mouth from” Liſbon, where he left 21] the 
Britiſh captives well on board the Garland, 
which was preparing to fail for Eng- 
land. | 

Feb. 3. Were baptized at the Foundling 
hoſpital, twenty yuung children received 
the Friday before, one of which, a ſine boy, 
was named John Sergeant, in memory of 
the reverend Mr. John Sergeant, late of New 
England, who voluntarily left a college, 
and his income, to go and ſettle among the 
Indian tribes, to inftrut them and their 
children in chriſtianity, and where he ſet 
on foot a ſchool for inſtructing the Indian 
boys in reading, writing, and huſbandry, 
which he left in a thriving condition at his 
death. 

Feb. 5. A proclamation from the King 
in council was publiſhed, in purſuance of 
addrefſes from both Houſes of Parliament, 
concerning a ſeditious paper, entitled Confti- 
twrional Queries, &c. promiſing 10001, for 
the diſcovery of the author, 200. for diſ- 
covery of each of the printers, and gol, for 
diſcovery of each publiſher, to be paid up- 
on conviction out of the royal treaſury. 

Feb. 6. At ageneral court of the South 
Sea company, ſeveral propoſals were offered 
for paying off the old and new unſubſcribed 
annuities of the ſaid company ; after ſome 
hours debate, that called the proprietors 
propoſal was approved of, in order to its be- 
ing preſented to Parliament. 

Feb. 7. This morning at five of the clock 
the honourable Alexander Murray, eſq. 
brother to lord Flibank, was, by order of 
the Houſe of Commons, for ſome matters 
relating to the Veſtminſter election, brought 
to Newgate, | 
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Feb. 20. Numbers of ſeditious papers 
were diftributed about Veſtminſter, and one 
was put into the keyhole of Weſtminſter 
hall gate. 

A herſe with four horſes, the driver ina 
black cloak, being ſtopt by two riding offi- 


cers, aſſiſted by ſoldiers, a mile from Skore- 


kam in Suſſex ; there was found a large coffin 
covered with black, containing a great 
quantity of gold and filver French lace, 
cambricks, and a parcel of tea, which were 
all brought to Shoreham cuſtom-houſe. 
Feb. 11. At the ſeveral ports of Spain, 


they continued to fir out ſhips of war with 


all imaginable expedition, and it was com- 
puted that his Majeſty had forty-four ſail 
of the line ready to put to ſea the middle 
of April. Letters from Peru adviſed that 
a deep cavern had been diſcovered in a vil- 
lage called Urcos, about fifteen miles from 
28 upon the river Qui-Qui-Xana, in 
which were three coffins of maſly gold two 
inches and a half thick, wherein were de- 
ome the bones of three kings, The in- 

abitants were not without hopes of find- 
ing ſome of the immenſe treaſures which 
were concealed by the ſubjects of Atabalipa, 
when Francis Pizarro conquered that coun- 
try in 1532. 

Feb. 16. The King was pleaſed to ap- 
point Benjamin Keene, eſq. to be ambaſſa- 
dor extraordinary and plenipotentiary to his 
Catholic Majeſty. 

Feb. 19. At a court of common council a 
committee was appointed to enforce the laws 
in being, and to propoſe ſuch farther re- 
gulations as were neceſſary to clear the ſe- 
veral ſtreets, lanes, and alleys of Lendon 
and its liberties, from beggars, vagrants, 
and other diſagreeable ſpectacles that were 
daily to be ſeen therein, —Agreed on pe- 
titions againſt the naturalization bill, and 
for ſuppreſſion of ſpirituous liquors. 

Feb. 20. Several hundred ſailors met 
at the Fountain tavern behind the Royal 
Exchange, having miſtaken the ſenſe of 
an advertiſement inſerted to procure a meet- 
ing to conſult agents and managers, how 
to obtain a few bounty bills, for which 
there were not proper vouchers ; and iina- 
gining themſelves ſummoned to receive 


money, and (upon their diſappointment) 


that the advertiſement was publiſhed by 
one who had before ſummoned them, and 
raiſed two ſubſcriptions, one of 15. and the 
other of 25. 6d. a man, they were fo irri- 
tated as to force the agent into a coach, and 
carry him to the Lord Mayor's ; here they 
were adviſed to apply to the Admiralty, 


where they went, and afterwards to juſtice 
Fielding's, who not being at home, the 
came back to the Lord Mayor's ; who, to 
prevent the agent's being pulled to pieces, 
ſent him away to Newgate, Some ill. de. 
ſigning people having reported that their 
money was at Mr. Belcbier's in Lombard. 
ftreet ; they aſſembled before his houſe, 
which was in danger of being demoliſhed 
by them; and though the proclamation waz 
read to them, and a party of ſoldiers brought 
to prevent miſchief, yet they would not 
diſperſe, till one was ſent to Newgate, 

Was cloſed the ſubſcription to the Free 
Britiſh Fiſhery, the ſum of which amount. 
ed to about 200,000/, Six buſſes for the 
enſuing ſeaſon were ordered to be imme. 
diately built, 

The ſheriffs of London, purſuant to an 
order of common council the day before, 
preſented a petition to the Houſe of Com- 
mons againſt the naturalizing foreign pro- 
teſtants. | 

Feb. 21. The above ſheriffs in purſy. 
ance of the ſame orders, preſented another 
petition, praying that ſome remedy may 
be taken to prevent the pernicious uſe of 
ſpirituous liquors. | 

The lords of the Admiralty gave orders 
for working double tides in the yards of 
. Woolwich and Chatham, to fit out 
a fleet of ten men of war of the line with 
all expedition, Ordered alſo the cleanſing 
and opening the ſeveral docks, guts, and 
drains of all his Majefty's yards in the 
kingdom. | 

The ſeamen voted for this year were 8000; 
land forces 18,857; the land tax 38. in the 
pound. : 

The ſum to be raiſed for paying of 
the unſubſcribed South Sea annuities was 
2, Ico ol. the remainder, which was 
225,0231, 17s. 11d. being to be paid out 
of the ſinking fund. | 

The duty laid on the Britiſh: diſtillery 
from 1740 to January 1750, amounted 
on an average one year with another, to 
676,256/, which is above 100, oool. 2 
year more than before that term. 

Feb, 25. A bill was brought into the 
Houſe of Lords for altering our ſtyle, and 
ſtrongly recommended by the noble earl 
[ Chefterfield] who moved for it, and alſo 
by another nobleman | Macclesfield} of well 
known learning and abilities. The bill 
was ordered to be read a ſecond time on 
Monday ſc nnight, and to be printed. 

General St. Clair, was appointed gover- 
nor of Cork in Ireland,

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Edmund Richards, eſq. collector of cu- 
ms for Ferſey. 
6 % 225 7 Enys, eſq. was appointed 
by the prince of Wales, ſheriff of Cornwall. 
Feb. 28. At a general court of the 
South Sea company, a motion was made to 
petition Parliament for ſome ſatisfaction 
to be made to the company, on conſidera- 
tion of their great demand on the crown of 
Spain, which was ceded by his Majeſty, 
for the general good of the nation, by the 
treaty lately concluded at Madrid; and the 
previous queſtion being put, if the ſaid 
queſtion ſhould be then put, it paſſed in 
the negative. The court had been ac- 
quainted from the ſecretary of ſtate, that 
his Majeſty had given for anſwer to the 
company's addreſs preſented to him ſome 
time ſince ; that he had obtained from the 
king of Spain all that lay in his power, ſo 
that no more could be expected from him 
on that ſubject. | 
The turbulent weather did great damage 
to edifices in ſeveral parts of England. 
On the 27th a ſtorm of thunder and light- 
ning almoſt ruined the churches of St. Er- 


bam and LaGock, near Truro in Cornwall. 


At Oxford the high wind on the 26th ſo 
damaged the ſteeple of St. Mary's that it 
was expected to fall; at Litchfield, the gilt 
ball on one of the ſpires of the cathedral 
was blown down the vane on another ſpire, 
and the glaſs and ſtone work of one of the 
windows greatly ſuffered. At Worceſter two 
prebendal houſes near the cathedral were 
quite demoliſhed, large ftacks of chimnies 
blown down, and a multitude of windows 


| ſhattered to pieces. At Bromyard, Here- 


fordſpire, a chimney fell upon an adjacent 
ſchool, where the miſtreſs was fitting in a 
chair with a child in her arms, with ſeve- 


ral ſcholars, who were all buried in the 


ruins, but very little hurt. At Vert, a pin- 
nacle of the north-weſt tower of the Min- 
ſer, with the battlements, fell through the 
roof and two loſts, and broke the pave- 
ment, the damage above 5001. In the ad- 
Jacent country and in Nottinghamphire, hur- 
ricanes did much miſchief, unroofing many 
houſes, blowing down ſome, diſperſing 


ſtacks of corn and hay, and tearing up 


large trees by the roots, and throwing down 
park pales. At Limerick in Ireland, in the 
hurricane, a Dutch dogger was beat to pieces, 
veſſels forced on ſhore, and all the ſhip- 
ping damaged; many houſes blown down, 
beſides loſs of cattle, and much damage 
to the banks on both fides the Shannon. 


The ſame hurricane did conſiderable miſ- 


chief to the ſhipping in Dublin and other 
ports of Ireland; alſo in the Thames. 

March 4. The ſheriffs of Londen pre- 
ſented a petition to the Houſe of Commons 
for a bill to be brought in to prevent ſmall 
fiſh being taken in the Thames, and to pre- 
ſerve the fry of fiſh therein, 


A petition was preſented by the Mayor, 


aldermen, and citizens of Lincoln, and ano- 
ther from the county, praying leave to 
bring in a bill for the recovery of ſmall 
debts, on the ſame plan as Weſtminſter and 
Southwark. 3 

The famous Theodore, the abdicated king 
of Corſica, was tried at the King's bench 
Guildhall, on an action for a debt of 100ł. 
and caſt. , : 

A dealer near Banbury, on his return 
from Warwick fair, caught a man in bed 
with his wife; on which he got aſſiſtance, 


and took them out of bed, and tying their 


arms together, ſet them before a large fire, 
and had tea, coffee, and punch provided : 
then he ſent to invite his neighbours, to 
whom he expoſed his wife and gallant for 
ſome hours, to their extraordinary morti- 
fication, while the huſband appeared per= 
fectly contented. b 

March 7. A great number of ſea officers 
widows attended the Houſe of Commons, 
with petitions that their penſions may be 
better, paid for the future. 

March 12. The King went to the Houſe 
of Peers, and gave the royal aſſent to the 


bill for raiſing a ſum by lottery, &c. for 
paying off the unſubſcribed annuities; to. 


the malt Bill, and a road bill. 

March 13. A petition was preſented to 
the Houſe of Commons from the nobility, 
gentry and inhabitants of Greenwich, pray- 
ing that the magazine erected near that 
place, may be removed to a more conve- 
nient diſtance, to avoid danger from fire, 
lightning, Cc. One was preſented in a 
former ſeſſion. 

It was affirmed that upwards 4000 per- 
ſons who ſold ſpirituous liquors without 
licence, had been convicted of the penalty 
of 101. each, from January 1749, to Ja- 
nuary 1750; and according to a lift of pri- 
vate gin- ſnops, on the beſt calculation, they 
amounted to upwards of 17000 in the bills 
of mortality, That the bill for preventing 
the conſumption- of cheap compound li- 
quors, propoſed an additional duty of 8/, 
per ton on all malt ſpirits, to commence 
from Lady-day 1751, that no compounder 
ſhould make or ſell any ſpirituous liquors, 
unleſs he had a till of 100 gallons in his 
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ticeſhip ; and that no diſtiller ſhould have 
more than one apprentice at a time. The 
malt diſtillers were very buſy, in order to 
increaſe their ſtock before the act for lay- 
ing an additional duty, took place, 

A propoſal was delivered to both heuſes 
for purchaſing of the duke of Atbol, the 
iſle of Man; in order to annex it to the 
crown; that iſland in its ſtate of indepen- 
dency ſerving as a ſtorehouſe to the French 
for wines, teas, Sc. whence they run to 
England, Wales, Scotland, and Ireland, by 
which the loſs to this nation, and the gains 
to the French were very conſiderable. 

March 20. Between ten and eleven at 
night died at Leicefter houſe, the moſt 11- 
luftrious Frederick, prince of Wales, by the 
breaking of an impoſthume between the 
pericardium and rags, which threw 
the matter contained in it upon the ſub- 
ſtance of the lungs. His Royal Highneſs 
caught a cold about three weeks before in 
Kew gardens, and encreaſed it on the 12th 
inſtant, by coming very warm from the 
Houſe of Lords with the windows of his 
chair down, ſoon after which he complain- 
ed of pains which were thought to be pleu- 
retic, and were attended with a fever. His 
Royal Highne(s had been in a declining 
Nate for ſome time ; about two years be- 


fall, others ſay, by the ſtroke of a ball at 
cricket, and was judged too weak to bear 
repeated bleeding; be was therefore bliſ- 
tered, and thought to be out of danger. 
About a quarter of an hour before his death, 
he told Dr. Wilmot, who had attended him, 
and been up all the preceding night, that 
he was much better, and adviſed the Doctor 
to go home; the Princeſs remained with 
him, to whom he ſoon after complained of 


immediately threw himſelf backward and 
expired, Her Royal Highneſs had ſat up 
with him ſeven nights during his illneſs, 
though ſhe was far advanced in her preg- 
nancy. This excellent Prince, who was 
almoſt univerſally regretted with uncommon 
tenderneſs, was born at Hanover, Fan. 20, 
1706-7 ; created duke of Gloceſter, Fan. 10, 


by proxy, April 30, 1718; created baron 
of Snaudon, viſcount Launceſton, earl of El- 
tham, marquis of Ely, and duke of Edin- 
burgb, July 15, 1726; firſt landed at Har- 
wich, Dec. 3, 1728; was introduced by 
the command of the King into the privy- 
council the 18th: was created prince of 


fore, he received a hurt in his breaſt by a2 


1717-18 z inſtalled knight of the Garter 
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dwelling-houſe, and ſerved a legal appren- 


Wales and earl of Cheſter, Fan. , 1728.9; 
received his ſummons to Parliament next 
day, and on N 27, 1736, was married 
to the princels Auguſta, only ſurviving 
daughter of Frederick II. duke of Saxe Co- 
tha, by whom he left iſſue five ſons and 
three daughters.

ricane began at S, W. and at three the next 
morning turned to the N. W. accompanied 
with thunder, lightning, and ſuch terrible 
noiſes, both at ſea and land, as ſeemed to 
proceed from an earthquake, 

March 22. The royal aſſent was, on

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After which the Lords adjourned to the 
27th, and the Commons to the 25th, on 
account of the death of his royal highneſs 
the prince of Wales. | 

The privy-council met at the Cock-pit, 
on occaſion of the death of the prince, of 
Wales, when were preſent above thirty 
members. The phyſicians and ſurgeons 
that attended the deceaſed, were examined 
about the diſtemper which occafioned his 
death, and orders were ifſued for embalm- 
ing his body and preparing for his Royal 
Highneſs's funeral, | 

It was ordered in council, that in the 
morning and evening prayers, in the Lita- 
ny, and in all other parts of the public ſer- 
vice, as well in the occaſional offices, as in 
the book of Common Prayer, where the roy- 
al family is appointed to be particularly 
prayed for, the following form and order 
ſhall be obſerved, vix. 

« Their royal highneſſes the princeſs of 
Wales, the Duke, the Princeſſes, the iſſue 
of the prince and princeſs of Wales, and al 
the royal family.” 5 

The Mouſe of Commons preſented an 
addreſs of condolence, on the death of the 
prince of Wales, to his Majeſty, and re- 
ceived a moſt gracious anſwer, 

Lord Chamberlain's cffice, March 23. Or- 
ders for the court's going into mourning on 
Sunday the 31ſt inſtant,” for his late royal 
highneſs the prince of Wales, viz. The 
ladies to wear black bombazine, plain muſ- 
lin, or long lawn, crape hoods, ſhamoy 
ſhoes and gloves, and crape fans: undreſſed 
dark Norwich crape. The men to wear 
black cloth, without buttons on the ſleeves 
or pockets, plain muſlin, or long lawn cra- 
vats and weepers, ſhamoy ſhoes and gloves, 
crape hat-bands, and black ſwords and 
buckles ; undreſſed; dark grey frocks.

By order of the Lord Cham- 
berlain, notice was fixed in the halls of St.

will commence the ſecond mourning, and 
end on Sunday, Oct. 6, 
March 26. A revenue of 50,000]. a

Was a very great court at 
St. James s, it being the firſt time his Ma- 
jefty appeared in public ſince the death of 
the prince of Wales. Prince George and 
prince Edward, and the other young 
princes waited on the King, who in the 
evening viſited the princeſs of Wales at Lei- 
ceſter houſe. _ 

The right hon. Robert Walpole, earl of 
Orford, knight of the Bath, auditor of the 
Exchequer, ranger of Richmond park, and 
maſter of the King's harriers and buck- 
hounds, died, aged fifty-one, of an abſceſs 
in the back, 

The number of patients under the care 
of St. Bartholomew's and St. Thomas's hoſ- 
pitals amounted laſt year to 19, 590. 

April 1. The court of the prince of 
Orange went into deep mourning for three 
e on the death of the prince of 
Wales. 

April 3. The corpſe of capt. Coram was 
interred with great ſolemnity in the vault 
under the chapel of the Foundling-hoſpital; 
the charter of the hoſpital was carried be- 
fore the body on a velvet cuſhion, the chil- 
dren walking before it ; the pall was ſup- 
ported by eight perſons of diſtinction; a 
great number of governors followed the bo- 
dy in deep mourning, and were met by the 
choirs of Weſtminſter and St. Paul's, who 
performed a ſolemn ſervice compoſed by 
Dr. Boyce.

April 4. The Houſe of Peers adjourned 
to the 17th. ; 

His Majeſty paid another viſit to the 
princeſs of Wales.

April 5. An order of permiſſion from 
the Lord Chamberlain's office came to the 
managers of the theatres, (who had been 
prohibited from playing, on account of the 
late Prince of Vales's death) to act on

Six months pay (part of fifteen months 
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in arrear) were ordered to the ſea officers, 
to put them in mourning, 

April 6. This day died Frederick king 
of Sweden, and landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel, 
born 1676. In 1699 he married Louiſa, a 
daughter of Frederick III. king of Prufjia 
ſhe dying childleſs in 1705, he married the 
princeſs Eleonora, youngeſt daughter of 
Charles XI. king of Sweden, who on the 
death of her brother Charles XII. was 
elected by the ſtates queen of Sweden, on 
condition of reſtoring their antient privi- 
leges ; ſhe reſigning the crown in favour of 
her conſort in 1720, he was elected king on 
the ſame condition of leaving the legiſlative 
and executive power in the ſtates; he ſuc- 
ceeded to the landgraviate of Heſſe Caſſel in 
1729, and his conſort queen Eleonora died 
in 1741. Princeſs Hedwig Sophia, eldeſt 
fiſter of Charles XII. married Frederick, 
duke of He/ftein Gottorp, and had iflue 
Charles Frederick, born in 1700, who mar- 
ried Anne Petrowna, eldeſt daughter of the 
czar Peter the Great, by his ſecond wife 
Catharine, by whom he had Charles Ulric 
born in 1727, and heir to the crown of 
Sweden, and ſo declared by the ſtates on 
his father's death : but on the preſent em- 
preſs of Ruſſia s declaring him ſucceſſor to 
that throne, he renounced his claim to 
Sweden, and the ſtates declared his uncle, 
Adolpbus Frederick, duke of Holſtein Eutin, 


of Sweden; he was born in 1710, and mar- 
ried Ulrica, ſiſter to the king of Pruſſia, by 
whom he had two ſons. As landgrave of 
Heſſe Caſſel, the king of Sweden was tucceed- 
ed by bis brother prince William, whoſe 
ſon Frederick married princeſs Mary of 
England. 
he late King on the 4th in the even- 
ing ſent for the Prince ſucceſſor and his 
conſort, to whom he, in the moſt moving 
terms, recommended to have always in view 
the welfare and proſperity of the Swediſh 
nation, to be watchful to maintain its ſtates 
in their privileges and prerogatives; ad- 
ding, that he quitted the world without the 
leaſt regret, as he left the kingdom in 
peace, and died in the hope that it would 
long enjoy the continuance of that bleſſing, 
Kc.

and by free a and involuntary choice, haye 
elected me ſucceſſor to the king of Sueden 
of the Goths, and of the Yandals; I ſhould 
be wanting in a ſuitable return to the con- 
fidence they have repoſed in me, if, on my 
advancement to the throne which is de. 
volved to me by the diſpoſal of the Al. 
mighty, and by the free election which 
they have made of me, I did not, in the 
molt ſolemn manner, confirm the aſſurance 
I have given to ſupport them, at the ex- 
pence of my life and blood, in the exerciſe 
of the pure doctrine and religion they pro- 
feſs, and to preſerve and defend the liber- 
ties and privileges they have acquired. And 
as my deſires are far from every thing which 
might bear the leaſt ſhadow of conſtraint, I 
declare by this public act, which I ſwear to 
obſerve, upon my royal word and faith, 
that I not only intend to govern my king- 
dom according to the laws of Sweden, and 
the form of regency eſtabliſhed in the year 
1720, as well as in conformity with the 
aſſurance I gave the ſtates of the kingdom in 
the year 1742; but alſo, that I ſhall regard 
as the moſt dangerous enemies to me and 
the kingdom, and treat as traitors to their 
country, all ſuch as ſhall, either in public 
or under any pretence ſoever, undertake or 
endeavour to introduce inte this kingdom 
deſpotic power, or arbitrary government. 
Wherein God aſſiſt me.

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The corpſe of his Royal Highneſs was 
met at the church door by the dean and 
prebendaries, attended by the gentlemen of 
the choir and King's ſcholars, who fell in- 
to the proceſſion immediately before the 
officer of arms, with wax tapers in their 
hands, and properly habited, and began 
the common burial ſervice (no anthem 
being compoſed on the occaſion) two drums 
beating a dead march during the ſervice. 
Upon entering the chapel, the royal body 
was placed on treſſels, the coronet and cu- 
ſhion at the head, and the canopy held over, 
the ſupporters of the pall ſtanding by; the 
chief mourner and his two ſupporters ſeated 
in chairs at the head of the corpſe; the 
lords aſſiſtants, maſter of the horſe, groom 
of the ſtole, and lords of the bedchamber on 
both fides 3 the four white ſtaff officers at 
the feet, the others ſeating themſelves in 
the ſtalls on each fide the chapel; the 
biſhop of Rocheſter, as dean of Weſtminſter, 
then read the firſt part of the burial ſervice, 
after which the corpſe was carried to the 
vautt, precedes by the white ftaff officers, the 
maſter of the horſe, chief mourner, his ſup- 
porters and afliſtants ; Garter king at arms 
going before them. When they had placed 
themſelves near the vault, the corpſe being 
laid upon a machine even with the pave- 
ment of the chapel, was by degrees let 
down into the vault, when the biſhop of 


' Rochefler went on with the ſervice ; which 


\ 


being ended, Garter proclaimed his late 
Royal Highneſs's titles in the following 
manner: 

6 Thus hath it pleaſed Almighty God to 
take out of this tranſitory life to his divine 
mercy the illuſtrious Frederick prince of 
Wates, Sc. &c.” 

The nobility and attendants returned in 
the ſame order as they proceeded, at half 
an hour after nine; ſo that the whole ce- 
remony laſted an hour, 

There was the utmoſt decorum obſerved ; 
and, what is remarkable, though the popu- 
lace was extremely noiſy before the proceſ- 
fion began, there was, during the whole, a 
filence, that, if poſſible, added to the ſo- 
lemnity of fo awful a ſight, | 

The guards, who each of them held two 
lighted flambeaux during the whole time, 
behaved ſo well, that, during the proceſ- 
fion no accident happened among the ſpec- 
tators that was remarkable. 

As foon as the proceſſion began to move, 
two rockets were fired off in Old Palace- 
yard, as a ſignal for the guns in the Park 


to fire, which were followed by thoſe of 


| 


the Tower; during which time the great 
bells of Weſtminſter and St. Paul's cathedral 
tolled, as did thoſe of moſt of the churches 
in London. 

The ſoldiers were kept on guard all Sa- 
turday night, and on Sunday at the ſouth 
door of the abbey, and on the ſcaffolding in 
Palace- yard; and the next morning the 
workmen began to take down the ſcaf. 
folding.

April 22. At Tring in Hertfordſhire, a 
publican giving out that he was bewitched 
by one Oſberne and his wife, harmleſs 
people above ſeventy, had it cried at ſeveral 
market towns, that they were to be tried 
by ducking this day, which occaſioned a 
vaſt concourſe. The pariſh officers having 
removed the old couple from the work- 
houſe into the church for ſecurity, the mob 
miſſing them broke the workhouſe win- 
dows, pulled down the pales, and demoliſh- 
ed part of the houſe; and ſeizing the go- 
vernor, threatened to drown him and fire 
the town, having ſtraw in their hands for 
that purpoſe, The poor wretches were at 
length for public ſafely delivered up, ſtrip- 
pd ſtark naked by the mob, their thumbs 


tied to their toes, then dragged two miles, - 
and thrown into a muddy ftream; after 
much eucking and ill uſage, the old woman 
was thrown quite naked on the bank, almoſt 
choaked with mud, and expired in a few 
minutes, being kicked and beat with 
ſticks, even after ſhe was dead: and the 
man died ſoon aſter. To add to this barba- 
rity, they put the dead woman in bed with 
her huſband, and tied them together. The 
coroner's inqueſt brought in their verdi& 
wilful murder.

« His Majeſty, having it entirely at heart 
to ſecure the future welfare and happineſs 
of his people, has maturely conſidered, that 
nothing can conduce ſo much (under the 
proteCtion of the Divine Providence) to the 


| preſervation of the Proteſtant ſucceflion in 


his royal family, and the ſupport of the 
religion, laws, and liberties of thefe king- 
doms (which have been always moſt dear to 
him) as the making proper proviſions for 
the care and tuition of the perſon of his 
ſucceſſor, and for the regular adminiſtration 
of the government, in caſe ſuch ſucceſſor 
ſhould be of tender years; by means where- 
of their ſafety and princely education may 
be ſecured, - the public peace, and 

order, maintained, and the ſtrength and

To return your Majeſty our thanks for 
your moſt gracious meſlage, falls infinitely 
ſhort of thoſe ſentiments, with which the 
ſubject of it inſpires us. It excites in us 
the moſt ſenſible feeling of all thoſe bleſ- 
fings, which we have enjoyed, during your 
auſpicious and glorious reign; of the mild- 
neſs and benignity of your government 
and of that conſtant protection, which your 
Majeſty has always extended to our religion, 


laws, and liberties; which you have de- 


monſtrated by your conduct, as well as de- 
clared by your royal words, to be moſt dear 
to you, Happy would it be for all your 
faithful ſubjects, if heaven, in mercy to

A fire broke out at Stockholm, in the 


church of St. Clare in the Norder Malu, 
and conſumed that fine building and ſeveral 
houſes; about an hour after, another fire 
happened in the Suder Malm, which did 
much damage; and at nine in the evening 
a brewer's houſe took and was conſum- 
ed with ſeveral adjacent houſes. Another 
fire broke out in the market in the ſuburh 
of Ladugarſland, and next day another in 
the ſame diſtrict near the packers- market; 
by theſe fires 1000 houſes were reduced to 
aſhes. The populace became very inſolent

The rock in the mountain 
of Plainejou, ſunk ſo ſuddenly, that the 
earth which tumbled down at the ſame 
time from the mountain, cruſhed ſix per- 
ſons to death, and thirty head of cattle; 
ſoon after the mountain was covered with 
cinders, and out of the rock iſſued two co. 
lumns of thick ſmoke; the rock continued 
finking and crumbling away, with a dread- 
ful grumbling noiſe, and thick ſmoke, 
ſometimes black, and ſometimes reddiſh; 
his Sardinian Majeſty ſent a profeſſor of 
the univerſity of Turin, to make obſerva- 
tions on this new burning mount. 

Aug. 5. The prince of Wales, prince 
Edward, and duke of Cumberland, went in 
a barge, attended by the earl of Albemarle, 
Sc. with two other of the King's barges, 
to Voolꝛvich, where the matroſſes were re- 
viewed, Sir John Ligonier at their head, 
They went through their exerciſes with 
great alacrity, and diſcharged their cannon 
and ſmall arms in a regular manner, and 
concluded in letting off one piece nine 
times in a minute; the prince of Wales 
gave 100 guineas to the gunners, matroſſes, 
Sc. In making preparations for this re-

At Kingſton in Jamaica, in 
the evening, the whole firmament appeared 
of a very livid co:our, horrible to behold, 
and the greateſt part of that night was at- 
tended with hard ſqualls of wind: about 
fix in the morning of the 11th it blew very 
hard at north, which brought off great 
quantities of leaves and ſprays of trees from 
the mountains to the ſhips which rode at 
anchor a mile and a half diſtant from the 
town, and were ſeen in the air like flocks 
of birds. 

At half an hour after eight the wind 
ſhifted to the eaſt, and after that to the 
ſouth-eaſt, when inftantly it blew a hurri- 
cane which raiſed the ſea in the harbour 
to a moſt ſurprizing height, and in a few 
minutes it grew totally dark, fo that at 
noon day the ſhips could not be ſeen that 
were driving foul of each other, and the 
men were ſcarce capable of keeping them- 
ſelves fixed to any thing, the wind roaring 
as if the moſt tremendous thunder had been 
burſting, ſo that no man could be heard 
to ſpeak. The height of the gale laſted 
till between eleven and twelve, when it 
ſomething cleared ; and on looking round, 
nothing was to be ſeen but death aud de- 
ſtruction, numbers lying on the ſhore 
drowned, and others floating on the ſides 
and pieces of wrecks, till the following 
afternoon. The violence of the wind was 
ſo great, that only three ſhips out of forty 
ſail of veſlels rode out the gale, viz. the 
Cornwall, Duncomb, the Mercury, Mat- 
thews, and the Queen Mary, who ſuffered 
not the leaſt damage. The proprietors of 
what ſmall canoes were ſaved in the town, 
aſked fix and eight piſtoles each to carry any 
man aboard or aſhore, or to endeavour to 
ſave thoſe that were periſhing on the water. 
Of the veliels that were loſt, ſome were 
driven aſhore in the woods, overſet and 
ſtove to pieces, to the number of twenty- 
ſeven; and there were fourtcen riding be- 
fore the town without maſts, 
after ſeveral veſſels arrived with jury maſts, 
and in a very ſhattered condition, who met 
with the gale between Hiſpaniola and Porto- 
Rico, At the ſame time the Fox man of war 
from the Havannab, Mr. Manning on board, 
with a great quantity of ſpecie, was obliged 
to cut away all her maſt, and let go all her 
anchors, and alter driving over two or three 
keys, brought up between two rocks, where

upwards. of 302 5. and in Ireland to up- 
wards of 1760ʃ. 

New. 1. Two gentlemen went to the 
ſeveral gaols in London, Middleſex and Sur- 
rey, and diſcharged a great number of per- 
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ſons confined for ſmall debts, and others 
that laid for their fees. | 

The Admiralty office, for the benefit of 
trade, publiſhed the copy of an advertiſe. 
ment of his Daniſh majeſty, that the fire 
or lights kept hitherto on a ſand-bank at 
the point of Futland, called Schaget, for 
the direction of ſhips ſailing through the 
Cattegat, would on Feb. 1, N. S. 1752, be 
removed farther within the land 800 feet 
from the ſaid ſand bank, and 400 feet more 
towards the north, and lighted and kept on 
a tower fixty-four feet high, erected for 
that purpoſe, 

The commiſſioners for the navy con- 
tracted for 10,500 load of timber for Dee. 
ford, Woolwich and Chatham, 

His Majeſty walked with the duke of 
Cumberland in the Mall of St. Fames's park, 
which was new gravelled, aboye an hour, 
to the great joy of the ſpectators. 

There was ſeized at an inn, and carried 
to the Tower, about 400 weight of bad 
half-pence ; ſixty of theſe weighed about 
a pound, and cunſequently the makers got 
two ſhillings and fix-pence for what waz 
not worth above nine- pence. 

Nov. 8. Being the eve of the day fixed 
for the marriage of 600 young women, por- 
tioned by the city of Paris, on occaſion of 
the birth of the young duke of Burgundy, 
the ceremony of betrothing them was per- 
formed in their reſpect ive pariſhes, the bells 
ringing all the while. The next morning 
was uſhered in by a general diſcharge of the 
cannon of the city and Baſtile; and at nine 
o'clock the bridegrooms and brides repaired 
to their ſeveral pariſh churches, which 
were hung with tapeſtry, and decorated 
with all the magnificence uſually diſplayed 
on the greateſt feſtivals, and the marriage 
ceremony was performed in the preſence of 
an alderman and two churchwardens, The 
city, beſides portioning the maidens, and 
giving cloaths to them and the bridegrooms, 
alſo provided them a wedding dinner in their 
re ſpective pariſhes, to which they were 
carried in the ſame coaches that brought 
them to church, ſome of which belonged 
to noblemen and gentlemen, and others 
were found by thecity, In the pariſhes of 
St. Sulpitius and St. Roch, the married cou- 
ples were waited on at table by princes, and 
other perſons of the higheſt rank, who at 
parting made them handſome preſents ; and 
at fix in the evening they were carried in 
the ſame coaches to their reſpective habi · 
tations,

But it is a 
real ſatisfation to us, that this unfortu- 
nate event has been attended with no ill 
conſequence to the ſtate of affairs in Hol- 
land; whoſe ſecurity and welfare we con- 
ſider as intimately connected with our own, 
© The ſupport of that government, vpon the 


ſettlement which had been before happily | 


eſtabliſhed, and the cordial aſſurances which 
your Majeſty has received from the States 
General, give us the greateft pleaſure ; and 
confirm us in that refolution, which we 
have long adhered to, of maintaining and 
cultivating the ſtricteſt union and friend- 
ſhip with that Proteſtant republic.

was kept down by ſome pieces of wood, 
At laſt, the father of the deceaſed huſband 
ſet fire to the pile, which ran through it 
like lightning, by means of the yellow 
ointment, and the fire was ſo fierce, that 
the ſpectators were obliged to draw back 
from the heat, and the whole was conſumed 
in about one hour's time, |

And it ap- 
peared that 1071. gs. gd. had been received 
for purſes made, and net-work done by the 
boys in the ſame time.

Fuly 15. The depoſition of the grand 
Vizir, and the aga of Janiſſaries at Conffan- 
tinople, who were both baniſhed, was fol- 
lowed by that of the chief eunuch of the 
Seraglio, who had found out the way to 
ingroſs the whole favour of the Sultan; 
who convinced that unlefs he gave him up 
to puniſhment, an inſurrection would enſue, 
from the rage of his exaſperated ſubjects, 
cauſed his head to be firuck off. There 
were found in his poſiefliion, upwards of 
iwenty-iix millions of collars in ſpecie, full 
fi millions ſterling ; befides a large quan- 
ty of diamonds, jewels, Sc. to a very 
great value, which were all ſeized, and car- 
ricd to the grand Seignior's IJ reaſury. 

Fuly 16. The lords juſtices further pro- 
rogued the Parliament to the 28th of Sy- 
tember. | 

July 20. In the afternoon happened a 
ſtorm of thunder, at the houtes oppo- 
hte Vauxhall; a whirlwind lifted two boats 
cut of the Thames many feet high; one of 
them fell on the ſhore, add was daſhed to 
pieces, the other was heaved over the high 
cauſey into the gardens. 

July 21. At a court of common council 
it was agreed to furniſh the Manſion-houſe, 
for the uſe of the next Lord Mayor, the 
expence not to exceed 40001. 

July 24. A treaſure was lately found on 
the eftate of Paſſerane, near Rome, which 
belonged to prince Pallawicini: a Peaſant 
perceiving his plough to ſtrike deeper than 
ordinary, ſtopt to view the hole, and found 
ſeveral pieces of gold in an urn which.the 
plough had broke: on which he left his _— 
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and ſpent two or three days in carrying this 
treaſure to his houſe; but being in haite to 
put off the ſtrange coin, the ſecret was 
blown, He could not refuſe to tell ſome of 
his neighbours how he ceme by it; and 
other peaſants going to the ſpot, and dig- 
ing a little deeper, found more of the ſame 
coin, ſtamped with the effigy af the em- 
peror Juſtinian, as appeared by the inſcrip- 
tion; the government ordered the peaſants 
to be taken into cuſtody as ſoon as they 
were informed of the affair; things found 
in this manner being the property of the 
ſtrongeſt, according to cuſtom, though not 
according to equity, 

An irreconcileable difference happened 
betwixt the Pretender and his ſon, cardinal 
Turk, who retired into a convent, becauſe 
his father would not diſcard ſome perſons 
who had too much influence over him, 

July 29. At Briſtol was a dreadful ſtorm 
of thunder, lightning, rain, and hail, 
which made the roads like rivers; four 
men and two boys, retired for ſhelter into 
the body of the new church erecting at 
King ſw52d, as they ſtood facing the church 
door, they were ſtruck down with the light- 


ning, but ſoon recovered without hurt, ex- 


cept a boy, who bled at the noſe and ears. 
Six horſes and the driver of a waggon were 
ſtruck down with the lightning in the Bath 
road, and three of the horſes killed, and 
another blinded; a haymaker was alſo 
ſtruck blind with a flaſh of lightning. 

July 30. At this time there was at 
Cork in Ireland, a boy named Cornelius Ma- 
grath, fifteen years eleven months old; of 
a gigantic ſtature, being ſeven feet nine 
inches and three quarters high ; but clum- 
ſily made, talked boyiſh, and ſimple. He 
came thither from Teugbal, where he had 
been a year going into falt water for rheu- 
matic pains, which almoſt crippled him, 


which the phyficians ſaid were growing 


pains, as he was ſurprizingly grown within 
that time. He was a month at the biſhop 
of Cloyne's who took care of him; his hand 
was as big as a middling ſhoulder of mutton 
the laſt of his ſhoe, which he carried about 
him, meaſured fifteen inches. He was born 
in the county of Tiperary, within five miles 
of the ſilver mines. 

July 31. A whale was ſtranded near 
Eymouth, eight miles north of Beravick upon 
Tweed, and was killed and hauled on ſhore 
by the fiſhermen; it meaſured fifty-two feet 
in length.

They ac- 
cordingly invited workmen from al} na- 
tions, particularly England and Treland, by 
oftering great encouragment ; and after pro- 
curing from England cards, fhears, looms, 
and other utenfils for the woollen manu« 
facture, were intent on the manufacture 
of printed linens, lately ſet up, and prohi- 
bited the importation of all foreign manu- 
factures of that kind into the port of Ali- 
cant. The King eſtabliſhed a military 
ſchool for the young nobleſſe. and improved 
his marine; for which purpoſe ſhip-carpen- 
ters of all nations were invited into Spain. 
Many arrived from Genoa, and an Iriſhman 
of that profeffion engaged to build ſeveral 
large ſhips at Cadiz.

Sc. upon them. beaten down, and carried 
away (with all the goods, &c. therein) as 
were alſa many houſes in the town; and 
abundance of roofs, chimneys, &c. almoſt 
all the tiled or flated houſes were un- 
covered; and great quantities of merchan- 
dize, Sc. in the ſtores on the Bay- ftreet 
damaged, by their doors being burſt open: 
the town was likewiſe overflowed, the tide 
or ſea having roſe upwards of ten feet above 
the high water mark at ſpring tides, and 


nothing now was to be ſeen but ruins of 


houfes, canoes, wrecks of pettiauguas and 
boats, maſts, yards, incredible quantities 
of all ſorts of timber, barrels, ſtaves, houſ- 
hold and other goods, floating and drivirig, 
with great violence, through the flrects 


to be ad- 
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and round about the town, The inbabi. 
tants finding themſelves in the midſt of 2 
tempeſtuous ſea, the wind ſtill continuing, 
the tide (according to its common courſe 
being expected to flow till after one o'clock, 
and many of the people being already up to 
their necks in water in their houſes, began 
now to think of nothing but certain death; 
but bere we muff record as ſignal an in. 
ſtance of the immediate interpoſition of the 
Divine Providence as ever appeared, they 
were foon delivered from their apprehen. 
fions : for, about ten minutes after eleven 
o'clock, the wind veered to the E. S. E. 
S. and S, W. very quick, and then (though 
it continued its violence, and the ſea beat 
and daſhed every where with amazing im- 
petuouſity) the waters fell about five feet 
in the ſpace of ten minutes, without which 
unexpected and ſudden. fall, every houſe 
and inhabitant in the town, muſt, in all 
probability, have periſhed : and before three 
o'clock the hurricane was entirely over, 
Many were drowned, and ſeveral much 
hurt by the fall of houſes. At Sullwan's 
iſland, the peſt houſe was carried away, 
and of fifteen people that were in it nine 
were loſt, the reſt ſaved themſelves by ad- 
hering ſtrongly to ſome of the rafters of 
the houſe when it fell, upon which they 
were driven ſome miles beyond the iſland 
to Hebcaw. At fort Johnſon the barracks 
were beat down, moſt of the guns dil- 
mounted, and their carriages carried away. 
At Crawen's and Granville's baſtions, and 
the batteries ahout the town, the canon 
were likewiſe diſmounted, For about thirty 
miles round Charles-Toqwn, there was hardly 
a plantation that had not loft every houſe, 
upon it. All the roads were ſo filled with 
trees blown and broken down, that travel - 
ing was rendered extremely difficulty; and 
hardly a fence was left ſtanding in the town 
or country. The loſs in fine timber-trees 
was almoſt incredible; as well as the lob 
of cattle, ſheep, hogs, and all kinds of pro- 
viſion, 

From Winyaw and Port Royal, the ac- 
counts were much more favourable than 
| were expected, no damage having been 
done to the ſhipping in thoſe harbours, and 
very.little to the houſes, as the hurricane 
was hardly felt at either place, |

A general court was held of the Free 
Britiſb fiſhery, when a vacancy in the coun- 
eil was filled up by the election of William 
Beckford, eſq. lately choſen an alderman 
of the city, The propoſed bye-laws were 
read, and the blanks filled for allowing an 
acknowledgment in money for the atten- 
dance of the council and their committees ; 
their meetings for conducting the affairs of 
the ſociety, having, hitherto, been volun- 
tary and gratis, and the attendance of gen- 
tlemen not ſo full and conſtant as could be 
wiſhed; but there being now near fifty 
buſſes almoſt finiſhed, and 1200 ſeamen, 
with nets, Cc. in proportion, to be pro- 
vided, the increaſe of buſineſs required the 
conſtant attention of ſuch merchants and 
maritime gentlemen as were members of 
the council, The council were thirty-two. 
The ſum propoſed was gool. per annum, 
to be divided by thoſe that attend, and no 
oppoſition was made to it. Admiral Ver- 
non very pathetically repreſented the vaſt 
injury done to the nation, by a ſwarm of 
three or four hundred French buſſes at this 
time off Yarmouth, inforced the neceſſity 
of our having a ſtrict eye to the increaſe of 
our naval power, by the means of our fiſhery, 
and warmly expoſtulated againſt delay, 
Mr. alderman Janſſen, vice preſident, gave 
an account of the ſucceſs of the ſociety's 
eighteen buſſes in the Shetland fiſhery, and 
of the ſales, which, on. an average of thoſe 


that had been diſpoſed of at Bremen and at 


home, would be gooo!l. and the tonnage 
and three per cent. allowed for encourage- 
ment, or as draw-back, being added, would 
amount to 12,670/. whence deducting the 
expence, and wear and tear, ſeven per cents 
would remain for profit.

Dec. 28. The Swallzxv ſloop of war, 
arrived from the Eaft-Indies, having been 
out five years, and brought an account of a 
great battle between the Mogu!'s army, al- 
fiſted by the Engliſh; under the command of 
major Lawrence, and the rebellious natives, 
aſſiſted by the French, wherein the latter 
were entirely defeated. A thouſand private 
men, and above ſixty officers of the French, 
together with the French Nabob, ſurren- 
dered themſelyes priſoners to the Fngliſ, * 
but they delivered them up to the Magul's 
Nabob, who immediately firuck oft the 
French Nabob's head. A great number 
were killed, and many pieces of cannon 
taken. The Engiiþ behaved. with great 
conduct and reſolution throughout the 
whole affair, 

Dec. 30. The king of Pruſſia deducted 
out of the laſt payment of the Sileſia loan 
194,700 Brandenburgh crowns, as a ſatis- 
faction to his ſubjects for their ſhips and 
cargoes taken by cur privateers during the 
war, having on board contraband goods,

faith. The empreſs queen was employed in 
providing Hungary, and her other domi- 
nions with all the inſtruments and materials 
of war, as if ſome ſudden attack was ex- 
pected; and his Pruſſian majeſty diſplayed 
himſelf continually, in his reviews, in his 
military preparations, and in new docu- 
ments to his officers relating to the diſci- 
pline of his troops, which amounted to 
131,240 men, Viz. cavalry 9,950, dragoons

men, This number was the more extra- 
ordinary as an account of all the inhabi- 
tants of his electoral dominions taken in 
1668, made them but 230,000 men able to 
bear arms. In every little diſpute amongſt 
the German princes more chicane and ca- 
villing continued to be employed than one 
would expect from a ſet of wranglers at the 
bar, and every member of that great body, 
ſeemed ſwayed more by ambition, intereſt, 
or revenge, than by principles of patriotiſm 
and motives of religion.

„% We the Braffee and Curranteers, the 
prieſts and people of Fantee, do declare, that 
our fathers, under the conduct of their 
Braffae Imorah, were brought by the Eng- 
liſþ from the country now Arcania, and by 
them furniſhed with arms, ammunition, 
and money, not only to take poſſeſſion of 
the land now inhabited by us, but likewiſe 
to conquer all thoſe ſtates around us, at 
preſent ſubject to our dominion, 

«© And whereas we are certainly inform- 
ed, that within theſe ten years paſt ſeveral 
ſubjects of the French king have been en- 
deavouring by bribes of various kinds not 
only to diſſolve that cloſe connection be- 
tween the Engliſp and Fantee nations, which 
we look upon as our greateſt ſecurity, but 
likewiſe to procure to themſelves ſome of 
that ground which was conquered at the 
Engliſh expence; which, befides the na- 
tural injuſtice of the thing, can have no 
other tendency than to introduce jarring 
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intereſts and diviſions amongſt us, and 
thereby deliver us up an eaſy prey to our 
enemies. 

« For theſe reaſons, and to recognize the 
right of the Engliſb nation in the moſt 
ſolemn and authentic manner, and to cut 
off all claims and pretenſions of any other 
nation whatſoever : We, the whole people 
of Fantee, did on the 26th of O#ober laſt, 
aſſembled at Munnin, and there unanimouſly 
paſſed the following law, which we hereby 
declare to be conſtitutional; and publicly, 
according to the wonted form of our an- 
ceftors, denounce a curſe upon ourſelves, 
or any of our poſterity, who ſhall attempt, 
either directly or indirectly, to break 
through it. Which law is as follows : 
&« Be it known to all the people of Fantee, 
and to all under their obedience, that we 
the Braſſoe and Curranteers, the prieſts and 
people of Fantee, do enact and ordain, That 
no ſubjeC of the French king ſhall be ever 
permitted to ſettle any where, either by 
building forts, or otherwiſe, between queen 
Anne's point and James fort, Accra; and 
that whoever attempts to harbour them 
in his houſe ſhall, on the proof of the fact, 
be adjudged guilty of treaſon againſt his 
country, and puniſhed accordingly.” 

& And as a farther proof and teſtimony 
of the reality of our intentions, and to 
ſecure, as far as in us lies, the Engliſi in- 
tereſt in this country, and to engage them, 
by our candid behaviour, to continue to us 
that protection which by long experience 
we have found ſo beneficial, we the afore- 
ſaid Bra ſſoe and Curranteers, the priefts and 
people of Fantee, have adjudged it proper 
and neceſſary to ſend the following perſons 
Inorab ſon of Aduafor, &c.

from the Braſſoe and Currant-ers, the prieſts 
and people of Fantee, being duly and fully 
ths, have, according to the cuſtom 
of our country and the form preſcribed by 
our religion, as likewiſe agcording to the 
cuſtom of the Exgliſp and the form preſcrib- 
ed by their religion, ſworn to the due per- 
formance of the aforeſaid law, aud have in 
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conſequence ſet our marks to two originaly 
of this recognition, being firſt read and in.

. Arrived at Portſmouth, capt. Tagget, in 
the new Caſcoe ſloop, from Nova Scotia, 
with an expreſs from governor Hopſon, giv- 
Ing an account, that the French at Louiſ- 
baurg had ſent down a party of their In- 
dians, in order to diſtreſs that colony, and 
to fall upon the friendly Indians, that had 
Jately made peace with governor Hopſon.

The city of Briſtol was put into a great 
conſternation, by the riſing of ſome hun- 
dreds of colliers and other country people, 
on account of the dearneſs of corn. They 
committed great outrages, with ſtones and 
brick bats broke the windows of the coun- 
cil houfe, where the magiſtrates aſſembled, 
wounding ſeveral who were in it, and forci- 
bly boarded a veſſel laden with a great deal 
of corn for exportation; but as they began 
to plunder it, being unarmed, they were 
put to flight by a poſſe of conſtables with 
their ſtaves; this was on Monday the 21ſt;

the city guard advancing, the rioters pelted 
them with ſtones, when a ſkirmiſh hap- 
pened, and ſeveral of them were wounded 
and taken priſoners, At nine o'clock the 
gates were ſhut, and the guards patrolled 
the city, On Friday a troop of the Scetch 
greys arrived, and the alarm being given of 
the rioters coming, the drum beat to arms, 
the gates were ſhut, and the draw-bridge 
pulled up; but endeavouring notwithr 
ſtanding to enter at another place, as ſoon 
as they had broken the gate, the guard came 
up, and firing a few pieces among them, 
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foned feveral ſkirmiſhes in different parts 
of the city, wherein four were killed og 
the ſpot, and about thirty taken and com- 
mitted to Newgate. 

une 2» In the evening, about fix or 
ſeven, there were terrible ftorms of hail, 
thunder and lightning, at Sherborne in Dor- 
ſerſbire, Bridgewater in Somerſetſhire, and 
other parts thereabout, At Sherborne the 
form laſted near two hours, and ſome of 
the hailſtones meaſured three inches round : 
they were in all ſhapes, round, long, and 
flat. At Bridgewater the ſtorm was more 
violent, continuing about an hour, many 
of the hailſtones meaſuring from fix to 
ſeven inches round, and falling with ſuch 
force as broke the tiles and all the win- 
dows that were expoſed to it. Almoſt all 
their fruit was beaten down, and a great 
deal of other damage done.

une 77 At ten this morning Dr. Archi- 
bald Cameron was delivered by the deputy- 
lieutenant of the Tower, to the under 
ſheriff of Middleſex, when being put into a 
ſledge he was drawn to Tyburn amidft a 
vaſt number of ſpectators, Sir Richard Glynn, 
one of the ſheriffs, following the ſledge in 
his chariot to the place of execution. The 
priſoner was dreſſed in a light-coloured coat, 
red waiſtcoat and breeches, and a new bag 
wig. He looked much at the ſpectators in 
the houſes and balconies, as well as thoſe 
in the ſtreets, and bowed to ſeveral perſons. 
About a quarter paſt twelve he arrived at 
the place of execution, and having ſpent 
about ten minutes in devotion, he was 
turned off. After hanging twenty-four mi- 
nutes he was cut down, his head cut off, 
and his heart taken out and burnt, but his 
body not quartered, He behaved with as 
much reſolution as could well be expected 
from a man in his unfortunate circum- 
ſtances.

ſhire, and cut down and deſtroyed ſeveral turn- 


pikes, and. burnt the toll-houſes belonging 
to them. The mob grew to ſuch a height, 
that the juſtices of the peace made applica- 
tion to the commanding officer of general 
Hawley's regiment of dragoons quartered at 
York, for a detachment to be ſent in order 
to ſuppreſs the rioters. And on the 3oth 
inſtant, a carter going through Beefton turn- 


' pike refuſed to pay the toll, whereupon he 


was ſeized by the ſoldiers, in order to be car- 
ried before the truſtees of the turnpike, at 
the King's- Arms inn in Brig-gate, but was 
reſcued before he got thither. After this 
the mob gave out, that before ten that 
night they would pull down the gaard- 
houſe, and reſcue three priſoners who had 
been apprehended the night before, and 
were then confined there, on account of 
being concerned in cutting down a turn - 
pike: accordingly, between ſeven and eight, 
a body of 500 men aſſembled in Brig-gate, 
when, by order of the juſtices, the pro- 
clamation againſt riots was read, and they 
were required to diſperſe: but this not 
being regarded, a meſiage was ſent about, to 
defire all perſons to ſhut up their ſhops, and 
keep in their houſes; after which the 
officers ſent their own ſervants with the 
like caution 3 but the mob continuing to 
break the windows and ſhutters of the 


|

King's-Arms inn, and tearing up the tone 
of the pavement to throw at the ſoldiers, 
and even knocked down the centinel upon 
guard there, the drum beat to arms, and 


| the juſtices gave orders to the ſoldiers, in 


number about twenty, to fire, which was 
firſt done with powder only; but this nv 
way intimidating the mob, the ſoldiers 
fired with ball. According to the return 
made by the conſtables on Sunday morn- 
ing, eight were killed, and about fifty 
wounded, | 
The Fews that were in Copenhagen were 
puniſhed, for a proceeding prompted by their 
zeal for religion. A young man of their 
nation, named Laxarus, applied ſome time 
ago to a Lutheran prieſt, in order to be in- 
truſted in the Chriſtian religion; and he 
was accordingly received, placed in a private 
houſe, and ſupported by means of a penſion 
obtained from the King. This Lazarus, 
being invited to ſup at a houſe in the prin- 
cipal quarter of the Jesus, he was permitted 
to go thither, but diſappeared; and it was 
averred, that he was trepanned, and ſent 
way. The biſhop having informed the 
court of it, his Majeſty ordered the Jews 
to produce this young man in a cerain time, 
on pain of forfeiting eight thouſand Ger- 
man crowns. 

July 10. Between the hours of ten and 
eleven in the forenoon, a fire broke out at 
Holme's Chapel in Cheſhire, which burned 
down and conſumed the whole place, con- 
ſifting of about twenty houſes, except the 
Old Red. Lion inn and two other houſes. 

July 14. The King appointed the earl 
of Ajbburnhani to be keeper of Hyde park, 
in the room of the late earl of Pomfret. 

An officer of the Mint having 
received information, that one Bell had 
made a practice of coining French guineas, 
or piſtoles, and Louis d'ors, had a warrant 
for him, and carried him before juſtice 
Fielding, who, after examination, com- 
mitted him to New Priſon.

ſumed, with barns, tables, a bean-rick, a 


great quantity of hay and ſtraw, Sc. and 


the church was very much damaged. 

Aug. 8. Was held a general court of 
the ſociety of the Free Fritiſb fiſhery, when 
warrants were ordered to be iſſued out for a 
dividend of the three per cent. per annum, 
for two years, granted by act of Parlia-

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From Holland and ſeveral parts of Ger- 
many, we had diſmal accounts of inunda- 
tions, occafioned by the heavy rains during 
the laſt and part of this month, which 
made moſt of their rivers overflow, and 
break through many of the dykes that had 
been made to keep them within their na- 
tural beds. At Emmerick, in the duchy of 
Cleves, half the city was laid under water, 
and the whole would have ſhared the ſame 
fate, had not the inhabitants, with the ut- 
moſt diſpatch raiſed a dyke in the middle of 
the old market; or rather had not ſeveral 
of the dykes below them upon the Rhine 
and Tel given way, which opened a paſ- 
ſage tor the water, and ſaved their city, 
The diſtricts of Lymer, Latum, &c. were 
entirely overflowed 3 and at Leuven the 
inundation came ſo ſuddenly, and with ſuch 
rapidity upon them, that the parſonage 
houſe was carried away, and the miniſter, 
his ſiſter, and maid-ſervant drowned. We 
had the ſame ſort of accounts from Lipſtadt, 
by the overflowing of the Liege from Co- 
lgne; by the overflowing of the Rbine; 


from Liege, by the overflowing of the 


Maes; and from Hanever and Bremen, by 
the overflowing of the Leyne and the Weſer, 
at which laft place, almoſt the whole coun- 
try round was laid under water; but as the 
floods did not come ſo ſuddenly, the people 
generally ſaved themſelves and moſt of their 
cattle, But higher up in Germany, eſpe- 


cially in Franconia, and the circle of the 


Upper Rhine, where the rivers were more 
impetuous, numbers of cattle were drown- 
ed, and a great deal of other damage done 
by the overflowing of the Tauber, Tagbt, 
and Kocker, and the Fulde and Unſtrut, par- 
ticularly the laſt, which roſe to a greater 
height than ever was known, and a great 
number of people having ſaved themſelves 
by running up co the top of a little emi- 
nence, they were preſently ſurrounded with 
water, ſo that they muſt have ſtarved, if 
their neighbours had not been ſo kind as 
to make a float of timber, on which they 
carried them proviſions: 
The Spaniards this winter had conſidera- 
ble ſucceſs againſt their African enemies; 
for their garriſon at Ceuta made a ſally, 
Dec. 17, obtained a complete victory over 
the beſieging or rather blockading army of 
Moors, and dreve them entirely from their 
camp, where they found ſuch plenty of pro- 
Viſions, beſides other booty, that the gar- 
riſon ſtood in no need of any freſh ſupply 
for a twelvemonth to come ; and they were 
ſo near getting hold of the commander in 
Vor.

The deſign of the firſt mentioned act, 
was to puniſh thoſe journeymen, Sc. who 
ſhould for the future be guilty of purloin- 
ing, embezzling, ſeereting, ſelling, pawn- 
ing, or otherwiſe diſpoſing of, the clocks 
and watches, or ſuch parts or materials 
thereof as ſhall be entruſted to them by 
their employers. The penalty provided by 
this law is 200. for the firft offence, and 
impriſonment, and whipping for non-pay- 
ment; and for a ſubſequent offence, 40l. 
with the like corporal correction for non. 
payment, at the diſcretion of the juſtices, 

His Majeſty was pleaſed, with the ad- 
vice of his privy council, to make ſome 
new rules and regulations for the more ef- 
fectual performing of quarantine, the bet- 
ter to prevent the plague being brought 
into this kingdom from foreiga parts.

On the laſt 
mentioned day, about ten o'clock at night, 
the trial ended. After the charge the jury 
withdrew, and were out upwards of two 
hours, when they returned and brought in 
their verdict, guilty of perjury, but not 
wilful and corrupt; but being informed by 
the court, that their verdit muſt be either 
guilty or not guilty, . they again withdrew, 
and ſoon after brought her in guilty, but 
recommended her to the mercy of the 
court; after which ſhe was committed to 
Newgate. There were great mobs and riots 
on ſome of theſe days about the ſeſſions- 
houſe, and Sir Criſp Gaſcoyne was greatly 
inſilted and abuſed 3 ſo that the court of 
aldermen offered a reward- for diſcovering 
any of the rioters.

3 was brought from 
Newgate to the Old-Bailey, in order to re- 
ceive ſentence; but two of the jurymen 
having made affidavit, that what they had 
done was contrary to their conſcience; for 
though they believed her guilty of perjury, 
they did not think ſhe was guilty of wilful 
and corrupt perjury ;z the council for the 
priſoner hereupon moved for a new trial ; 
but the arguing this point, and on the 
.motion for arreit of judgment, was put off 
till next ſeſſions, to begin on the zoth in- 
ſtant, till which time the priſoner was re- 
manded back to Newgate, 

May 14. This morning a fire happened 
at Oſjon, a village about a mile from Strat- 
ford upon Avon, which burnt the houſes of 
Mr. Stanley and Mr. Ward, with all their 
furniture, barns, ſtables and four or five 
other houſes, with the out-houſes, barns, 
ricks of corn, &c. and nine horſes belong- 
ing to Mr, Irons, whoſe loſs was reckoned 
to amount to about 2000/. 

M. de Contrecoeur deſtroyed Logg's- torun 
in North America. 

May 15. At night about eight o'clock, 
a fire broke out at the ſugar-houſe of Meſſrs. 
Barret and Co. near Paul's wharf in Thames- 
freet, which burnt with the utmoſt vio- 
lence for about three hours before it could 
be got under; and conſumed the houſe 
where it began, great part of a timber- yard 
adjoining, and alſo damaged two houſes. 
As ſoon as the Lord Mayor was acquainted 
with the calamity he went to the place, 
and gave the greateſt encouragement to the 
firemen, &c. as did alſo Sir Robert Ladbroke 
and both the ſheriffs: when it was known 
at the Tower, the commandant ſent a party 
of the guards, who, together with the 
peace-officers, gave the uſeful people an op- 
portunity of doing their buſineſs, and there- 
by prevented the fire from ſpreading.

being examined, ſeverally declared they did 
abide by their verdi& as being entirely ac- 
cording to their conſciences, and the fore- 
man aflerted the ſame of a tenth, who 
would have been preſent, if not neceſſarily 
hindered. The judges who ſat during the 


- whole trial gave their opinion, that the ver- 


dict was a good one, and perfectly agreeable 
to the evidence. In the end; the court 
proceeded to paſs judgment upon her, which 
was, That ſhe ſhould ſuffer one month's 
impri ſonment, and after that to be tranſ- 
ported for ſeven years. 

May 31. This day the new Porliament 
met, and his Majeſty's commiſſion, im- 
powering his Royal Highneſs the duke of 
Cumberland, and ſeveral Lords therein nam- 
ed, to open and hold the ſaid Parliament, 
was read in the preſence of both Houſes.

The damage done by this ſtorm was com- 
puted at near 50 . Where the hail fell 
ſo very thick was about a mile in length, 
and half a mile in breadth. It ſeemed 
to have fallen down with a whirlwind, 
like a tornado, and not to have ſpread it- 
ſelf far.

About a quarter before ten at 
night, a very terrible ſhock of an earth- 
quake was felt in Conflantinople.; about 
nine o'clock-in the evening, came on the 
moſt dreadful ſtorm of thunder that ever 
was known in that place, The peals ſuc- 
ceeded one another without an interval of 
above a minute, excepting one intermiſ- 


fon, about the middle of the ſtorm, till three | 


quarters paſt ten, During this ſhort inter- 
miſſion, and the ſtars ſparkling with the moſt 
perfe& brightneſs, ſuddenly the earthquake 
began: every thing at once became wrapped 
in darkneſs, and convulfions of the earth be- 
neath, burſting thunders above, falling 
buildings, ſhrieks of the terrified, and groans 
of the expiring on every fide, formed ſuch 
a ſcene of horror and confuſion, as no de- 
ſcription can repreſent, nor imagination 
reach, The cruſh of nature and the wreck 
of worlds ſeemed inſtant, Two of the fa- 
mous ſeven towers were demoliſhed, many 
minerets thrown down, and moſques da- 
maged (particularly the much admired one 
of St. Sophia) whole ſtreets laid in ruins, 
and the common priſon entirely deſtroyed, 
with the greateſt part of its unfortunate in- 
habitants, The large and beautiful ſub- 
ub of the Blaquernes was entirely demo- 
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liſhed 3 the ancient amphitheatre of the 
emperor Conſtantine, the old caftle, the 
moſque, and all the houſes. of that ſuburb, 
preſented only a vaſt heap of ruins. The per- 
ſons killed were computed at betwixt two and 
3000. The ſhocks, though leſs ſeverely, 
were felt as far as Smyrna; and a Tartar, 
who arrived expreſs in fifteen days from 
Armenia, juſt before this account left Con- 
fantinople, brought intelligence that a large 
city, at that diſtance, had been entirely 
ſwallowed up by an earthquake on the very 
ſame day, and the place where it ſtood 
converted into an entire lake of water, 
The ſame earthquake was felt all along the 
coaſt of the Mediterranean in Ala, and 
reached as far as Alexandria and Grand Cairo 
in Africa; at the laſt of which places above 
two thirds of the moſques and houſes 
were demoliſhed, and . near 40,000 perſons 
killed, ſwallowed up, or buried in the 
ruins. 

Sept. 4. Several aldermen, deputies, &c.

04.11, We had the melancholy ac- 
count that two veſſels from Leith were caſt 
away in Yarmauth Road, and that the paſ- 
ſengers to the number of thirty-ſix all pe- 
riſhed ; but the crews ſaved themſelves in 
their long- boats. 

08. 15. On the 16th of Fuly the lieu- 
tenant governor arrived at New York from 
Albany, having ſettled matters to the en- 
tire ſatisfaction of all the different nations 
of the Indians that attended the congreſs at 
that place, And the next day the commiſ- 
fioners from Philadelphia, Maryland, and 
Virginia, with ſeveral others, arrived there 
from that place; from whence we learned 
that at the ſaid congreſs, the commiſſioners 
from the ſeveral governments were unani- 
mouſly of opinion, that an union of the 
colonies was abſolutely neceſſary; and a 
plan of union was accordingly drawn up by 
the ſaid commiſſioners, in order to be laid 
before their reſpective conſtituents.

Oct. 19. About two this afternoon, a 


place called the Duſt. bon ſe, belonging to 


Mr. Norman's gunpowder mills at Moulſzy, 
in Surrey, blew up, and killed one man, 
who was barrelling up the gunpowder, It 
was reckoned there was about thirty bar- 
rels of powder in the ſtore- room, each bar- 
rel containing 1ioolb. weight, The build- 
ing was blown into thouſands of pieces, 
and carried a great way; the poor man's 
body was torn into ſo many pieces, there 
was no finding them, or half his bones. 
Seven or eight great elms, that flood near 
this room, were torn up by the roots, and 
many others ſhattered, and ſeveral adja- 
cent buildings terribly torn 3 a building 
about thirty yards from it, which contained 
about the ſame quantity of gunpowder, had 
its roof beat in, and a man at work. re- 
ceived a blow on the back of his neck, by 
a piece of timber, but the powder remained 
ſafe. The windows of ſeveral neighbour- 
ing houſes were broken, and ſome of the 
tiles blown off the houſes at ſome diſtance, 
by the force of the ſhock. The houſes for 


many miles about were ſhaken by the ex- 
plobon, 


Orders were given, about this time, for 
a captain, four lieutenants, and ſixty bom- 
bardiers and matroſſes, to hold themſelves 
ready to embark from WMoclꝛpicb, in order 
to join the forces deſtined for Virginia. 

OF. 20. This morning, about ſeven 


o'clock, a fire broke out in the upper part 


of a very large warchouſe in Mcntague-cloſe, 
near St. Mary Owery's church, Southævarł, 
which entirely deſtroyed the ſame, and a 
very large quantity of hops, which was in 
the ſame warehouſe, and damaged ſeveral 
of the adjacent houſes, There was a party 
of ſoldiers to keep off the mob, and the 
fire was in a great meaſure ſuppreſſed about 
noon. ; 

The following advices brought by the 
ſhip Dorrington from the Faſt-1ndics, about 
the end of this month, were publiſhed by 
authority. 

On Nov. 28, 1753, the French made 
an attempt to take Trichenopoli (by ſurprize) 
a ſtrong place belonging to the Nabob, in 
which was a garriſon commandment by 
capt, Kilpatrick, They made the attack 
about four that morning with 800 Europeans. 
Their black forces were to make ſeveral 
falſe attacks on different parts of the town 
by the darkneſs of the night, and the care- 
leſſneſs of a guard, they got over the ditch, 
fixed their ladders, and 600 of them, with- 
out firing a ſhot, got poſſeſſion of a battery 
on the outward wall, called Dalton's bat- 
tery. By this time an accidental ſhot or 
two alarmed the garriſon, whe immediately 
repaired to their poſts, and attacked the 
party on the battery, who defended them- 
ſelves till day-light, and made ſeveral at- 
dempts to ſcale the inward wall and petard 
the gate, but were kept off by the garri- 
ſon. By day-break, thoſe that did not 
chuſe to venture their necks by jumping 
off the battery to ſave themſelves, called 
out for quarter, which was given them. 
There was taken on the battery 297 Euro- 
pean priſons, befides ſixty- ſive wounded, 
and forty-two killed in the ditch, and nine 
officers; the reſt of their loſs was not known, 
but it was believed muſt have been pretty 


conſiderable. In this action the garriſon 


had ſcarcely any loſs. 

From the time of the beforementioned 
action until the middle of February follow - 
ing, nothing material happened, when co- 
lonel Lawrence, who was then encamped 
near Trichenopoli, was obliged, according 
to cuſtom, to ſend a party to efcort provi- 
ſions to the camp, conſiſting of 230 Euro- 


| peans, eight officers, about 500 Seapoys, 
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and four pieces of cannon, They marched 
on, Feb. 12, and on their return upon the 
25th, were attacked by a party of the ene- 
my, conſiſting of 120 French, two compa- 
nies of foreigners, the French troop of 100 
men, 1000 topaſſes, 6000 ſeapoys, all their 
black cavalry, in number about Sooo, and 
ſeven pieces of cannon, The detachment 
moved in the night, and came up with co- 
Jonel Lawrence's detached party by break of 
day, as they were on their march. What 
men could do they did ; but the command- 
ing officer, unfortunately afraid of lofing 
his baggage, divided his force to fave it; 
wpon which the enemy fell in amongſt them 
and, although they paid dearly for it, killed 
er took prifoners almoſt the whole party. 
A great and unexpected alteration bap- 
pened at the cqurt of Spain; the marquis 
de la Enſenada, chief miniſter, together 
with his ſecretary and principal favourite, 
were ſudenly ſeized and ſent to priſon, and 
all their papers ſecured; fince when the 
department of the Indies, one of the four 
great places he enjoyed, was conferred 
on general Vall, ſecretary of ſtate for 
foreign affairs, and the reſt on three of the 
chief courtiers. 
A ſudden inundation ef the river Rye hap- 
Pened at Helmſley in Yorkſhire, ſuch as had 
never been known by the oldeſt people in 
thoſe parts, probably occafioned by the late 
rains. Two houſes were entirely waſh- 
ed away, the one inhabited by James Hold- 
Ferth, he and his whole family drowned, ex- 
cept his wife, who being fick in her bed, 
was carried down the ſtream half a mile, and 
at laſt waſhed off into a field, where ſhe 
was found the next morning, very little 
hurt. The other houſe belonged to Fobn 
Sunley, who was alſo drowned, and all his 
family. In the whole thirteeen perſons. 
Two other houſes were greatly damaged, 
as was alſo the ſtone bridge at the entrance 
of the town; fourteen hay-ſtacks were 
driven down the river a mile, on one of 
which was a half year old calf, who kept 
Its footing, and was taken off alive. The 
kitchen- garden walls, and- part of thoſe of 
the park, belonging to the fine ſeat of 
Thomas Duncombe, eſq. were waſhed away. 
Two large bridges, one of ſtone, the other 
of wood, at Rivaulx, were driven down, as 
were ſeveral more lying upon the river Rye, 
and others damaged. A malt-kiln, with a 
large quantity of malt and cinders at Ri- 
vaulx, belonging to Robert Berry, were 
utterly deſtroyed. The water formed a 
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Anno 1754. GEORGE II. 
wall of his kitchen, which prevented the 


houſe from being driven down; the man 
and his family ſaved their lives by getting 
up into the chambers. There had alſo been 
terrible havock among the inhabitants at 
Rivaulx as well as at Helmſley, by damaging 
of houſes and drowning of cattle.» One 
Simpſon, a farmer at Rivaulx, had ſeven 
calves drowned ; and Robert Sandwith's tan. 
yard, at Helmſley, was utterly deftroyed, 
and leather waſhed away out of the pits 
to a great value. The river Derwent was 
never known higher in the memory of man, 
Mr. Creaſer, of Ferby, near Malton, was 
drowned near W:ftow, in his return home 
from Pocklington fair. Thirſt bridge was 
entirely waſhed away, and the inhabitants 
ſuffered great damage, but no lives loſt.

OK. 29. Being a day at Conftantinople, 
on which the grand ſeignior uſually wenton 
horſeback to the moſque, and his highneſs 
not appearing, the people grew extremely 
tumultuous, and aſſembled in great numbers 
before the ſeraglio to know the meaning 
of his abſence. In order to appeaſe them, 
he acquainted them that he was indifpoſed 
with a cold, but that in a ſhort time his 
ſubjects ſhould ſee him. His indiſpoſition 
was attributed to the ſhock he received bj 
the late melancholy earthquakes, and the 
fires which ſucceeded them, fince which he 
kept cloſe in his apartment till the 13th 
inſtant, when the Janiſſaries, in a manner, 
forced him to appear in public, in order to 
remove the general clamour. The Sultan 
went that day to the moſque on horſeback, 

but at his return to the palace found himſelf | 
much worſe, and in a very ſhort time after, 
he expired. His brother Oſman who ſuc- 
ceded him was fifty-fix years of age. The 
deceaſed Sultan was the moſt pacific em- 


vent for itſelf, by forcing through the | 


| peror that ever reigeet over the Turks: 
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It would feem as if the Ruſſians had fore- 
teen this great event, for by accounts from 
Peterſburgh dated December 10, we were 
told, that the court lately received a courier 
from Conſtantinople, whoſe diſpatches were 
of that importance, that they occaſioned the 
holding a council, at which all the great 
officers of ſtate aſſiſted, ſoon after which he 
was ſent back to Conſtantinople; whereupon 
there was a talk of raifing 60,000 men, 
during the winter, to reinforce the Em- 
preſs's army. And by accounts from the 
ſame place, d ated December 13, we were told, 
that it being reſolved to make a conſiderable 
augmentation both in their land and ſea 
forces, the hundredth man of her Majeſty's 
ſubjects was enliſted which formed a 
body of 66,145 men. 

New. 7. About five o'clock this morn- 
ing, a'muſt terrible fire broke out im St, 
Werburgh's church, Dublin, which in a 
few hours entirely conſumed that fine fa- 
brick, nothing being preſerved from the | 
conflagration but the ſteeple and veſtry, all 
the body of the church being quite deftroy- 
ed. During the time of the fire there was 
a very high wind at S. W. which put all 
the houſes on the ſouth fide Caſtie- ſtreet in 
the moſt imminent danger: ſome of them 
took fire, particularly the back part of the 
Exchequer-office, and houſe adjoining; but 
twoengines being brought to play on the 
houſes, prevented any further damage.

Letters from Germany mentioned, a diſco- 
very lately made, that prince Frederick of 
Heſſe, married to the princeſs Mary of 
England, had above 4 years before abjured 
the Proteſtant religion, and embraced Po- 


pery; and that his father, the Landgrave, 


was going to aſſemble the ftates of the 
Landgraviate, to concert meaſures for pre- 
venting the fatal conſequences of this 
event. 

Nov. 17. The ſtates of the Landgra- 


viate of Heſſe-cafſel were ſummoned to meet 


to concert proper meaſures for the ſupport 
of the Proteſtant religion in thoſe territo- 
ries upon the late unhappy occaſion, and 
to engage ſore of the princes of the empire 
to guaranty the execution of ſuch meaſures 
as ſhould be reſolved on; which had already 
begun a paper war in Germany, ſeveral 
pamphlets having been already publiſhed 
upon both ſides of the queſtion, as to what 
the ſtates had a right to do upon the occa- 
ton. In the mean time the Landgrave 
took care to have the two princes his grand- 
children brought up in the religion of their 
country, by ſending them to the univerfity 
of Gottingen. 


Letters from France mentioned, that the 


King had abandoned the clergy to the mer- 
cy, or rather to the juſtice of the Parlia- 
ment; and that in conſequence thereof, 


they were ſelling by public auction the 


goods of ſome of their biſhops and other 
eccleſiaſtics, which had been diſtrained for 
the fines impoſed on them by the ſecular 
courts, on accouht of their having refuſed 
to adminiſter the facraments fince the King's 
late declaration. 

Nov. 22. At Conſtantinople, the mufti 
begirt the new ſultan Oſman III. with the 
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ſcymetar of the empire, which ceremony 
holds the place of the coronation in other 
countries. 
were diſtributed to the janizaries by order of 
his ſublime highneſs; and he begun his 
government by ſhutting up the taverns, 
and enjoining that precept of the Alcoran 
which prohibits the drinking of wine, to 
be ſtrictiy obſerved on pain of ſevere chaſ- 
tiſement, He made no great change in 
the adminiſtration of affairs, having con- 
tinued the prime vizir, the mufti, and the 
aga of the janizaries in their reſpective 
employments; and miniſters were forth- 
with tent to the courts of Vienna, Ruſſia, 
and Poland, to notify his acceſſion to the 
throne. 

The ſtates of Holland and Weſt-Frizeland 
publiſhed a placart againſt marriages of 
Proteſtants with Papiſts. 

Dec. 4. Was a freſh eruption of Mount 
Pe/uwius, preceded by an earthquake which 
was only felt in the neighbourhood, and 
occafioned by the force of the eruption 
upon its firſt appearance, The opening 
was about the middle of the mountain on 
the eaſt-fide, and one of the branches of 
the eruption proceeded towards that which 
happened in the year 1751; but its pro- 
greſs was ſo flow, that it advanced but 
twelve yards in two hours, though the 
deſcent is very. ſteep: there was another 
branch, the progreſs of which was much 
twifter, and made above a mile in an hour, 
Juſt before this eruption the thunder was 
extremely frightful. 

Accounts from France were full of the 
difputes between their biſhops and their 


- Parliaments, and of the ſkirmiſhes between 
their ſmugglers and the troops ſent in pur- 


ſuit of them. 

Dec. 11. About eight o'clock in the 
morning, the Dey of Algiers was aſſaſſinated 
in his palace, and the grand treaſurer mor- 
tally wounded, by fix ſoldiers,

thruſt it through his breaſt, then fired a 
piſtol, which wounded him in the fide.

The firſt conſpirator, after 
killing the Dey, took off his (the Dey's) 
turbant, and putting it on his head, ſeated 
himſelf in his ſeat, and began to harangue 
the Divan, and the Dey's ſecretaries, who 
were all ſeated near him; telling them,

and 3086. for every ordinary ſeaman, who 
ſhall ſecrete themſelves, ſo that ſuch ſea- 
men ſhall be taken for his Majeſty's ſer- 
vice, by any officer employed for raiſing 
men. 

Feb. 12. The fine ſcat of William Beck-

« And we do, from the bottom of our 
hearts, aſſure your Majeſty that we will 
chearfully and vigorouſly ſupport your Ma- 
jeſty, in making ſuch augmentations of 
your forces by ſea and land, and in taking 
ſuch other meaſures as events may make 
neceſſary, for maintaining the honour, 
rights, and poſſeſſions of your crown, and 
the true intereſts of your people, and for 


the ſecurity of your dominions; and that 


we will zealouſly ſtand by, and aſſiſt your 
Majeſty, in repelling any attempts what ſo- 
ever, that may be made to ſupport, or 
countenance any deſigns, which may be 
formed againſt your Majeſty, and your king- 
doms.

& I thank you ſor this affe ctionate ad- 
dreſs, Nothing fhall be wanting on my 
part, that may tend to the effectual ſup- 
port of the juſt rights and poſſeſſions of my 
crown, and of the true intereſts of my peo- 
ple.

riors, according to the forms of the laws 
of Scotland. 

he good purpoſes. intended by the ſaid 
act were the civilizing the inhabitants upon

Five of the truſtees were declared a 

quorums and they had a power to divide 
and disjoin pariſhes, the ſtipends of the 
new pariſhes not to exceed fifty pounds, 
and to erect ſchools for inſtructing young 
perſons in reading and writing the Engliſo 
language, and in the ſeveral branches of 
agriculture and manufactures; for which

And, 
to complete the plan, and that public juſtice 
may not be obſtructed, the truſtees had 
power to build priſons, and to appoint 
ſte wards over ſuch eſtates or villages as they 
ſhould think proper, who were to have the 
powers competent to baron baillies, and 
ſhould further have power to commit offen- 
ders to the next priſon within the county, 
though not within the territory of ſuch 
ſteward himfelf. 
The affembly of New York paſſed an act 
for raiſing. 45,0001, by a tax on eſtates real 
and perſona}, for putting the ſaid colony

The water was four feet deep 
in ſeveral houſes, particularly the Star-Inn, 
where it came in with ſuch ſtrength that 
if a wall in the yard had not given way, 
and two men been placed to hold the gates 
of the yard open, the whole houſe muſt 
have been ſoon beaten down; in the cel- 
lar twenty-eight hogſheads of beer and two 
pipes of wine were ſtaved and all loſt, The

From Madrid we heard, that as the ta- 
king of the two men of war by the Engiih 
in America, bad given occaſion to ſeveral 
reflections, from the conſideration that war 
was not declared, and that the differences 
between the crowns of France and England 
related only to the continent of America, 
Sir Benjamin Keene had, in anſwer thereto, 
offered the following conſiderations : That 
it was well known, that the French fleet 
carried troops, ammunition, and every thing 
neceſſary for defending the territories which 
had been by the French unjuſtly taken poſ- 
feſſion of, and of which the Engiz claim 


the property; that the rules of ſelf-defence 


authorize people to render [fruitleſs every 
attempt that may tend to-prejudice them: 
that only this right had been made uſe of in 
taking the two French men of war, and 
that the diſtinction of the place muſt be 
interpreted in favour of the Engin, ſezing 
the two ſhips were taken upon the coaſt of 
the countries where the conteſt aroſe, 

Sept. 2. Both houſes of Parliament met 
at Weſtminſter, and were further prorogued 
to the 23d inſtants

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Sept. 7. General Dieſtau attacked ge- 
neral Fobnſon in his camp near lake George, 
and was defeated and taken priſoner, 

Sept. 8. About ten at night a dreadful 
fire broke out at Mr, Watſen's, a linen 
printer, at Morri;'s Cauſeway, Surrey, which 
did many thouſand pounds damage. 

Sept. 11. Some workmen having been 
employed to repair a monument on Bennan- 
bill, in the pariſh of Straiton, and ſhire of 
Ayr, belonging to Sir John Whiteford, on 
digging near it they found ſeveral human 
bones entire, with an urn full of aſhes, 
which, by an inſcription thereon, appeafed 
to have been buried there ſome time before 
chriſtianity prevailed in Scotland, near 
1200 years ago. 

Tbere was the greateſt fall of rain ever 


known in the north of England, which. 


ſwelled all the rivers, and did a great deal 
of damage to the neighbouring fields; in 
particular, the rivers of Spey and Findhorn 
roſe above twelve feet perpendicular more 
than uſual, and carried off a great deal of 
timber, grain, cattle, Sc. A woman and 
a boy periſhed in the water of Dulnan, in 
Strath-Spey 3 and a woman in the water of 
Loſſie, near Elgin. The ſmall rivulets roſe 
likewiſe to a great height, and ſeveral cat- 
tle paſturing on the banks of ſome of them 
were carried down and periſhed, 

A very violent ſhock of an earth- 
quake was felt in the diſtrict of Huſervig, 
in Iceland, by which ſeveral houſes were 
deſtroyed, and the water of a ſmall rivulet, 
which was before clear and pure, was 
changed to the colour of milk. It was not 
felt in the northern part of the iſland, 

Sept. 15. About noon his Majeſty land- 
ed at Margate, and arrived at Kenſington at 
nine at night in perfect health. He ſet 
out from Hanover on the Sth inſtant. 

Sept. 16. His Majeſty ordered the Pri- 
mate of Jreland to be ſtruck off the liſt of 
privy counſellors, and the earl of Kildare 
to be ſworn of the privy council; and all 
the other grounds of thoſe diſcontents, 
which had tor fome time prevailed in Jre- 
land, to its great. detriment, were entirely 
removed ; and thoſe fincere friends to their 
country and the Proteſtant ſucceſſion, who 
had been turned out of their employments, 
were reinſtated. ; 


Governor Knowles cauſed a fort to be 


erected at the bay of Honduras, and recalled 
back all the old baymen who had been 
forced to fly from thence by the Spaniards. 
The ſeat of government in Jamaica was 
removed from Spaniſh-town to King ſton. 
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The premiums offered by the govern. 
ment of New England for taking and ſcalp. 
ing the Indians that had revolted to the 
French intereſt, were as follows, viz,

Sept. 19. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and common council, waited on his Ma- 
jeſty, to congratulate him on his ſafe ar- 
rival in his Britiſh dominions, and being 
introduced by his grace the duke of Graf- 
ton, lord chamberlain of the houſholg, 
William Moreton, eſq. the recorder, made 
their compliments to him in the following 
addreſs: | 

« Moft gracious Sovereign, 

% We your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
loyal ſubjects, the lord mayor, aldermen, 
and commons of the city of London, in com- 
mon- council aſſembled, humbly beg leave 
to addreſs your Majeſty with our moſt ſin- 
cere and joyful congratulations, on your 
Majeſty's fafe and happy return to your 
Britiſh dominions. 

« Permit us, royal Sir, with hearts 
full of gratitude, to expreſs our fincere ac- 
knowledgments of your Majeſty's pater- 
nal care and vigilant regard for the true 
intereſt and proſperity of your people, 
by the vigorous meaſures taken by your 
Majeſty to protect our commerce and colo- 
nies from the incroachments of the Frencb. 

c And we do humbly aſſure your Ma- 
jeſty, that we will, to the utmoſt of our 
power, on this, and every other occaſion, 
chearfully contribute towards the ſupport 
of your Mzjeſty's ſacred perſon and govern- 
ment, and the defence of the juſt rights. 
and poſſeſſions of your crown, againſ all 
attempts whatſoever.” h 61 

To which addreſs his Majeſty was pleaſed 
to return this moſt gracious anſwer : 

« I thank you for this very dutiful and 
affectionate addreſs. The ſupport of the 
rights of my crown, and the preſervation 
of my dominions in America, are ſo eſſen- 
tial to the trade and commerce of my peo-

During the time of Farthelomezo fair, no 
toll was taken as ufta) 3 for the ſpirit and 
reſolution of Mr. Holland having eaſed his 
feilow-citizens of the burden. The toll 
taken of the non-freemen was not ſuffi- 
cient to pay the men who colleRed it laſt 
year. 

The Blandford man of war, with gover- 
nor Lyttelton on board, bound to South Ca- 
rolina, was taken by the French ſquadron 
under count du Cuay. 

Our men of war having received orders 
for making repriſals on the French fleet, 
brought in upwards cf forty of their trading 
veſſels, and continued to make captures of 
all they mer. 

There happened a moſt aſtoniſhing hail 
ſhower, in the pariſhes of Beckley, Nor- 
tham, Newbenden, Teuburſt, Sc. in Suſſex, 
which utterly deſtroyed the frujts of the 
earth; by which many of the inhabitants 


were reduced to extreme poverty. 


The corn in the eaſtern parts of Devon- 
ſhire, was ſurprifingly deſtroyed by what 
they called cakweb,worms, ſo that the whole 
crop was entirely Joſt, 

The collection at the triennial muſic 
meeting at Worcefter, on the 10th inſtant, 
amounted to 1021. a 

There was diſcovered in the electorate of 
Saxony, a mineral earth, which compoſed

a borax, that had all the properties of the 
Venetian borax, and was employed as a flux 
tor gold and filver, and for ſoldering, 

By the late treaty with Ruſſia, the Em- 
preſs was to receive for ten years, an an- 
nual ſubſidy of 60,000). during which term 
ſhe was to keep ready for the ſervice of 
Great Britain 73,450 men. If they ſhould 
be actually employed, the ſubſidy to be 
augmented to 500,000/. per annum, but 
the troops to be paid by R:ſſia. 

They wrote from Fifeſbire, that at St. 
Fort, (a gentleman's eftate in the north 
part of that ſhire) on the ſummit of a ſandy 
hill, that riſes ſomewhat conical, there 
were a number of round heaps of ſtones 
laid together in a very uniform manner, 
contiguous to each other, which, as they 
were evidently artificial, have always been 
taken for ſepulchral monuments or tombs ; 
upon opening one of them lately, there was 
the entire ſkeleton of a human body, in- 
cloſed in a coffin of ſlate ſtones; the bottom 
was compoſed of a large ſmooth flate, the 
ſides were ſlates ſet ere, the head and foot 
were two thick ones, and the whole was 
covered with three tier of ſlates above each 
other, and all ſo exactly laid, as never to 
have admitted the ſmalleſt quantity of ſand 
or duſt into the cavity : the bones meaſured 
about ſeven feet in length, and were cer- 
tainly the remains of a very large man; 
bis teeth were entirely freſh, and not one 
of them wanting; the moſt remarkable 
thing about him was his beard, of a red 
colour, and between two and three inches 
long, which was found lying upon his chin, 
ſo freſh and ſtrong as to take a pretty ſharp 
pull to break it. A phyſician from Edin- 
burgh coming there accidentally after the 
{ſkeleton was interred, made them open ano- 
ther of theſe tumuli; and after digging 
about fix feet, came upon another ftone cof- 
fin like the former, but more regular and 
larger. The remains of ſome inſcription 
plainly appeared, but could by no cleaning 
be made legible, When the upper part of 
the coffin was removed, there appeared a 
ſkeleton lying all in order with the head to 
the eaſt, as the other had begz found. All 
the bones were in their proper order, and of 
an ivory colour, firm and no ways porous. 
'The length of this ſkeleton meaſured ſeven 
feet five inches. It does not appear from 
any records, that the natives ever uſed this 
manner of burying, or any people that ever 
invaded this iſland, except the Danes, who 
always buried every man of note that way, 

| who either died or was ſlain in their expe- 
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ditions. And as the laſt expedition of the 
Dayes into Scotland was in the year 1035, 
theſe bones muſt have lain in the ground 
720 years. 

Sir Edward Hawke arrived at St. Helen's 
with part of his ſquadron, from the bay of 
Biſcay. Admiral Weſt alſo arrived with 
more ſhips of the ſame ſquadrom, at Ply- 
mouth, 

Oct. 7. The Parliament of Ireland ha- 
ving met according to the prorogation, the 
Lord Lieutenant made an excellent ſpeech 
to both houſes, which was followed by 
ſuitable addreſſes from them, and an addreſs 
from the Commons to his Majeſty. 

The gold medals ſtruck in honour of the 
glorious defenders of public liberty, on the 
16th of December, 1753, weighed about five 
guineas. On the top was Fame holding the 
number CXXIV. below this, Ergo tua 
rura manebunt. On one fide, the Speaker 
Holding a purſe in his left hand, followed 
by members as if coming out of the Houſe ; 
oppoſite to him Hibernia, upon whoſe head, 
with his right hand, the Speaker ſupports 
the cap of liberty 3 behind her were two 
figures, repreſenting Induſtry with her ſpin- 
ning-wheel, and Loyalty ; on the bottom, 
which was ſtrewed with parchments and 
money, are two figures of a fox and a vul-

On the reverſe the fol- 
lowing inſcription ; Sacrum Senatoribus 
CXXIV, ui tenates prepoſiti jura patriæ 
fertiter ac prudenter vindicarunt die xvij.

Quecirca vivite 
fortes : and round the border; Qui que ſui 
memores alios fecere merendo. 

The aſſembly of Penſylvania being called 
together by Mr. Morris, their governor, up-

Oct. 14. Admiral Byng failed from Spit- 
bead, with eight ſhips of the line, and 
ſome frigates, and was joined at Plymouth 
by four other ſhips of the line, 

08. 21. A proclamation was iſſued, 


ſtrictly charging all perſons not to 

any gunpowder, for the ſpace of three 
months, out of this kingdom, under the 
ſevereſt penalties, 

08.22. The court-martial at Portſmouth 
on lord Harry Poulett, captain of the Bare 
fleur, for leaving his ſtation without leave 
of admiral Hawke, was finiſhed ; when his 
Lordſhip was cenſured, and admoniſhed by 
the wm but acquitted as to any thing ca- 
pital.

His 
Majeſty alſo directed, that all out-penſio- 
ners belonging to Chelſea hoſpital, (the let- 
ter men, at nine-pence a day, and ſuch 
who had made their perſonal appearance 
at Chelſea, in purſuance of the advertiſe- 
ments for that purpoſe excepted) reſiding 
in England and Wales, were, on pain of 
being firuck off the books, perſonally to 
appear, in order to undergo an examination 
between the 1loth and 25th of November, 
before ſuch officers as were nominated, in 
the ſeveral parts the kingdom, in the Lon- 
den Gazette, And the out- penſioners re- 
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ſding in Scotland and Ireland, were to ap- 

ear at ſuch times and places as the Lord 
Lieutenant of Velund, and lieutenant- ge- 
neral Bland, ſhould reſpectively appoint, 

The Czarina declared to the Britiſh mi- 
niſter, that if the 73,450 men which ſhe 
hath bound herſelf by treaty to furniſh to 
Great Britain ſhould be inſufficient, ſhe 
will add twenty or 30,000 more. 

The Cherokee tribe of Indians, encou- 
raged by a large bouncy for every ſcalp of 
the enemy, granted by the province of South 
Carolina, to the number of 1600, marched 
againit the French, and the Indians in their 
intereſt, on the OHio; and, as a farther en- 
couragement towards the expedition, the 
government of North Carolina made a pre- 
ſent to them of 300 ſteers, 

The herring fiſhery proved ſo ſucceſsful 
this ſeaſon, that the veſſels employed in it 
brought 30,000 barrels into Yarmouth, and 
the adjacent ports. 

04, 30. Don Felix de Abrew Bertodans, 
knight of the order of St. Fames, envoy- 
extraordinary from his Catholic majeſty, 
had a private audience of his Majeſty, and 
delivered his letters of credence. 

At Antigua, they had, on November 1, 
a ſmall ſhock of an earthquake, as alſo at 
Barbadoes, at both which places the ſea 


ebbed and flowed in a ſurpriſing manner. 


At Boſton, in New England, they had a 
ſhock of near two minutes continuance, 
which did ſome damage to the buildings, 
but no lives were loſt. 

The earthquake was felt at Glukfadt, in 
the duchy of Ho/ftein, and the Eidar, which 


. ſeparates the old town from the new, which 


the eaſt winds had rendered low for ſome 
days before, was much agitated, and roſe to 
a great height, as well as the waters of all 
the rivers in that duchy. Ships at ſea to 
the S. W. of Cape Finiſtere were ſtrangely 
affected, ſo that the maſters and crews ima- 
gined they had ſtruck upon ſunken rocks, 


and captain Charles Elliot of the Briftol gal- 


ley, being in his cabin, between ten and 
eleven at noon, heard a noiſe which ſeemed 
like caſks rolling about the ſhip's deck, &c. 
and during the whole time, about ſeven or 
eight minutes, the ſhip continued her 
courſe at the rate of about three miles an 
hour, the water was clear, and the ſea no 
more in motion than could be expected 
from the ſmall gales that then blew. The 
ereateſt damages by this earthquake were 
ſuſtained in the kingdoms of Spain and 
Portugal. It was felt all over the former, 
except in Catalonia, Valencia, and Arragon. 
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The moſt conſiderable mountains of the 
latter were rent, and pieces of them thrown 
into the vallies, nor did any town efcape 
without ſome marks of ruin: nay, it was 
felt at Tarifa, but a ſmall diſtance from 
the Straits of Gibraltar. At Cadix, in 
Spain, the ſhocks began at about ten in the 
morning, and laſted for ſix minutes, which 
ſhook the ground ſo, that perſons could 
not ſtand upon their feet, An hour af- 
terwards the ſea ſwelled (which was calm 
before, with ſcarce a breath of air ſtirring) 
all round the city, broke down great part 
of the walls, from the Caletta to the caſtle, 
and overflowed the ſtreets thereabouts, by 
which a great many perſons loſt their lives, 
and the whole city was a ſcene of milery 
and deſolation. At the ſame time the like 
misfortune happened in the iſland, ar 
Chichlana, Medina, Port Real, Cheres, and 
St. Lucar, at the latter of which places the 
water roſe upwards of thirty feet in two 
minutes time, a great many were drowned, 
ſome eſtates were quite ruined, and much 
damage done to the ſhipping. At Seville, 
about the ſame hour in the morning, the 
deſolation was terrible, the roofs of the 
houſes, the fteeples and lofty towers of 
the churches fell down, and few buildings 
were left ſtanding, but what required imme- 
diate repairs, and all the villages in that 
neighbourhood were entirely demoliſhed ; 
but, through mercy, not more than four 
perſons loſt their lives, On the ſecond, at 


Ayamonte, the ſea broke in and drowned _ 


about 2000 perſons, At Oporto, in Por- 
tugal, the flux and reflux was ſo ſudden, 
that in two minutes the river roſe and fell 
five or ſix feet, St, Ubes was entirely ſwal- 
lowed up, and the caſe was little better 
with Coimbra, Setuvall, and many other 
places, and Faro was entirely ruined, As 
Liſbon, the capital city of Portugal, ſeems, 
however, to have been the particular mark. 


of the Divine diſpleaſure, and of this horrid. 


wreck of nature; of its dreadful fate 
we ſhall ſubjoin the following account. 
The earthquake on the firſt of the month 
began at three quarters paſt nine in the 
morning, and laſted near ſeven minutes, 
which threw down the major part of the 
cityz about four hours after, they felt 
two more dreadful ſhocks, but of ſhorter 
duration; no day was free from a ſhock, 
for ſeveral days after the firſt. Either the 
ſhocks or fire deſtroyed the richeſt and 
trading part of that city, together with the 
King's palace, convents, churches, Fc. 
Happy thoſe who eſcaped with their lives; 
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about 70,000 Portugueſe and other nations 
were deſtroyed, though (God be praiſed) 
not above ten or twelve Engliſh that were 
known of, Not a houſe of the 525 
factory eſcaped the conflagration, the 
greater part ſaving nothing but a little caſh, 
and ſome their books, except a very few 
who happily ſaved both: in a word, it was 
ſtriftly ſpeaking, a general ruin, the richeſt 
and pooreſt being reduced to one common 
level, and obliged to encamp in the open 
fields with hardly a bed to lie on. The 
cuſtom-houſe was ſwallowed up. 

It may be remarked, that the firſt of 
November is the feſtival of All Saints, which 
is appointed at Liſbon for the celebration of 
the Auto de Fe; and as on thoſe days in- 


| ſults are frequently offered to Proteſtant 


ſtrangers, if met in the ſtreets, moſt of the 
gentlemen of the Enpliſþ factory generally 
go the night before to their country houles, 
and do not return till the ſecond of Noweme 
ber. To this unhappy bigotry, which 
brought many of the country inhabitants 
to Liſbon to ſee the ſhew, the great loſs of 
the Portugueſe, and, on the other hand, 
the preſervation of the Engliſh, was ſaid to 
be owing, In 1531, there was an earth- 
quake at Liſbon, by which about 1400 
houſes were overthrown, and 600 more 
were ſo much ſhaken that they were 
ready to fall, and many of their churches 
were raſed to the ground. The like cala- 


mity happened to that city about 200 years 


before, 


An Iriſh _ laid acalculation before 


the King of the number killed by the 
earthquake on the firſt of November, where- 
in he ſays, that in the city and ſuburbs 
there were 70,000 families, and from thence, 
and the liſts of the dead from the different 
pariſhes then drawn out, concluded the 
number amounted to more than 70,000 per- 
ſons loſt; this account was believed to be 
very moderate, ſome other calculations 
making it more than 85,000. A violent 
ſtench continued, which occaſioned the 
King to publiſh an ordinance forbidding the 
digging and removal of any rubbiſh, for fear 
an epidemical diſeaſe ſhould break out 
among them, till his Majeſty ſhould give 
orders for the ſame. The number of the 
plunderers hanged ound the city amounted 
to about 370. 

Nov. 3. His Majeſty's ſhip Goſport was 
carried into the dock at Portſmouth to be 
cleaned ; about half an hour paſt ten in the 
morning, which was very ſoon after ſhe 
was hed in, ſhe was obſerved to pitch for- 


ward with her head deep in the water, and 
immediately to recover it, and pitch as deep 
in with her ſtern; the water about her 
was greatly agitated, and the dock gates 
forced open about ſix inches. 

At a very conſiderable diſtance wag 4 
large baſon, which had not the leaſt com. 
munication with this dock, and in it were 
the Berwick, Dover, and a large ſhip, 
which had lately diſcharged a cargoe of tar; 
theſe, and the Naſſau, which lay along ſide 


| the jetty, at the ſame inſtant felt the ſhock, 


with this difference, that inſtead of pitch. 
ing they rolled very violently ; and what is 
very extraordinary, not one of thoſe who 
were on the land could perceive himſelf 
affected by it, or that the earth under, or 
about them, moved. 

The ſame agitation was perceived in the 
ponds in Surrey and Kent; in the rivers and 
on the ſea ſhores of Wales, Cornwall, Hun- 
tingdonſpire, Bedfordſhire, and Scotland: at 
Kin ſale in Ireland, the ſea ſwelled upon 
them and rolled in, in a ſurpriſing man- 
ner; and at Cork a very conſiderable ſhock 
of an earthquake was felt at the ſame time, 
as alſo in Irton pariſh, in Cumberland, and 
at Amſterdam, and many other parts of 
Holland. The Elbe, Weſer, and many rivers 
in Germany, were alſo extraordinarily agi- 
tated, 

At the ſame time, there was a violent 
earthquake at Madrid, which held fix or 
ſeven minutes, and obliged the royal family 
to leave the Eſcurial; ſeveral houſes fell, 
and ſome perſons were killed thereby. At 
Operto they had alſo ſeveral violent ſhocks 
for near eight minutes, which did ſome 
miſchief, Cagiz and Seville were in like 
manner affected, at the former of which 
places the water roſe twenty-two feet per- 
pendicular, overflowed the city, and de- 
ſtroyed many lives. The earthquake ſevere- 
ly ſhook the iſland of Sardinia, in which 
the rivers overflowed, and did a great deal 
of miſchief, It was alſo felt in Corfica, 
and on the coaſt of Barbary, where the 
city of Algiers ſuffered conſiderable da- 
mage. 

Now, 5. The tide roſe ſo high in the 
river Carron, in Scotland, that it overflowed 
its banks, laid many acres of fine arable 
land under water, and broke down a very 
ſtrong dam- head, which had never before 
been down, either with any ſwelling of the 
water or tide, in the memory of man. The 


damage done to the fields, and the naviga- 


tion of the river, was very great. |; 
From many pats of France we had ac- 
count;

which were preſent the great officers of 
ſtate, divers of the nobility, &c. Sc. 

New. 11. The fine caſtle of Sir Jobn 
Bingham, in Ireland, was burnt to the 
ground, and all the furniture, pictures, 
plate, &c. to the amount of 50,0007. con- 
ſumed by the flames, It was owing to ſome 
burning coals falling on the floor of a room 
which was airing,

« My Lords and Gentlemen, 

© The preſent critical conjuncture of 
affairs, and my conſtant inclination to have 
the advice and aſſiſtance of my Parliament 
on all important occafions, have made me 
deſirous to meet you here as early as poſſible. 

& Since your laſt ſeſſion, I have taken 
ſuch meaſures as might be moſt conducive 
to the protection of our poſſeſſions in Ame- 
rica, and to the regaining of ſuch parts 
thereof, as had been encroached upon, or 
invaded, in violation of the peace, and con- 
trary to the faith of the moſt ſolemn trea- 
ties. 

& For this purpoſe, the maritime force 
of this kingdom has been got ready with 
the utmoſt application and expedition, and 
been principally employed; ſome land 
forces have been ſent from hence to North 
America; and all proper encouragement 


has been given to the ſeyeral colonies there, 


to exert themſelves in their own defence, 
and in the maintenance of the rights and 
poſſeſſions of Great-Britain, 

« With a fincere deſire to preſerve my 
people from the calamities of war, as 


well as to prevent, in the midſt of theſe 


troubles, a general war from being lighted 


up in Europe, IJ have been always ready to 


accept reaſonable and honourable terms of 
accommodation; but none ſuch have hi- 
therto been propoſed on the part of France. 
I have alſo confined my views and opera- 
tions to hinder France from making new 
encroachments, or ſupporting thoſe already 
made; to exert” our right to a fatisfaQtion 


for hoſtilities committed in a time of pro- 


found peace; and to diſappoint ſuch de- 
ſigns, as, from various appearances and 
preparations, there is reaſon to think, have 
been formed againſt my kingdoms and do- 

minions. 
cc By thefe methods, I have purſued the 
plan which I formerly pointed out to you, 
and for which I had the ſatisfact ion to re- 
ceive 
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ceive the ſtrongeſt aſſurances of your vigo- 
rous ſupports. 

c What other power can object to pro- 
ceedings ſo abſolutely neceſſary to our own 
defence and ſecutity? My good brother, 
the king of Spain, ſees with concern theſe 
differences; and the pat which he gene- 
rouſly takes in the common welfare of 
Europe, makes him earneſtly wiſh the pre- 
ſervation of the public tranquility. He 
has alfo given aſſurances, that he will con- 
tinue in the ſame pacific ſentiments. 
„In purſuing theſe great ends, I make 
no doubt of the vigorous and chearful ſup- 
port of my Parliament; and that, whilſt I 
am engaged in this juſt and national cauſe, 
> the affectionate aſſurances which they gave 

me the laſt ſeſſion, will be effectually made 
good, In conſequence thereof, I have 


augmented my Jand forces in ſuch a manner 
as might be the leaſt burthenſome; and 
have concluded a treaty with the empreſs of 


& Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 

& I have ordered the proper officers to lay 
before you eſti gates for the ſervice of the 
enſuing year, and likewiſe accounts of the 
extraordinary expences which have beenmade 
this year, in purſuance of the power given 
me by Parliament. I ſee, with great con- 
wern, that the neceſſary ſervices before 
mentioned will require large ſupplies. I 
ak only ſuch as ſhall be requiſite for the 
effectual carrying on of thoſe meaſures, 
which ſhall be neceſſary to ſupport what has 
been begun, according to your inclination, 
for the ſecurity of my kingdoms and do- 
minions, and for the purpoſes which have 
been already mentioned to you. Whatever 
you grant, ſhall, with the ſtricteſt economy, 
be applied to thoſe uſes only for which it 
ſhall be given.” 
& My Lords and Gentlemen, 

& I rely upon your duty and good affec- 
tions, which I have ſo often experienced. 
There never was a ſituation in which my 
honour, and the eſſential intereſts of Creat- 
Britain, called more ſtrongly for your zeal, 
unanimity, and diſpatch.” 

A proclamation was iſſued for recalling 
ſeamen from foreign ſervice, and to pro- 
hibit them from entering into it; for 
taking up all ftraggling ſeamen, and offer- 
ing a bounty of 31. to every able ſeaman, 
and one of 30s, to every ordinary ſeaman 
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that ſhould voluntarily enter: alfo offering 
a reward of 408. and another of 308. for 
diſcovering able and ordinary ſeamen. The 
proclamation to be in force till the laſt day 
of this year. 

Nov. 14. The right honourable the 
Houle of Peers waited on his Majeſty at st. 
J ames's, with their addreſs. 

The addreſs of the Houſe of Lords way 
expreſſive of the utmoſt zeal, gratitude, 
and affection to his Majeſty : they thanked 
him for his royal firmneſs, in not yielding 
to any terms of accommodation with France, 
that were not reaſonable and honourable, 
and for exer.ing his royal care ſo power. 
fully in the protection of his colonies, 
They acknowledged his Majeſty's wiſdom 
and goodneſs, in increaſing his naval arma. 
ments, in augmenting his land forces, with 
ſo much regard to the eaſe of his people, 
and in generouſly giving encouragement to 


that great body of his brave and faithful 


ſubjects, with which his American pro- 
vinces happily abound, to exert their 
ſtrength on this important occaſion. The 

obſerved, with pleaſure, the pacific declara- 
tions of his Catholic majeſty, promiſed their 
moſt zealous and vigorous aid and concur. 
rence in this juſt and national cauſe, and 
to aſſiſt him in diſappointing or repelling 
all ſuch enterprizes as may be formed, not 
only againſt this kingdom, but alſo againſt 
any other of his dominions, although not 
belonging to the crown of Great-Britain, in 


| caſe they thould be attacked, on account 


of the part which his Majeſty has taken, 
for maintaining the eflential intereſts of 
his kingdoms, 

To this addreſs his Majeſty made the 
following moſt gracious anſwer. > 

o My Lords, 

e J give you my hearty thanks for this 
dutiful and affectionate addreſs, I ſee with 
the greateſt ſatisfaction the zeal you ex- 
preſs for my perſon and government, and 
for the true intereſt of your country; which 
I am determined to adhere to. The aſ- 


ſurance which you give me for the defence 


of my territories abroad, are a ſtrong proof 
of your affection for me and regard for my 
honour, Nothing ſhall divert me from 
purſuing thoſe meaſures which will effec- 
tually maintain the poſſeſſions and rights of 
my kingdoms, and procure reaſonable and 
honourable terms of accommodation.

The right honourable the Speaker, with 
the Houſe of Commons, waited on his Ma-

oreign dominions, if attacked in reſent»

« Your aſſurances that yon will aſſiſt me 
in the defence of my foreign dominions, 


if they ſhould be attacked, on account of 


the meaſures I am purſuing, for the true 
intereſt of theſe kingdoms, are ſuch proofs 
of your affection to me, and of your regard 
to my honour, as give me the greateſt ſatis- 
faction, : 

Nov. 19. The grand city of IMMeguinez

Packet boats were eſtabliſhed at Fal- 
mouth, by the poſtmaſter general, for car- 
rying on a regular monthly correſpondence 
to the Weft-Indies and North America. 

The aſſembly of Virginia having lately 
laid on a kind of poll-tax, a liſt of thoſe 
liable was made out, by which it appeared, 
that they were 40,443 whites, and 60,755 
blacks, liable to this tax. No white wo- 
men pays, and the men only from fixteen to 
fifty; but the black women all pay. The 
troops in the pay of that colony were 
ordered to be augmented to 1000 men, 
under the command of colonel George 
Waſhington; the officers received their 
beating inſtructions, and were immediately 
to ſet out, to raiſe their ſeveral companies. 

Captain Rouſe, in a twenty gun ſhip, 
brought to St. John's three French veſſels 
laden with fiſh, which he took on the 
coaſt of Newfoundland; after which he 
returned to that ifland, landed his men,

'The Lords in their addreſs, in anſwer 
to this gracious meſſage, returned his Ma- 
jeſty their thanks for it, and expreſſed their 
juſt ſenſe of his royal concern for the great 
misfortune that had befallen the king of 
Portugal; and for his generous compaſſion 
of the unhappy ſuffererss And they aſ- 
ſured his Majeſty of their hearty concur- 
rence and affiftance, in ſending ſuch ſpeedy 
and effectual relief, as may be ſuitable to 
ſo afflicting and preſſing an exigency.

Ia the courſe of this month were re- 
ceived many accounts of the earthquakes 
that had been felt in many parte of -Furtþe. 
At Liſbon they had, forty days after the 


firſt of November, « flight ſhock every day 
except one; and on the zrft ult# they had 


a ſevere one, which- threw down moſt of 
the houſes that had been left ſtanding, and 
D d | buried 
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buried zoo perſons under the ruins. On 
the gth of December, a ſhock was felt all 
over Franconia, Bobemia, Bavaria, Swit- 
zerland, the north of Italy and the ſouth of 
France, which was fo violent in ſome 
places, as to throw down or damage ſeve- 
ral houſes 3 and on the 11th another was 
felt in moſt of the ſame places. And on 
the 26th in the evening and next morning, 
ſeveral ſhocks were felt at Maeſtricht, Liege, 
Bruſſels, and other parts of the Netherlands, 
which were ſo violent at Queſney, that the 
barracks were thrown down, and upwards 
of 6 ſoldiers cruſhed to death or very 
much bruiſed, Beſides theſe we had ac- 
counts of earthquakes having been felr on 
ſeveral other days; and that at Brizue in 
the Yalais, they continued from the firſt to 
the 15th ult. by which moſt of the houſes 
in the town were thrown down. Theſe 
ſhocks produced in many places very ex- 
traordinary effects; for in ſome the waters 
in the ſprings and little rivers turned al- 
moſt as red as blond, and in others the ground 
opened in divers places, and through the 
cracks or chaſms water guſhed out, bub- 
bling and boiling, as if there had been 
fire underneath, 

There likewiſe were extraordinary inun- 
dations at ſeveral places upon the conti- 
nent of Europe, particularly at Awignon, 
where the river Rhone roſe in France, 
at leaſt twelve feet above what was ever 
known, by which the greateſt part of that 
city, and the country for a league round, 
were laid under water: the people were 
forced to betake themſelves to the tops of 
their houſes, from whence they were brought 
off in boats : all their flour, bread, and 
proviſions, were ſpoilt ; and as all the corn- 
mills were demoliſhed, before they could 
get a ſufficient ſupply, bread roſe to fix 
livres a pound, ſo that the poor were in 
danger of ſtarving. 

To theſe melancholy accounts we ſhall 
add the following from Poland, that, in the 
beginning of laſt month, ſuch ſtorms of 
of wind roſe in the ſalt- pits in ſeveral parts 
of that kingdom, that ſome hundreds of 
the labourers, and great part of the ſub- 

neous works, was deſtroyed 5 by which 
accidents the ſalt, to a very conſiderable 
value, had been diſperſed and rendered uſe- 
leſs, From other parts of that kingdom 
alſo, we had atcounts of ſprings and fires 
which broke looſe in thoſe ſubterrane- 
ous caverns, by which ſome pits were en- 
tirely deſtroyed, and others remained burn- 
ing. From thoſe parts, however, we heard 


of little damaged that had been done by the 
late earthquakes, Pair e Bins 
Dec. 24. At noon began at Alexandria 
ſuch a violent ſtorm as had not been known: 
in the memory of man, which continued 
till next day at noon. Nineteen French 
ſhips, three Swediſp, three Engliſp, three 
Raguſeans, one Imperial, one G7eek ſam- 
bechine, one Turkiſh bark, one Tripoline 
cruizer, and one Alexandrian ſhip, were

Many towns and corporations offered 
additional bounties to encourage the re- 
cruiting of his Majeſty's land and ſea 
forces, which had ſo ſalutary an effect, that 
by a proclamation in the Gazette the ex- 
ecution of the recruiting act was ſuſpended 
from the 1it of May enſuing. 

The Bonetta ſloop of war, captain Clarke, 
was ſtranded on the coaſt of Holland. 

Thirty French prizes were carried into 
Jamaica by his Majeſty's ſhips upon that 
ſtation. Many were alſo carried into Bar- 
badoes by the ſhips of commodore Frankland's 
ſquadron. 

Ever ſince the middle of Februaty we 
had accounts, by every mail from France, 
of great preparations making at Toulon, 
for ſome naval expedition, in which a 
trong ſquadron, and a great number of 
troops, were to be employed, and gene- 
rally ſaid to be deſigned againſt the iſland of 
Minorca.

«© The unwarrantable proceedings of 
the French in the Weſft-Indies, and North 
America, ſince the concluſion of the treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle, and the uſurpations and 
encroachments made by them upon our 
territories, and the ſettlements of our ſub- 
jets in thoſe parts, particularly in our 
province of Nova- Scotia, have been ſo 
notorious, and ſo frequent, that they can- 
not but be looked upon as a ſufficient evi- 
dence of a formed deſign and reſolution in 
that court, to purſue invariably ſuch mea- 
ſures, as ſhould moſt effectually promote 
their ambitious views, without any regard 
to the moſt ſolemn treaties and engage- 
ments, We have not been wanting, on our 
part, to make, from time to time, the 
moſt ſerious repreſentations to the French 
king, upon theſe repeated acts of violence, 
and to endeavour to obtain redreſs and ſatis- 
faction for the injuries done to our ſubjects, 
and to prevent the like cauſes of complaint 
for the future; but though frequent aſ- 
ſurances have been given, that every thing 
ſhould be ſettled agreeable to the treaties 
ſubſiſting between the two crowns, and 
particularly that the evacuation of the four 
neutral iſlands in the Ve Indies ſhould be 
effected (which was expreſsly promiſed to 
our ambaſſador in France) the execution of 
theſe aſſurances, and of the treaties on 
which they were founded, has been evaded 
under the moſt frivolous pretences; and the 


. unjuftifiable practices of the French go- 


vernors, and of the officers acting under their 
authority, were ſtill carried on, till, at 
length, in the month of April, 1754, they 


broke out in open acts of hoſtility, when, 


in time of profound peace, without any 
declaration of war, and without any pre- 
vious notice given, or application made, a 
body of French troops, under the command 
of an officer bearing the French king's 
commiſſion, attacked in a hoſtile manner, 
and poſſeſſed themſelves of the Engliſb fort 
on the Obio in North-America. 

% But notwithſtanding this act of hoſti- 
lity, which could not but be looked upon 
as a commencement of war, yet, from 


our earneſt deſire of peace, and in hopes 


the court of France would diſavow this 
violence and injuſtice, we contented our- 
ſelves with ſending ſuch a force to America, 
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as was indiſpenſably neceſſary for the im- 
mediate defence and protection of our ſub- 
jects againſt freſh attacks and inſults. 

© In the mean time great naval arma- 
ments were preparing in the ports of France, 
and a conſiderable body of French troops 
embarke\l for North America; and though 
the French ambafiador was ſent back to 
England with ſpecious profeſſtons of a de- 
fire to accommodate theſe differences, yet 
it appeared, that their real defign was only 
to gain time for the paſſage of thoſe troops 
to America, which they hoped would ſe- 
cure the ſuperiority of the French forces in 
thoſe parts, and enable them to carry th-1r 
ambitious and oppreſſi ve projects into exe- 
cution. 

& In theſe circumſtances we could not 
but think it incumbent upon us, to endza- 
vour to prevent the ſucceſs of ſo dangerous 
a deſign, and to oppoſe the landing of the 
French troops in America; and in conſe- 
quence of the juſt and neceſſary meaſures 
we had taken for that purpoſe, the French 
ambaſlador was immediately recalled from 
our court, the fortifications of Dunkirk, 
which had been repairing for ſome time, 
were enlarged; great bodies of troops 
marched down to the coaſt 3 and our king- 
doms were threatened with an invaſion, 

In order to prevent the execution of 
theſe deſigns, and to provide for the ſecu- 
rity of our kingdoms, which were thus 
threatened, we could no longer forbear 
giving orders for the ſeizing at ſea the ſhips 
of the French king, and his ſubjects. Not- 
withſtanding which, as we were ſtill un- 
willing to give up all hopes that an accom- 
modation might be effected, we have con- 
tented ourſelves hitherto with detaining the 
ſaid ſhips, and preſerving them, and, as 
far as it was poſſible, their cargoes entire, 
without proceeding to the conſiſcation of 
them ; but it being now evident, by the 
hoſtile invaſion actually made by the French 
king of our iſland of Minorca, that it is the 
determined refolution of that court to 
hearken to no terms of peace, but to carry 
on the war, which has been long begun on 
their part, with the utmoſt violence, we 
can no longer remain, conſiſtently with 
what we owe to our own honour, and to 


the welfare of our ſubjects, within thoſe | 


bounds, which from a deſire of peace, we 
had hitherto obſerved. 

« We have therefore thought proper to 
geclare war ; and we do hereby declare war 
againſt the French king, who hath ſo un- 
juſtly begun it, relying on the help of 
Almighty God, in our juſt undertaking, 
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and being aſſured of the hearty concurrence 


| and aſſiſtance of our ſubjects, in ſupport of 


ſo good a cauſe; hereby willing and re. 
quiring our captain general of our forces 
our commiſſioners for executing the office 
of our high admiral of Great Britain 
our lieutenants of our ſeveral counties, Vi 


| vernors of our forts and garriſons, ang all 


other officers and fſoldit s under them, b 
ſea and land, tu do and execute all acts of 
hoſtility, in the proſecution of this war 


againſt the French king, his vaſſals and 
ſubjects, and to oppole their attempts: 


Willing and requiring all our ſubjects to 
take notice of che ſame 3 whom we hence. 
forth ſtrictly forbid to hold any correſpon- 
dence or communication with the aig 
French king, or his ſubjects. And we do 
hereby command our own ſubjects, and 
advertiſe all other perſons, of what nation 
ſoe ver, not to tranſport or carry any ſol- 
diers, arms, powder, ammunition, or other 
contraband goods, to any of the territories, 
lands, plantations, or countries of the (aid 
French king; declaring, that whatſoever 
ſhip or veſſel ſhall be met withal, trani- 
porting orcarrying any ſoldiers, arms, pow- 
der, ammunition, or any other contraband 
goods, to any of the territories, Jands, plan- 
tations, or counties of the ſaid French king, 
the ſame, being taken, ſhall be condemned 
as good and lawful prize. 

« And whereas there are remaining in 
our kingdom, divers of the ſubjects of the 
French king, we do hereby declare our 
royal intention to be, that all the French 
ſubjects who ſhall demean themſelves duti- 
fully towards us, ſhall be ſafe in their per- 
ſons and effects. 

“ Given at our court at Kenſington, the 

17th of May, 1756, in the 29th 
year of our reign.”

It is notorious to all Eurepe that the 
king of England made an attack in 175 
on the King's poſſeſſions in North America, 
and that in the month of June laſt the 


Engliſi navy, in contempt of the law of 


nations, and the faith of treaties, began to 
commit the moſt violent hoſtilities on his 


| Majeſty's ſhips, and the navigation and 
commerce of his ſubjects, The King, 


though juſtly incenſed at this breach of 
faith, and the inſult offered to his fla 

ſuſpended for eight months the effects + 
his reſentment, and the diſcharge of what 
he owed to the dignity of his crown, for 
fear of expoling Europe to the calamities 
of a new war. With this ſalutary view 
France at firſt only oppoſed to the unwar- 
rantable proceedings of England, a con- 
duct full of moderation. Whiiſt the Eng- 
{iſþ navy by the moſt odious violencies, and 


at ſome times by the vileſt artifices, made 
| captures of French veſſels navigating in full 


ſecurity 
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ſecurity under the ſafeguard of the public 
faith ; his Majeſty ſent back to England a 
frigate taken by the French navy, and Englſo 
veſſels traded without moleſtation to the 
ports of France. Whilſt the French ſoldiers 
and ſaitors were receiving the hardeſt treat- 
ment in the Britiſp iſles, and thoſe bounds 
which the law of nature and common hu- 
manity have preſcribed to the moſt rigorous 


rights of war were tranſgreſſed with reſpe& | 


to them, the Engli/: travelled and reſided 
at full liberty in France, under the protec- 
tion of that regard which civilized nations 
reciprocally owe to one another, Whilſt 
the Erpliſk miniſtry were under an appear- 
ance of fincerity impoſing upon the King's 
ambaſſador by falſe proteſtations, orders 
directly contrary to the deceitful aſſurances 
given of a ſpeedy accommodation were 
carrying into execution in North America. 
Whilſt the court of Londen was employing 
every caballing art, and the ſubſidies of Exg- 
land, to inſtigate other powers againft the 
court of France, the King did not even aſk 
of theſe powers the ſuccours which guaran- 
ties or defenſive treaties authoriſed him to 
demand, and recommended to them ſuch 
meaſures only as tended to their own peace 
and ſecurity. Such hath been the conduct 
of the two nations. The ſtriking contraſt 
of their proceedings ought to convince all 
Europe, that the one is guided by motives 
of jealouſy, ambition, and covetoufneſs ; 
and that the conduct of the other is founded 
on principles of honour and juſtice, and 
moderation. The King hoped that the 
king of England, conſulting in the end 
only the laws of equity and the intereſt of 
his own glory, would diſavow the ſcanda- 
Jous exceſſes into which his naval officers 
continued to give. His Majeſty had even 


furniſhed him with a juſt and decent method. 


of doing this, by demanding immediate 
and full reſtitution of the French veſſels 
taken by the Engliſb navy; and had offered 
on this preliminary condition to enter into 
a negociation for that further ſatisfaction 
which he had a right to expect, and to 
agree to an amicable accommodation of the 
differences relating to America. The king 
of England having rejected this propoſal, 
the King ſaw, in his refuſal, an authentic 
declaration of war, as his Majeſty had inti- 
mated in his requiſition, The Britiſh court 
might therefore have diſpenſed with ob- 
ſerving a formality that was become uſe- 
leſs: a more eſſential motive ought to have 
hindered them from ſubmitting to the 
judgment of Europe the pretended injuries

paper have indeed no reality at bottom; ang 
the very manner in which they are ſet forth 
would prove their futility, even if their 
falſhood had not been already clearly de- 
monſtrated in the memorial which the kin;

To hear the 
king of England in his declaration of war, 
who would not think he was determined 

by theſe two objects, to give orders for ſeiz- 
ing at ſea the king's ſhips and thoſe of his 
ſubjets? Nevertheleſs it is univerſally 

known, that the works at Dunkirk were 
not begun till after the attack and cap- 

ture of two. of his Majeſty's ſhips, in 

time of profound peace, by à ſquadron of 
thirteen Engliſb ſhips. It is equally ncto- 
rious that the Engliſh navy had made cap- 
tures of French veſſels fix months before 

the firſt battalions ordered by the king to 
repair to the maritime coafts began their 
march in February laſt.

on board loſt. 
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At Auſtene- moor the people imagined the 
earth ſhock ; fo that they ran under the 
hedges for ſafety, but were ſoon diſlodged 
from thence by the breaking of trees, 
tumbling of tones, &c. 

The accounts from Sunderland were very 
ſhocking; above 40 kecels being mifling, 
and ſeveral ſhips damaged and driven to ſea. 
The bodies of twelve men were taken up in 
the afternoon, and many more loft. 

The accounts from divers parts of that 
country were equally extraordinary, houſes 
unroofed, Racks of corn and hay ſwept en- 


tirely away, large oak trees broken off at 


their middles; and many other extraordinary 
effects produced. c 

The effects of this ſtorm were felt at great 
diſtances, and very ſeverely, particularly 
through the biſhoprick of Durbam and Ner- 
tinghamſbire; at Greenock and Port-Glaſgonv, 
in Scot/and, great damage was done to the 
ſhipping, ſome hundreds of fir-trees were 
blown down, and .many lives loſt. 
the ſame conſequences at Amſterdam and 


| Rotterdam, which laſt was quite overflowed 


with water, as was the whole city of Ham- 
burgh, and its adjacent flat country firipped 
bare with the violence of the wind. 

O#. 14. A fire broke out at Mr. Smith's 
boat-houſe, at Nutkins's-corner, near —_— 
lane, Rotherhithe, about ten o'clock at night, 
by which ſeven houſes, two timber-yards, 
a boat-houſe, a ſloop and a pleature-boat, 
were conſumed,

This day died at his lodgings in Chaf- 
pelle-ſtreet, Sobo, aged ſixty, Theodore baron 
Newhoff, ſome years fince crowned king of 
Corſica, 

The follewing is ſome Account of Theodore, 
late king of Corſica, 

The family of Nerobef have long been 
free barons of the county de la Marche, 


the late Theodore eng, Newboff, was 


born at Merz, in 1669, being the ſon of 
Alolpbus, baron Newhoff ; he had a fifter 
married to the count de Trevoux, and he 

was educated in the family of Madame the 
ducheſs of Orleans. After a great variety 


of adventures in molt parts of Europe, where 


he diſtinguiſhed himſelf by his genius for 
intrigue in political affairs, he became ſe- 
cretary to the famous Svwediſb baron Goertæ, 
at the Hague, and, after his unfortunate 
cataſtrophe, was ſucceſſively employed, in 
the moſt ſecret commiſſions, by the duke de 
| Riperida, cardinal Alberoni, and by count Zin- 
zenderf, the Imperal miniſter, In 1733, after 
certain ſtipulations between him and the 
chiefs of the Corfican malecontents, at Leg- 
korn, he agreed to become their king, and, 
arriving in that iſland with the aſſiſtance of a 
large quantity of military ſtores, on Mar. 15, 
1736, he was elected their monarch, in a 
general diet, and crowned April 15, 1736, 
inſtituting at his coronation a new order of 
knighthoad, called the order of the Re- 
demption, of which he named himſelf 
grand maſter, At the latter end of 1737, 
after having had many ſucceſsful conflicts 
with the Genoeſe, he left Corfica, in order 
to ſtickle with certain powers of Europe for 
aſſiſtance; but was unfortunately arreſted 
in Holland for a debt of 5000 florinz. Get- 

ting clear of this impediment, he was ſent 
with ſupplies by a court in the alliance 
againſt the French, who then had poſſeſſion 
of Corſica, at the breaking out of the late 
war, and arrived there in Jan. 1742. Not 
being, however, properly ſupported, he was 
obliged again to leave his faithful ſubjects, 
fince which he was a wanderer in moſt 
parts of Europe, and, ſoon after his arri vab in 
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England, was arreſted, and detained ſome 
years a priſoner in the King's-bench and 
Fleet priſons, till releaſed by the late act of 
inſolvency. Though thus, legally, in du- 
rance, in this land of liberty, many ſums 
of money were raiſed for him by ſubſcrip- 
tions, and benefactions of illuſtrious, hu- 
mane, and public-ſpirited individuals, 
which ſerved to ſoften the latter moments 
of this ſubject of the ſport and caprice of 
Fortune. 

A gentleman cauſed a marble to be erect- 
ed in St. Anne's church-yard for him, with 
the following inſcription : 

Near this place 1s interred 
T beodore, King of Corſica, 


Who died in this pariſh, Dec. 11, 1756, 


Immediately after leaving

In conſequence of which 
He regiſtered his kingdom of Corſica 
For the uſe of his creditors, 
The grave, great teacher, to a level brings, 
Heroes and beggars, galley flaves and Kings;

The 
Defiance privateer took two St. Dominga 
ſhips, worth 50, oool. 
The corporations of Saliſbury and Tewkſ- 
bury, the latter in filver boxes, voted their 
freedom to Mr, Pitt and Mr. Legge. The 
ſame compliment was paid likewiſe by the 
city of Cheſter, the freedom of which was 
ordered to be preſented in a gold box, 
Fune 29. The King was pleaſed to rede- 


liver the ſeals to the right honourable Vi- 


liam Pitt, one of his Majeſty's principal ſe- 
cretaries of ſtate, ; 
Fune 30, His Majeſty was pleaſed to 
deliver the cuſtody of the great ſeal to Sir 
Robert Henley, knt. who was thereupon 
ſworn one of his Majeſty's moſt honoura- 
ble privy council, and lord keeper of the 
great ſeal of Great Britain. 

His Majeſty delivered the cuſtody of the 
privy ſeal to Richard earl Temple. 

His Majeſty appointed the right honoura- 
ble George earl of Orford, to be lord lieute- 
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nant of the county of Norfolk, and of the 
city of Norwich, and county of the ſame : 
and the right honourable Francis Seymour 
Conway tarl of Hertford, to be lord heute- 
nant oi the county of Warwick. 

Fuly 2. The King was pleaſed to con- 
ſtitute and appoint Thomas Holles, duke of 
Newcaſtle, Henry Bilſon Legge, Robert Nu- 
gent, elqrs.

& I thank you for the large ſupplies you 
have ſo chearfully and unanimouſly given 
me. It affords me great pleaſuee, that the 
frugal uſe made of the confidence repoſed 
in me the laſt year, has been an induce. 
ment to you to renew the ſame ; and you 
may be aflured, that it ſhall be applied

cc I ſhall be particularly attentive to re.

July 9. At three quarters paſt eleven 
at night, a dreadful ſbock was felt in moſt 
of- the Azores iſlands, which laſted about 
two minutes. All the houſes in the iſle of 
Angra were violently ſhaken. The direc- 

tion of the tremor, which at firſt was ver- 


tical, 


, nr 
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tical, ſoon became horizontal, from weſt 
to eaſt. The earth, during theſe two 


minutes, underwent fo forcible an agita- 


tion, that -had the ſhock continued but a 
few moments longer, all ſorts of buildings 
muſt have been overturned and ſwallowed 
up. On the 10th, about ten in the morn- 
ing, there was a freſh ſhock, which was 
repeated about four in the afternoon, with 
the like violence, but its duration was 
ſhort. | 

In the iſle of St. George, twelve leagues 
from Angra, there was an earthquake the 
ſame day and hour; and ſuch was the fury 
of the commotion, that 1053 perſons were 
cruſhed under the ruins of the houſes. 
The terror of the inhabitants was redoubled 
on the morning of the 10th, at the appear- 
ance of eighteen new iſlands, which had 
ariſen at the diſtance of 100 fathom north- 
ward of this iſland. At Fayant-des-Vines, 
the ſame ſhocks threw down all the houſes 
and churches, ſo that the ſtreets were no 
more to be diſtinguiſhed, but all was a heap 
of ſtones and rubbiſh z the ſurface of the 
earth in ſome places was parted and rolled 
into the ſea, in others you beheld portions 
of land, at a diſtance from the ſea ſhore, 
left unaltered, but ſurrounded with. waters. 
On one of theſe floating iſlands is a houſe 
in the midſt of a clump of trees, entirely 
unhurt. 

Monte- Formoſa ſituated ſouth- eaſt ward of 
the iſland of St. George, was torn aſunder; 
one part be ing thrown into the ſea at the 
diſtance of 100 fathoms from the other. 
From the eaſt point of the iſle of Tope to 
the town of Caletha, nothing was to be ſeen 
but ruins ; not a ſingle building left ſtand- 
ing, In divers places the earth opened, 
and a piece of land, of near a quarter of a 
league in extent, was. precipitated into the 


| ſea, Some mountains ſhifted their places, 


and others entirely. diſappeared; ſo that 
the communication, which was impracti- 


Cable between ſome iſlands, by the inter- 


poſition of rugged rocks, was now open 
and free: à plain had taken place of the 
mountains, Part of the village of Norte- 
Grande was likewiſe ſeparated from the reſt, 
and had formed a new iſland at the diſtance 
of 150 fathoms. All the inhabitants of 
thoſe iſlands, overwhelmed with terror and 
conſternation, lived in the woods, wild 
horror every where purſuing them ; ſur- 
rounded on every ſide with yawning graves ; 
enormous maſſy blocks continually. thrown 
down from the rocks, and vaſt gulphs ab- 
lutbed every thing within their reach. The 


iſle of Pico felt all theſe ſhocks in a weaker 
degree, except in that part of it oppoſite to 
the iſle of St. George, which ſuffered great- 
ly, and eleven perſons periſhed. The day 
of the firſt ſhock the ſea was in a violent 
agitation ; the waves entered furiouſly upen 
the iſle of St. George, in a direction from 
weſt to eaſt ; but at the iſle of Pico from 
eaſt to weſt, and from ſouth to weſt at Gra- 
cicſa. The iſle of Fayal felt but a flight 
commotion, and the agitation of the ſea was 
bardly ſenfible. In the iſlands of St. Mi- 
chae! and St. Mary, only one ordinary 
ſhock was ee The iſles of Fleurs 
and Cervo were the only ones entirely ex- 
empt from this diſaſter. |

July 20. Was a very hot preſs for ſea- 
men, on the river Thames, and many hun- 
dred men were taken for his Majeſty's ſer- 
vice, 

July 25. The duke of Cumberland was 
defeated by Monſ. D' Etrees, at Haſftenbeck. 
The French computed their loſs, in this en- 


gagement, only at 1500 men, and that of 


the Duke at z20co; ſo that by all accounts 
it was far from being deciſive; but as the 
French army was in number near double to 
that of the Duke's, he was obliged to re- 
treat; and though he left a garriſon in Ha- 
melen, yet as the place was far from being 
well fortified, the garriſon were ſoon oblig- 
ed to accept of an honourable capitula- 
tion, and the French found in the town, 
ſixty braſs cannon, ſeveral mortars, forty 
ovens, part of the equipage of the Duke's 
army, large quantities of proviſion and am- 
munition, and a great many fick and wound- 
ed, who, not being included in the capitu- 
lation, remained priſoners of war. After 
the battle, the duke of Cumberland, with 
his army, retreated firſt to Nyenburg, then 
to Hoy, and laſtly to Ferden, after having

ſent all the magazines, and the fick and 
wounded that were at Nyenburg, away from 
that place. The French being thus left 
matters of the field, they ſent a detachment 
of 2000 men to the city of Hanover, and 
took poſſeſſion of it on the 19th. 

There was the greateſt quantity of wheat 
at the corn market in Mark-lane, that 
had been ſeen for twelve months paſt, which 
reduced the price ſeven ſhillings per quarter, 
The fleet from the Streigbts arrived, un- 
der the convoy of the Ferſey, Sir William 
Burnaby, and was eſteemed worth 3,000,000 
fterling. By this happy event the poor 
weavers, Cc. in Spitalfields, who were 
ſtarving, were relieved from their diſtreſs. 
The Jerſey had taken prizes to the value of 
$0,000. fince her being in thoſe ſeas. 

Ninety-two fail of ſhips from the Lee- 
ward iſlands, arrived under convoy of the 
Hinſon, I and the Trial ſloop : thir- 
ty-eight ſail more belonging to Ireland and 
Briſtol, were ſeen in ſafety to their reſpec- 
tive ports. 

Great quantities of grain of all ſorts were 
imported from foreign parts, as well as the 
plantations, which reduced the price of 
corn in moſt parts of the kingdom. 

Camps were formed on Barbam Downs, 
at Chatham, near Derchefter and Saliſbury, 
in Buckinghamſhire, and at Clapham, to 
which places trains of artillery were ſent. 

A great number of rich prizes were taken 
by the cruziers and privateers this month, 
particularly from St. Domingo and the prince 
of Conti, Eaſt Indiaman. The Granville 
of 36 guns, and 370 men, blew up in an 
engagement with the Britannia, Fevler, 
and all the hands, but four, periſhed. 

The queen dowager of Pruſſia, died on 
the 28th of June, at her palace of Montbi- 
jou, aged 73. Her Majeſty was ſiſter to 
our Sovereign. 

The bounties to ſeamen and landmen 
were continued to the 13th of Auguſt. 

The Marine Society received 1781. the 
remainder of a ſubſcription entered into a 
year ago, by the gentlemen of the eaſt- 
riding of Yorkſhire, to encourage ſeamen 
and landmen to enter into his Majeſty's 
ſervice. 

The commandant of O/tend, general Piſa, 
ſent his adjutant to the agli vice-conſul 
on the 17th inſtant, at ſix of the clock in 
the morning, to tell him, that by orders 
from his court all communication with 
England was broken off; and deſired the 
vice-conſul to intimate to the packet-boats 
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Newport, to depart in twenty-four hours, 
and not to return into any of the ports of 
the Empreſs queen, till farther diſpoſitions 
be made; which was accordingly done, 

July 30. The King appointed James 
Read, eſq. to be his Majeſty's conſy] ge- 
neral to the emperor of Morocco. 

Aug. 9. The Parliament was further 
prorogued to Thurſday, September 22. 

M. de Montcalm took tort William Henry 
in North- Americas. 

Aug. 13. All the ſhips from the Sourd 
arrived in the Thames, the captains of them 
agreeing to come without convoy, and en- 
tering into bond to ſtand by and defend each 
other if attacked by the enemy. 

Aup. 16. Admiral Watſon died in the 
Eaſt - Indies. 

Aug: 24. The city of Gueldres, which 
had been blocked up by the French ever 
ſince the beginning of the ſummer, vas 


forced by famine to capitulate, and the gar- 


riſon marched out with all the honours of 


| war, to be conducted to Berlin; but fo 


many of them deſerted, that when they 
paſſed by Cologne, the whole garriſon con- 


| fiſted only of the commandant and 47 men; 


ſo that the French and their allies had no 
enemy on this fide Magdeburgh, and the 
court of Vienna had already received 200,c00 
crowns from the revenues of Cleves and La 
Marche alone. 

Their Imperial and moſt Chriſtian ma- 
jeſties notified to the magiſtracy of Ham- 
burgh, that they ſhould not admit any Eng- 
liſ men of war or tranſports into their port, 


on pain of having a French garriſon impoſed 


on them. 

The Pruſſian miniſter was recalled from 
the court of Sweden, and the Sævedes at laſt 
begun hoſtilities againft his Prufian majeſty 
in Pomerania, by forcibly poſſeſſing them- 
ſelves of Anclam and Demmin in their way 
to Stettin. 

Aug. 25. Philip Yorke, eſq. commonly 
called lord viſcount Reyſton, was made lord 
lieutenant and ceſtos rotulorum of the county 
of Cambridge. 

Some thouſands of perſons in the woollen 
manufacture were unemployed, particular- 
ly in the branch relating to calimancoes and 
camblets, the demand for thoſe being great- 
ly decreaſed. | 

The bounties for ſeamen and landmen, 
to enter on board the fleet, were continued 
to September 23. 

The Parliament of Ireland was further 
prorogued to October 11.

II, The auxiliary troops of the army of 
the duke of Cumberland, namely, thoſe of 
Heſſe, Brunſwick, Saxe-Gotha, and even 
thoſe of the count de la Lippe-Buckebourg, 
ſhall be ſent home: and as it is neceſlary 
to ſettle particularly their march to their 
ſeveral countries, a general officer of each 
nation ſhall be ſent from the army of the 
allies, with whom ſhall be ſettled the rout 


of thoſe troops, the diviſions they ſhall

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march in, their ſubſiſtence on their march, 
and the paſſports to be granted them by his 
excellency the duke of Richlieu to go home 
to their own countries, where they ſhall be 
placed and diſtributed as ſhall be agreed upon 
between the court of France, and the:r re- 
ſpective ſovereigns. 

III. His Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
Cumberland obliges himſelf to paſs the Elbe 
with ſuch part of his army as he ſhall not 
be able to place in the city of Stade. That 
part of his forces, which ſhall enter into 
garriſon. in the ſaid city, and which it is 
ſuppoſed may amount to between four and 


' bx thouſand men, ſhall remain there under 


the guaranty of his Majeſty the king of 
Denmark, without committing any act of 
hoſtility; nor, on the other hand, ſhall 
they be expoſed ta any from the French 
troops. In conſequence thereof, cominiſ- 
ſaries named on each fide, ſhall agree upon 
the limits to be fixed round that place, for 
the conveniency of the garriſonz which 
limits ſhall not extend beyond half a league, 
or a ſeagve from the place, according to 
the nature of the ground or circumſtances, 
which ſhall be fairly ſettled by the commiſ- 
ſaries. The reſt of the Hanoverian army 
ſhall go and take quarters in the country 
beyond the Elbe: and to facilitate the 


march of thoſe troops, his excellency the | 
marſhal duke de Richlieu ſhall concert with 


a general officer, ſent from the Hanoverian 
army, the routs they ſhall take, cbliging 
himſelf to give the neceſſary paſſports and 
ſecurity for the free paſſage of them and 
their baggage to the places of their deſtina- 
tion; his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
Cumberland reſerving to himſelf the liberty 
of negociating between the two courts for 
an extenſion of thoſe quarters. As to the 
French troops, they ſhall remain in the reit 
of the duchies of Bremen and Verden till the 
definitive reconciliation of the two ſove- 
reigns, 

IV. As the aforeſaid articles are to be 
executed as ſoon as poſſible, the Hanowverian 
army, and the corps which are detached 
from it, particularly that which is at Buck- 
Schantz, and the neighbourhood, ſhall retire 
under Stade in the ſpace of eight and forty 
hours. The French army ſhall not paſs the 
rive Oſte, in the dutchy of Bremen, till the 
limits be regulated. It ſhall, beſides, keep 
all the poſts and countries of which it is in 
poſſeſſion: and not to retard the regulations 
of the limits between the armies, commiſ- 
ſaries ſhall be nominated and ſent on the

SEPARATE ARTICLES. 

Upon the repreſentations made by the 
count de Lynar with a view to explain ſome 
diſpoſitions made by the preſent convention, 
the following articles were added. 

I, It is the intention of his excellency 
the marſhal duke de Richlieu, that the allied 
troops of his Royal Highneſs the Duke of 
Cumberland ſhall be ſent back to their re- 
ſpective countries, according to the form 
mentioned in the ſecond article; and that 
as to their ſeparation and diſtribution in the 
country, it ſhall be regulated between the 
courts, thoſe troops not being conſidered as 
priſoners of war. 

II. It having been repreſented, that the 
country of Lunenberg cannot accommodate 
more than 15 battalions, and fix ſquadrons, 
and that the city of Stade cannot abſolutely 
contain the garriſon of 6000 men allotted 
to it, his excellency the marſhal duke de 
Richlieu, being preſſed by M. de Lyrar, 
who ſupported this repreſentation by the 
guaranty of his Daniſh majeſty, gives his 
conſent; and his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of Cumberland engages to cauſe 15 
battalions, and fix ſquadrons, to paſs the 
Elbe; and the whole body of hunters, and 
the remaining 10 battalions, and 28 ſqua- 
drons, ſhall be placed in the town of Stade, 
and the places neareſt to it, that are within 
the line, which ſhall be marked by poſts 
from the mouth of the Lube, in the Elle, 
to the mouth of the E/merbeck, in the river 
Oe. Provided always, that the faid ten 
battalions, and 28 ſquadrons, ſhall be quar- 
tered there as they are at the time of ſigning 
this convention, and ſhall not be recruited 
under any pretext, or augmented in any 
caſe; and this clauſe is particularly guaran- 
tied by the count de Lyrar in the name of 
his Daniſh majeſty,

that the army, and the detached corps, 
cannot both retire under Stade in eight and 
forty hours, agreeable to the convention, 
his excellency the marſhal duke de Ricblieu 
hath ſignified, that he will grant them pro- 
per time, provided the corps encamped at 
Buck-Schantz, as well as the army encamp- 
ed at the Bremerzwarden, begin their march 
to retire in four and twenty hours after 
figning the convention. The time neceſſary 
for other arangements, and the execution 
of the articles concerning the reſpeCtive 
limits, ſhall be ſettled between lieutenant- 
general Sporken, and the marquis de Vil- 


lemur, firſt lieutenant- general of the king's 


army.

Sept. 9. The King was pleaſed to con- 
ſtitute and appoint the right honourable 
George lord Abergavenny, to be lord lieu- 
tenant and cuſtos rotulorum of and in the 
county of Suſſex. 

The King was pleaſed to appoint Hans 
Stanley, eſq. à lord of the admiralty. 

Sept. 10. A large green ſhark was taken 
in the Troeed, a little above the bridge at 
Berwick, which was fix feet long; it af- 
frightened the fiſhermen greatly, who, 
betore they ſaw it, imagined they had got 
a great hawl of ſalmon, the net being ſo 
difficult to draw; as ſoon as it came near 
the ſhore, it made the water fly a prodigi- 
ous height; and after they had diſabled it 
a little, and got into ſhoal water, it made a 
hole in the ſand with its tail, which would 
have held a coach. Some of the curious, 
who had ſeen thoſe creatures in both the 
Indies, ſay, this was an Faſt-India one; 
and it was believed that it had followed the 


Eaſt-India fleet to the Forth, and taken off 


after the ſalmon up the river in paſſing 
by. A claſped penknife was found in its 
belly. 

The diſputes between the French king 
and his Parliament of Paris were all accom- 
modated, whereupon his Majeſty re-eſta- 
bliſhed his Parliament, without excepting 
even the ſixteen baniſhed members; and 
the exiled prieſts were all permitted to re- 


turn to their reſpective dioceſes, but upon 


this expreſs condition, That his Majeſty 
will have no further contention about the 
Bull Unigenitus, nor the ſyſtem of grace; 
but that every one ſhall follow his religion as 
tranſmitted to us by our anceſtors, without 
endeavouring to dive into the decrees of 
God by ſcholaſtic ſubtilties, which only 
ſerved to foment animoſities and diſſenſions 
and lead ſimple minds into doubts equally 
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pernicious and dangerous to the fate as to 
private communities, and often deſtroyed 
the domeſtic happineſs of many families, 

In conſequence of this the Parliament 
reſumed their functions on the 15th infant 
after regiſtering his Majeſty's declaration of 
the 1oth of December laſt, concerning ec. 
cleſiaſtical affairs; and his Majeſty fince 
ordered all the refractory eccleſiaſticks to 
adminiſter the ſacraments, under pain of 
perpetual impriſonment. _ | 

Both from Genoa and Toulon we had an 
account, that. our Mediterranean ſquadron 
3 up Baſtia, the capital of Corſica, 
by ſea. 

Sept. 21. The Parliament, which ſtood 
prorogued to Thurſday, September 22, was 
further prorogued to Tueſday, November 15, 
then to fit for the diſpatch of buſineſs.

Sept. 22. Arrived the Baltick fleet, con- 
ſiſting of 106 ſail. 

Sept. 23. Sir Edward Hawke ordered 
the vice admiral with his diviſion, compoſ- 
ed of the Magnanime, 1 Neptune, 
Torbay, and Royal William, trigates, bomb- 
veſſels, fireſhips, and cutters, to attack the 
iſle of Aix, between the iſlands of Rhe and 
Oleron ; the Magnanime led, and about 
twelve the fire began from the fort, with 
ſhel)s and great guns, and continued while 
our thips approached, till about ten minutes 
after one, when the Magnanime brought 
up within leſs than forty yards of the fort, 
where ſhe kept an inceſſant fire for about 
thirty-five minutes, as did the Barfleur, 
which brought up, about five minutes after 
her, abreaſt of the fort. About three 
quarters after one the firing ceaſed, the 
garriſon having ſtruck their colours, and 
ſurrendered, 

They had in the fort eight mortars of 
about fourteen inches diameter, and 30 
guns, 16 of which were eighteen, and the 
remainder about fourteen pounders.

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The Magnanime, though damaged in her 
rigging, yards, and maſts, yet had only 
two ſoldiers killed, and eleven men wound- 


ed; of the garriſon, which conſiſted of near 


boo ſeamen and ſoldiers, only one was 
killed, and ſeven or eight wounded. 

The works of this fort were afterwards 
blown up. ; 

On the 29th of September, the reſolution 
was taken to return to Fngland with the 
troops, no attempt having been made to 
land on the coaſt of France.

The tollowing is an account of the ſhips 


that ſuſtained loſſes in a late hurricane in 


North- America : The Windſor loſt 16 guns; 
the Newark 6 guns; the Kingſton 16 guns; 
the Nottingham 12 guns and her mizen- 
maſt; the Invincible three men, and her 
main and mizen-maſts; the Captain and 
Sunderland, their main and mizen-maſts ; 
the Nightingale four men, 20 guns, and her 
mizen-maſt; the Cruizer three men, 10 
guns, and mizen-maſt, 

This hurricace, it appears, laſted four. 
teen hours, When it began, the fleet was 
about 40 leagues from Louiſbourg; and to- 
wards the end of it, the ſhips were within 
two miles of the rocks and breakers; ſo 
that, had not the wind ſuddenly ſhifted 
from ſouth-eaſt to ſouth-weſt, they would, 
in all human probability, have been driven 
aſhore, and totally loſt. 

The French fleet ſuffered greatly in Louiſ- 
leurg harbour.

In the month of Avguft 1755, an aug-

About the ſame time an augmentation 
was made in the dragoons, which made up 
every regiment four ſquadrons of 640 men; 
making in ell 2560 men. 

In the month of December of the ſame 
year 1755, an augmentation was alſo made 
in the horſe, of ten men in a company; 
in all 5560 men. 

The royal volunteers, and Fiſcher's corps, 
were alſo zugmented ; we do not exactly 
know to what number; but, according to 
our advices, this augmentation came to 
680 men, or thereabouts. : 

Theſe ſeveral augmentations amounted to 
38,420 men; and con ſequently the French 
army (without reckoning the militia and 
the invalids, above 67,000) was compoſec 
of 169,000 men, They raiſed two new 
regiments in the country of Liege; bur, 
notwithſtanding that, their regular troops 
were undet. 200,000 men. 1 1 

The iſlands of Minorca and Cerſica, with 
the colonies in America, took up 25, ooo men 
at leaſt; they embarked in the ſpring 3 or 
4000 men for different ſervices in the two 
Indies; marſhal d'Eftrees' army, if the regi- 
ments had been compleat, would have 
amounied to 92,000 men; marſhal Richlieu's 
32,665, A body of 6or 7000 men muſt alſo 
bereckoned; which they are obliged to keep 
in garriſon at Toulon, Marſeilles, Cette, An- 
tibes, &c. at hrnd for that part of the coaſt. 

According to this calculation then, there 
were 160,000 regular troops employed; 
there will remain above 40,000 men for all 
the garriſons, from Sedan to the frontiers of 
Sevitzerland, as alſo for thoſe of Roufillon 
and Guienne, without ſpeaking of Flanders

dues which they received from the pilgrims. 
As the chief of the black eunuchs was the 
cauſe of all that happened by that change, 
which he effected merely to ſerve his own 
Intereſted views, the grand ſeignior ordered 
his head to be ſent for from Rhodes, where 
he was lately exiled; and on its arrival ex- 
poſed it to public view.

What is remarkable, he was but 
juſt four days in going from Falmcutb to 
London, and from London to Portfmouth.

36 ; Shannon of 36; Gramont of 24; and the 
Etna and Lightning fire ſhips z the Invinci-

berg ſurrendered, after Gx hours reſiſtance 
and the garriſon of about 150 men were 
made priſoners of war.

had but one float, the paſſage of the troops 
took up much time. 

Feb. 26. The two generals, the mar- 
quis d' Armentieres, and the marquis de Ro- 


chepine, together with the garriſon, evz- 


cuated the town of Zell. 

Feb. 28. The prince de Clermont, and 
the duke de Randan, did the ſame at Hans 
ver, obſerving good diſcipline, and with- 
out the leaſt plunder, He diſtributed to 
the poor the corn and meal which remain- 
ed in the magazines, whilft thoſe, who 
commanded at Brunſwick, burned all the 
proviſions. | E

II. All the white people belonging to 
the Senegal company, to be conducted to 
France, with their private effects; mer- 
chandize and uncoined treaſure excepted. 

III. The free mulattoes, or negroes, to 
remain ſo ; not to be moleſted in their re- 
ligion or effects, and to have liberty to re- 
tire, if they chuſe it. 

In conſequence of theſe artieles, major 
. with the marines, took poſſeſſion 
of fort Lewis the 2d of May. In it were 
found 232 French officers and ſoldiers 3 
92 pieces of cannon; with treaſure, ſlaves, 
and merchandize to a conſiderable value.

Auguſt 2. A turtle of upwards of 500lb. 
weight was ſent down to the earl of Sand- 


- evich's (eat near Huntingdon : this is ſaid to 


be the largeſt turtle ever brought to Eng- 
land. 

A great number of fowls, beaſts, &c, 
which came over in the Meſt-India fleet, 
were brought to St. James's, preſents to 
his royal highneſs the duke of Cumber- 
land. 

At Wigton, there was ſuch a fall of rain 
as had not been known inthe memory of 
the oldeſt man living, It ſwelled the rivu- 
lets. to ſuch a degree in that town and 
neighbourhood, that five bridges within 
two miles of the town were ſwept away by 
the flood; and did confiderable damage to 
the hay and growing corn, by overflowing 
all the adjacent grounds. Several houſes 
were much damaged, and many trees torn 
up by the roots, by the rapidity of the cur- 
rent. In ſeveral houſes in the town the 
water was fix feet deep the day after the 
flood. 

The following lord lieutenants, beſides 
thoſe formerly mentioned, appointed meet- 
ings for putting the militia act in exe- 
cution, wiz, the earl of Helderneſſe, for the 
north-riding of Yorkſhire; and lord Aber- 
gavenny, for Suſſex. g 

Auguſt 3. M. d' Ache was defeated again 
by admiral Pecock in the Eaft- Indies. 

Auguſt 5. Two powder-mills at Houn- 
ſlow ; 8 up with about 600 weight of 
powder. | 

M. de Chewert was defeated at Meere by 
baron ImbofF. 8 

Auguſt 8. Cherbourg was taken, and its 
pier deſtroyed by the Ar . 

His Majeſty's troops had effected a land- 
ing, under cover of the frigates and bomb 
ketches, in the bay des Marte, two leagues 
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weſtward of Cherburg, in the face of a large 
body of the enemy prepared to receive 
them; and in the evening, Cherhurg ſur- 
rendered at diſcretion, the enemy having 
marched out and abandoned the place, on 
the approach of his M.jeity's troops: lieut. 
general Bligb, the ſame das, took poſſeſſion 
of the foris of Querqueville, Homer, and la 
Calette, and hoiſted Engliſh colours in them. 
The gener-l then prepaied to deſtroy, on 
the next day, the baſon, and the two peers 
at the entrance of the harbour. There 
were about twenty-ſeven ſhips in the har- 
bour, and thirty pieces of braſs cannon 
taken. Captain Hoxwe, with the ſhips 
under his command, was v ja Cherburg 
road, 

An unſucceſsful attempt was made on 
the iſland of Gcree near the river Senegal; 
but the ſhips who attached loſt a few men 
and received very little damage. 

Auguſt 10. The Magdalen hoſpital in 
Googman's Fields, for tie reception of peni— 
tent proſtitutes, was open, when fifty pe- 
titions were preſented, and ſeveral of the 
penitents admitted. 

Auguſt 11. At Poole in the county of 
Montgomery, whilſt the court of great ſeſ- 
ſions was fitting in the hall there, over the 
market place, an ala mas given that the 
floor gave y; which occaſioned ſo great 
crouding, at the door and ſtairs, that fix of 
of the cor: n people were trampled to 
death, an! ny oti.crs bruiſed, 

Auguſt 17. Richard Houſeman, of Knareſ- 
borough, was committed to York caſtle on 
ſuſpicion of murdering Daniel Clark, of the 
ſame place, ſ:ve-maker, about fourteen 
years ago: the diſcovery was remarkable; 
ſome workmen, digging about St. Robert's 
Cave, near Knareſdor:ugh, fourd the re- 
mains of a body, which they ſuppoſed to 
be murdered ; and as Daniel Clar had ſud- 
denly diſappeared, and was generally thought 
to have been murdercd, they imagined it 
might be his body; and therefore appre- 
hended Houſeman, and carried him before a 
Juſtice, as it was recollected that he was 
one of the laſt perſons ſeen in Clark's com- 
pany. On his examination he ſaid, that 
the body found was not C/ark's body, for 
Clark was buried in another place, which 
he mentioned, and accor1ingly the remains

of another body was there found, on which. 


he was committed as above. And Eugene 
Aram, of Lynn, Norfolk, was alſo com- 


mitted on the accuſation of being an ac- 


complice.

Louiſbourg was received at the Admiralty 
office, 

This day his Majeſty's ſhip Richng 
with the Scorpion ſloop failed from Peri. 
mouth with a number of tranſports unser 
their convoy, having on board ſome troops 
of light horſe to reinlorce the army under 
general Bligh. 

Aug.20.By hisMajeſty's command a prayer 
and thankſgiving for the taking ol Lau 
Leurg was read. in the churches within the 
bills of mortality at London. 

It was reſolved by a matority of voices in 
the diet of Ratiſbon, to intreat his Imperial 
majeſty to horrow 300,000 crowns in the 
name of the empire, with an alurance that 
the ſame ſhould be repaid out of the fir 
contingents raiſed by the Germanic body, 
The ſeveral miniſters from the cvurts of 
Pranden urgh, Hanover, and Heſje-Coſſel, 
excuſed themfelves from conſentine to this 
reſolution. That of Hancver declared, 
that the French and Auftrian troops, having 
by exorbitant contributions exhauſted the 
revenues of the electorate, as well as the 
territories of its allies, he could not poſſibly 
change his opinion. That of Brandenburgb 
referred to his memorial of the 28th of 
June. In a word, this ſubje& occaſioned 
great debates in the electoral college. | 

Aug. 21. The ſentence of the ban of 
the empire was confirmed by the Aulic coun- 
cil, (the laſt court of appeal from the diet 
of the empire) againſt the king of Pruſſia; 
and, at the ſame time, three. decrees, or 


| fnand&es, were iſſued againſt three other 


Proteſtant members of the empire: the 
firſt againſt the king of Creat-Britain, as 
elector of Brunſwick Lunenburgh, the 
ſecond againſt the duke of Brunſwick-Wel- 
fembuttle; and the third againft the count 
of Lippe Buckeburgh. In that againſt his 
Britannic majeſty the ban of the empire was 
threatened, for having joined his troops to 
thoſe of the elector of Brandenburgb, and 
taking into his pay the forces of ſeveral 
princes, in order to ſupport that elector's 
rebellion, for having ravaged the countries 
of Hildeſpeim, Oſnaburg, and Munſter ;, tor 
having taken a Pruffian general to com- 
mand his troops, and with force and arms 
invaded the countries of Paderborn, Ju- 
liers, Bergue, Cologne, Liege, and Brabant, 
taking towns, beſieging cities, raiſing con- 
tributions, and ſeizing the revenues; and 
laſtly, for bringing for-ign troops into the 
empire, taking poſſeflion of Embden, and 
oppreſſing his co-eftates, His Majeſty, for 
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his foreign troops from Germary imme- 
eiztely; te deſiſt from ſupporting the re- 
bellion of the elector of Brandenburgb; to 
eilband the troops he had taken into his 
pay; to make good the damages he had al- 
ready done; to give {ecurity for his good 
behaviour for the future; and, laſtly, to 
join his contingent to the army of the 
empire, in order to puniſh, in an exem- 
plary manner, the rebellion that had been 
raiſed in open violation of the Imperial 
decrees, 

Aug. 22. Injunctions were iſſued for the 
following princes to quit the Pruſſian and 
Hanoverian armies, on pain of being fined 
1000 gold marks in caſe of diſobedience : 
Prince Auguſtus Ferdinand of Bevern, the 
margrave Charles of Schawedt, prince Henry 
of Pruſſia, the hereditary prince of Meſfem- 
buttle, prince Ferdinand of Brunſwick, the 
hereditary prince Frederick of Heſſe-Caſſel, 
prince Frederick of Wirtemberg, prince 
Gerge Levis of Holſtein, prince Maurice of 
Deſau, prince Adolphus of Bernburgh; and 
the counts of Wind and Dobna. 

The count de Wied Runckel was ſum- 
moned to furniſh his contingent to the army 
of the empire; and the city of Francfort 
on the Mayne, with the cantons of the im- 
mediate Nobleſſe of the empire, were 
charged to publiſh and execute the Empe- 
ror's avocatory reſeripts. 

An information having been laid before 
the right honourable the Lord Mayor, that 
lights had been ſeen in the works belonging 
to the new temporary bridge, his lordſhip 
directed an inſpection to be made into 
them; and it appeared that attempts had 
been made to fire the bridge in three places : 
upon which a proper guard was ordered to 
be kept, and he ſummoned a bridge com- 
mit'ee to meet, to confider on the moſt 
effetual means to prevent the malicious 
deſign of burning down the ſaid bridge. 

His Majeſty's ſhip Eſſex, the honourable 
commodore Hexve, with the reſt of the ſhips, 
and tranſports under his command, failed 
out of Pcrtland road, where they had taken 
in freſh proviſions, on a new enterprize 
2zainſt the French. 

At Boſton, in New England, about noon, 
a violent hurricane or whirlwind paſſed 


through part of Chelſea, or Rumney Marſh, , 


which aroſe and came off the water from 
the S. W. bending its courſe about N. E. 
ſuppoſed to extend in width but about four 
or five rods, and ſeemed to carry all before 
it, tearing up by the roots a great number 
of ſtately oaks and elms of above ſixty feet 
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| in height, as alſo a great many apple-trees 


in ſeveral orchards; particularly in one 
orchard only, ſixty-three fine trees, juſt 
come to their maturity, being planted about 
twenty-five years ago, were torn up, leave 
ing the ground about the roots open twenty 
or thirty feet over, With great fury it 
came againſt ſome of their ſtone fences, 
and threw them down, in ſome places 
hardly leaving one ſtone upon another: 
a cart ſtanding in the midſt of a barn loaded 
with hay, was forced a conſiderable way 
out; and ſome of the poſts or rafters of the 


"barn broken off. In one place the guſt 


ſeemed to riſe, ſo that the limbs and 
branches of lofty trees, were broken off as 
if cut with an axe. It paſſed by one corner 
of a dwelling-houſe, and ſhook it ſo vio- 
lently, that the people expeCting it would 
be turned over, ran out to ſave their lives. 
So violent a hurricane was ſcarcely ever 
known in theſe parts. 

Auguſt 23, A hurricane happened at 
Barbadves, at ſeven in the morning, and 
laſted till three in the afternoon, from 
N. N. W. to 8. S. W. during which time 
eight ſail were driven on ſhcre, two of 
which, his Majeſty's ſloop, Barbadoes, cap- 
tain Middleton, and the ſchooner Betſcy, be- 
longing to the iſland, were got oft again 
the Franklarnd privateer, captain Roan; the 
Aurora, Campbell; the Jenny and Sally, 
Bolton, were all to pieces; the Reje, - EI 
mores, of HFriſial, with thirty hogſheads of 
ſugar; the David and Suſannah, Bartlett 
and the Good Intent, Tucker, both of Piſ- 


cataqua, were bulged; and alſo all the ſmall 


craft on the ſouth-ſide, except two ſmall 
ſhallops. They had ſome ſeaſonable rains 
afterwards, and the ylanters began planting 
again, in great hopes that the enſuing 
crop would not be very bad. 

The ſame hurricane extended to the 
other iſlands in a different degree; it did 
very little damage at St. Kit's; none at 
Antigua; but a great deal at Guagaloupe, 
Martinico, and St. Euſtatia. 

Auguſt 24. A court of common council 


was held at Guildhall, when a motion was 


made to congratulate his Majeſty on the 
ſucceſs of his arms, and the taking the 
valuable fortreſs of Louiſhourg, Sc. which 
motion being ſeconded, a committee was 
appointed to prepare an addreſs for that 
purpoſe, and the ſheriffs were ordered to 
wait upon his Majeſty to know his pleaſure 
when the ſame ſhould be preſented. 

Auguſt 2 5. At nine o'clock in the morn- 
ing, 12 Pruſſian majeſty attacked the 
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Ruſſians at Zornderff, and, after an engage = 
ment, which laſted till the evening, en- 
tircly defeated them; 15, co Ruſſians were 
left en the field of battle; and their mili— 
tary cheſt, all their artillery, and three 
licutenant-generals taken, "the Prufſians 
loſt about 3000, killed and wounded. 

Auguſt 26. This day the right honour- 
able the Lord Mayor, aldermen, and com- 

mons of the city of Londen in common 
council affembled, waited on his Majefty, 
and made their compliments in the fol- 
lowing addreſs, 

«© Myft gracious Sovereign, 

& Amidſt the joyful acclamations of 
your ſaithful people, permit us, your Ma- 
jeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal ſubjects, the 
Lord Mayor, aldermen, and commons, of 
the city of TLerden, in common council 
aſſembled, humbly to congratulate your 
Majeſty on the fuccels of your arms in the 
conqueſt of the important fortreſs of Louiſ- 
bourg, the reduction of the iſlands of Cape 
Breton and St, John, and the blow there 
given to a conſiderable part of the French 
navy. 

&« An event ſo truly glorious to your 
Majeſty, ſo important to the colonies, trade, 
and navigation of Great-Britain, and fo fa- 
tal to the commercial views and naval power 
of France, aftords a reaſonable proſpeC of 
the recovery of all our rights and poſſeſſions 
in Amcrica, ſo unjuſtly invaded; and in a 
great meaſure anſwers the hopes we formed, 
when we beheld the French power weakened 
on the coaft of Africa, their ſhips deſtroyed 
in their purts at home, and the terror 
thereby ſpread over all their coaſts. ; 

« May theſe valuable acquifitions, fo 
gloriouſly obtained, ever continue a part of 
the Britiſb empire, as an effectual check to 
the perficy and ambition of a nation, 
whoſe repeated inſults and uſurpations 
&b}1..ed your Majeſty to enter into this juſt 
and neceflary war: and may theſe inſtances 
of the wiſdom of your Majeſty's councils, 
of the conduct and r. ſolution of your com- 
manders, and of the intrepidity of your 
fleets and armies, convince the world of the 
innate ſtrength and reſoureee of your king- 
doms, and diſpoſe your Majeſty's enemies 
to yield to a ſafe and honourable peace. 

« In all events, we ſhall moſt chearfully 
contribute, to the utmoſt of our power, 
towards ſupporting your Majeſty in the 
vigerous proſecution of meaſures ſo nobly 
deſigned, and fo wiſely directed. And it 
Hall be our moſt fervent prayer, that your 


Majeſty may long, very long, enjoy the fruits 


_ proviſion. 
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of your auſpicious government, in returhe 
of loyalty and affection from a gratefyt 
people; and that the crown of theſe realng 
may flouriſh, with equal luſtre, on the 
heads of your auguſt deſcendants, to the 
lateſt poſterity,” 

To which addreſs his Majeſty was pleaſed 
to return this moſt gracious anſwer, 

« FT receive this dutiful and loyal adercſ; 
as a freſh mark of yotr conſtant affection 
to me and my government; and I return 
my hearty thanks for it. The Ready af- 
fections of my people, united in a hearty 
zeal for the honour of my crown, will, I 
doubt not, enable me to carry on, with 
vigour and ſucceſs, a war which was ne- 
ceſſarily undertaken, to defend the religion, 
liderties, and valuable poſſeſſions of my 
kingdoms, againſt the unjuſt attempts of 
my enemies. The city of London may 
always depend upon my protection and fa- 
vour, and upon my conſtant care for the 
extent of their trade and navigation,” 

They were all received very graciouſly, 
and had the honour to kiſs his Majeſty's 
hand. 

Auguſt 27. His Majeſty's ſhip Eſex, 
commodore Hxve, with all the other ſhips 
of war and tranſports under his command, 
returned to Portland road, being driven 
from the coaſt of France by a hard gale of 
wind at S. S. W. 

This day colonel] Bradſtreet made him- 
ſelf maſter of Fort Frontenac or Ca- 
daraqui, on the Lake Ontario, at the en- 
trance into St, Laurence's river, and took 
in the harbour eleven or twelve ſkips, each 
mounting from ten to twenty guns; he 
found in the fort eighty pieces of cannon, 
with great quantities of ammunition and 
The garriſon ſurrendered pri- 
ſoners of war. 

An guſt 28, The flags, ſtandards, and 
other trophies, taken at Cherbcurg, were 
brought from Portſmouth, where they were 


landed, and ſhewn to his Majeſty at Ken- 


fington. 

Auguſt 29. The King was pleaſed to 
appoint the duke of Marlborough, general 
over all and fingular the foot torces em- 
ployed in his Majeſty's ſervice. 

By a general ſtate of the receipts and 
payments of the Foundling hoſpital, it ap- 
peared that from its firſt opening, March 
25, 1741, to December 31, 1757, the num- 
ber of children received into this hoſpital 
was 6394.

6d. be nefactions 
towards defraying the expences of divine 
ſervice in the chapel. The expences that 
year amounted to 33,8321. 13s. 2d. of 
which 502“. 48. 6d. was exacted as fees at 
the Exchequer on 20,0001. part of the par- 
liamentary grant; the fees on the remain- 
ing 10, ocol. were charitably remitted, 
Auguſt 31. One of his Majeſty's meſ- 
ſengers arrived at Kenſington from the duke 
of Marlborough, with advice, that the 
junction of the troops with prince Fer- 
dinand was made the 14th inſtant ; that 
there had been great rains and floods, and 
the Engliſh forces in their march were 
obliged to encamp in ſome places where the 
ground was covered with water. : 
| Sept. 2. Between nine and ten at night, 
a fire broke out among ſome new cordage, 
very near the ſtore-houſe, in his Majeſty's 
yard at Deptford, when great numbers of 
the artificers went to give their aſſiſtance, 
by whom it was ſoon extinguiſhed. The 


commiſſioners of the navy promiſed sol. 


reward to any perſon concerned in this 
wicked affair, who would make diſcovery 
thereof, except the perſons who fet the 
place on fire. 

Sept. 3. His Portugueſe Majeſty coming 
cut of the country in the evening, attended 
by three of his domeſtics, was jet upon by 
three fellows near Belem, in a loneſome 
placez two of them had muſkets, and the 
third a blunderbuſs loaded with ſmall ſhot ; 
one was diſcharged at the coachman, whom 
it very much wounded; the King was dan- 
gerouſlly wounded in ſeveral parts of his 
body and face, and his right arm much 
ſhattered; the footman was miſerably 
wounded, The authors of this horrible 
plot had ſpread a report before hand that 
the King would not live long, and even 
fixed the time of his death to the month of 
by os 1758, A confiderable number 
of perſons were arrefted by the King's 
order, of whom the following were the prin- 
eipaf, wiz. duke de Awciroz marquis of 
Tavora, father; marquis of Tavora, ſon;

Upon a fair examination 
their guilt was proved, 

The chief of the Genceſe male-contents, 
de Paoli, entered the province of Cape Corſo, 
in the iſland of Corffea, and with 2000 men 
laid fiege to Roglizno, to facilitate the ſur- 
render of which, he cauſed the city of 
Baſtia to be blockaded with x500 men. 

Sept. 6. The king was pleaſed to order 
the colours taken at Lovifbourg, which were 


lately brought to the palace at Kenſinoton, 


to be depoſited in the cathedral church of 
St. Paul's. 

| Theſe colours were put up near the weſt 
door of the cathedral. 

Sept. 7. At the anniverſary feaſt of the 
natives of G/ocefterſhire, held at Gloceſter, 
for the putting out of poor boys to trades, 
1571. was collected by the gentlemen tor 
that laudable purpoſe. 

Sept. 10. Soon after morning ſervice at 
St, Febn's, Wapping, the neighbourhood 
was alarmed with the cry of fire, which 


burnt down fifteen houſes on both ſides the 


way, before water could be had to ſupply 
the engines, it being then ebb-tide. 

A large ſhip that was repairing at gun» 
dock, was ſet on fire, and her rigging and 
tops burnt away. | 

Addreſſes of congratulation to his Ma- 
jeſty on the taking of Louiſborcugb, and the 
late ſucceſſes of his arms, were preſented 
from Priſtol, Tork, Lincoln, Cheſter, Great 
VTarmouth, King's Lynn, Berwick upon 
Tweed, Exeter, Nceravich, Cambridge uni- 
verſity, New Sarum, Glaſgeav, Dorcbeſter, 
Sbaftſcury, Bath, Dutlin, and Tewkeſbury, 
Newcaſile town, and the Trinity houſe and 
company cf merchants adventurers there. 
Sept. 11. General Bligh's rear-guard was 
defeaied by the French at St. Cas. 

Many houſes were conſumed by a dread- 
ful fre at Llanwair, in Montgomery ſhire. 

About 200 men were at work at Mil ford- 
Haven, and a guard- ſhip placed there to 
prevent any obſtroction. 

The Parliament of Iceland was prorogued 
from the 29th of Chis month to the 4th of 
April. 

Sept. 14. His Majeſty's ſhips Ning ſton 
and Burford arrived at Plymouth from Louiſe 
beurg, with the tranſports, having the gar- 
riſon of Louiſtourg on board under their 
convoy. His Majeſty was pleaſed to make 
a preſent of 5ocl, to the captains Amberſt 
and 
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and Edgecombe, who jointly brought the 
news of the taking ot this important for- 
treſs; and to order a further ſum to each 
of thoſe gentlemen to purchaſe a ſword and 
ring. 

Sept. 15. While two ſerjeants and a 
curpural were employed in making up car- 
tridges in the exchange at Morpeth, the 
powder took fire, and above 1000 cartridges 
were blown up. The three men were ter- 
ribly burnt, and the recovery of one of the 
ſerjeants deſpaired of. The windows of 
the exchange were much ſhattered, and the 
conſequences would have been ſtill more 
dreadtul, had not 3000 cartridges and two 
ſacks of powder, which were upon the ta- 
ble, providentially eſcaped. 

Sept. 16. The cannon and mortars taken 
at Cherburg paſſed by his Majeſty, and ſet 
out from Hyde park, and came through the 
city in grand proceſſion, guarded by a com- 
pany of matroſſes, with drums beating and 
fifes playing all the way to the Tower, 
where they arrived about four o'clock in the 
afternoon, On each braſs cannon were theſe 
mot tos: Ultima ratio regum, i. e. The ul- 
timate reaſon of kings: and p/uribus nec 
impar, A match for many. On the two 
mortars, Non ſolis radios ſed Jovis fulmina; 
Not the rays of the ſun, but Jupiter's thun- 
der. 

Sept. 18, A proclamation was publiſhed, 
whereby the parliament, which ſtood pro- 
rogued to the 28th inftant, was further 
prorogued to the 14th of Nowember, then 
to fit for the diſpatch of buſineſs. 

Sept. 19. The foot forces in the late ex-

prince of Naſſau-Meilbaurg. She after- 
wards cauſed another paper to be brought 


| to ber, which ſhe alſo ſigned, This ſecond. 
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Faper was a letter to the States-General, in 
which ſhe entreated all the confederates to 
conſent to the marriage of her daughter, 
and not to make any change in the regula- 
tions ſhe had made with regard to the tute- 
lage of the young prince and his education, 

This letter alſo mentioned, that 23 the 
prince of ag. fer Wielbcurg, was not of the 


eſtabliſhed religion (that is, a Lutheran, 


nor a Calviniſt) it was ſtipulated in the 
contract of marriage that all the children 
born of the marriage, ſhould be baptized 
and educated in the eſtabliſhed religion of 
Holland. | 

Jan. 13. The aſſaſſins of his Portugueſe 


majeſty were executed. A ſcaffold was built 


at Liſbon nearly oppoſite to the houſe 
where the priſoners were confined, and 
eight wheels fixed upon it.

Young Foſeph Maria of Ta- 
wora, the young marquis of Tawora, the 
count of Atouguia, and three ſervants of the 
duke of Aveire, were firit ſtrangled at the 
take, and aſterwards their limbs broken 


by an iron inſtrument; the marquis of Ta- 


Vora, general of horſe, and the duke of 
Awveiro, had their limbs broken alive. The 


duke for greater ignominy, was brought 


bare-headed to the place of execution. The 


body and limbs of each of the criminals, 


after they were executed, were thrown upon 
a wheel, and covered with a linen cloth, 


But when Antonio Alwares Ferreira was 


brought to the ſtake, whoſe ſentence was 
to be burnt alive, the other bodies were ex- 
poſed to his view; the combuſtible matter, 
which had been laid under the ſcaffolding, 
was ſet on fire, the whole machine, with 
the bodies, were conſumed to aſhes, and 
thrown into the ſea, 

A veſſel in the ſervice of the ordnance, 
laden with ftores for the ordnance office,

Tripoly was nearly deſtroyed by 
an earthquake, which was felt through- 
out an extent of 100 leagues in length, and 
near as many in breadth, forming a ſpace 
of 10000 ſquare leagues, containing the 
chain of mountains of Liban and the Anti- 
Liban, with a prodigious number of vil- 
lages, the greateſt part of which became 
nothing but a heap of ruins, The ſhocks 
began the zoth of October at four in the 
morning, the waters of the docks over- 
flowed, and all ſeemed to threaten a gene- 
ral deſtruction. They were felt in the 
ſame manner at Burut, twenty leagues to 
the ſouth ; but were more violent at the At- 
taquire, diſtance twenty-five leagues to the 
north, Many houſes were thrown down 
at. Scyde, and a number of people buried 
under their ruins, 

At Acre, which is fifteen leagues higher 
than Seyde, the ſea overflowed its borders, 
and poured into the ftreets, though ſeven 
or eight feet above the level of the ſea. 

The city of Sapbet, about ten leagues 


diſtant, was entirely overthrown, and the 


greateſt part of its inhabitants periſhed by 

the fall of the houſes. - 

The ſhocks were terrible at Damas, which 

is three journies from Seyde z all the mi- 

ranets and a number of houſes were thrown 

down, and fix t houſand ſouls periſhed. 
Several other ſhocks were felt ſucceſ- 


brely till the 2 5th of November, which did |

The next day about four in the morning, 
it was ſucceded by others ſtill more dread- 
ful, and when day-light came it diſcovered 
the diſmal effects, the neighbouring towns 
preſenting nothing but heaps of ruins, 
The city was no longer habitable.

ancient caſtle built by the Romans,. with 
ſtones, .of which three were ſufficient to 
form the arch of a large vault, were entirely 
deſtroyed. 546 

Dec. 13. It was reſolved by the com- 
mons in the parliament of Jreland, that 
the exportation of live cattle from that 
kingdum, would be prejudicial to the trade 
and manufactures thereof. 

During the preſent war, there had been 
taken or deſtroyed, twenty-ſeven French 
ſhips of the line, and thirty- one frigates ;

en this occafion, which ſecured the Portu-

At Jamaica the rebeilion of the negroes 


about the beginning of Fune broke out with 
redoubled fury, and the number that join- 
ed were very conſiderable. They made 
their firſt appearance on. captain Forreſt's 
eftate, where they murdered Mr. Smith the 
overſeer, who was then at ſupper with four 
more gentlemen, one of whom was alſo 
murdered, another left for dead, and the 
other two eſcaped. After this they went 
to other eſtates, and murdered ſeveral other 
white people; but by this time the country 
was alarmed, and the militia and regulars 
went in purſuit of them, The negroes in 
their firſt ſkirmiſh had greatly the advan- 
tage, and ſeveral gentlemen of the militia 
were killed; but, with the aſſiſtance of 
ſome ſailors, -they next day attacked them 
a ſecond time, killed twenty-five, and took 
a good many priſoners. Colonel Spragge, 
who commanded, encamped at George Wil- 
liams's eſtate, with the whole regulars and 
militia, from whence parties were ſent out 
after the negroes, who never ſtood above 
one fire before they ran into the woods, In 
theſe ſallies, however, ſeveral of their head- 
men were killed, and about twenty guns 
and fifty pounds of powder taken; a loſs 
to them the greateſt they could have met 
with. They murdered all the negro chil- 


dren, and carried the women with them, 


over whom they were obliged to keep a con- 
ſtant and cloſe guard, The inſurrection, 
was intended to be general, and their plan 
appeared to have been a total maſſacre of all 
the whites, and to make the ifland a negro 
colony. This plan was intended to be exe- 
cuted immediately after the departure of the 
fleet for England; but the Indians on Mr, 
Forrefi's eſtate, who were principals in the 
plot, having got themſelves drunk, their 
impatience happily anticipated the deſign, 
otherwiſe, in all probability, many more 
Europeans would have ſuffered in oppoſing 
their attempt. | 
Advice was received that general Amber}, 
haring ſeen the laſt proviſions and ftores 
{ent off for Oſwego, left Sbenectedy himſelf, 
June 20, and the whole army under his 
command, conſiſting of 10,090 infantry, 
150 battoe- men, and 500 rangers, with a 
line train of artillery, ſet out from Oſ<vegs 
to march to Montreal the zoth.

of proviſions, ſet one hundred and thirty 
men of Birchini's regiment at liberty, and 
carried off ſix Hanoverian officers, ſixty men, 
twenty matroſſes, and ſome horſes, belong- 
ing to the Zngliſh cavalry, and other booty; 
they were attacked in their retreat to the 
French camp by general Luckner ; the ac- 
tion laſted an hour, and each party claimed 
the victory. 

July 3. This day, between twelve and 
one o'clock in the morning, a fire broke out 
in the rope-houſe belonging to his Majeſty's 
dock-yard at Portſmouth, which, notwith- 
ſtanding all poſſible aſſiſtance from the peo- 
ple or the yard, the officers and men be- 
longing to his Majeſty's ſhips in the harbour 
and at Spithead, the marines at quarters, 
and the ſoldiers from the town and barracks, 
who all exerted themſelves with remarkable 
zeal, could not be got under till paſt two in 
the afternoon, having conſumed the ſaid 
rope-houſe, with the ſpinning- houſe, hemp- 
houſe, and one of the ſtore-houſes with ſe- 
veral ſtores. The fire began in the upper 
part of the batchelor's loft, and was ſo in- 
ſtantaneous that the flame was diſcovered as 
ſoon as the ſmoke through the tiling. The 
night had beenexcefſively tempeſtuous, with 
great flaſhes of lightning, one of which, at 
eleven o'clock, had almoſt blinded the 
watchman at his poſt, and another, about 
ten minutes before the flame appeared, had 
paſſed him like a ball of fire, in a line of 
direction towards the place where the fire 


broke out. The loſs amounted to 400,000/7,

Admiral Rodney, who was lately forced 
by a ſtorm to Spirbead, had juſt before, 
while he was lying off Havre de Grace, to 
watch the mouth of the Seine, driven five 
flat bottomed boats, loaded with cannon 
and ſhot, aſhore, and deftroyed them with 
the fort at port Baſſin; at the ſame time 
ten others, with great difficulty, eſcaped 
into the river Orne, leading to Caen. 

They were remarkable fine veſſels, up- 
wards of 100 feet long, and capable to con- 
tain from three to five hundred men for a 
night's run. This ſucceſs had the deſired 
effect, the enemy having unloaded 100 
others that were ready to ſail, and ſent 
them all up again to Nouen. 

Captain Harvey, in the Dragen, and 
three other ſhips, attempted a deſcent on 
the iſland of Greuais in Quiberon bay; but 
finding the iſland better fortified with can- 
non, and ſupplied with troops, than he had 
reaſon to expect, he thought proper to deſiſt, 
after a fruitleſs attempt to land in the night, 
in order 0 take the place by ſurprize.

The magazines, the artil- 
lery, firelocks, ſabres, ammunition of war, 
and in general, - every thing that belongs 
to his moſt Chriſtian : majeſty, as well in 
the towns of Montreal, and Trois Riwvieres, 
as 1n the forts and poſts mentioned in the 
third article, ſhall be delivered up, ac- 
cording to exact i nventories, to the com- 
miſſaries, who ſhall be appointed to receive 


the ſame in the name of his Britannic ma- 


jeſty. Duplicates of the ſaid inventories 
ſhall be given to the marquis de Yaudreuil.

An hoſpital ſhip ſhall be 
provided by the Engliſh general, for ſuch 
of the wounted and fick officers, ſoldiers, 
and ſeamen, as ſhall be in a condition to be 
carried to France, and ſhall likewiſe be vie- 
tualled at the expence of his Britannic ma- 


ir hat be the ſame with regard to the 
other wounded and ſick officers, ſoldiers, 
and ſailors, as ſoon as they ſhall be reco- 
vered. They ſhall be at liberty to carry 
with them their wives, children, ſervants, 
and baggage; and the ſaid ſoldiers and ſai- 
lors ſhall not be ſolicited or forced to en- 
ter into the ſervice of his Britannic ma- 
jeſty.

and baggage. The chief agent of 'the ſaid 
company, in caſe he ſhould chuſe to go to 
France, ſhall be allowed to leave ſuch per= 
ſon as he ſhall think proper till next year, 
to ſettle the affairs of the ſaid company, 
and to recover ſuch ſums as are due to 
them.

The camp at Wincheſter began 
to-break up, the five militia regiments 
marched off to their reſpeckive counties. 
he 47th of regulars, (lord EH gbam's) 
remained for embarkation, when joined 
by the other troops, viz. the 19th lord 
Georg? Beauclerk's, 21ſt Scotch fuzileers, 
zoth lord Loudon's, and 36th lord Man- 
ners's, the third battalion of the firſt regi- 
ment of foot guards, Burgoyne's light dra- 
goons, Crawford's royal volunteers, and 
two regiments from Ireland. 

04. 3. A ſhip of 70 guns, called the 
Ottoman Crown, having Turki/: ſtreamers 
embroidered with gold, waving down to the 
ſea, appeared off Malta. Upon examina- 
tion, it appeared that ſhe had failed from 
the Dardenelles, under the command of the 
Grand Seignior's high admiral, with 1050 
men on beard; that ſhe was deſtined to 
colle& the annual tributes at Smyrna, Sciog 
and Jrio: but that the Chriſtian ſlaves, 
having taken the opportunity, when the ad- 
mira}, with 700 of his attendants were on 
ſhore at Srancbio, to raiſe and maſſacre the 
reſt of tne crew, they inſtantly cut the 
cables, and ſailed to Malta, where they ar- 
rived lafe, and ſhared the booty, which 
amounted to 50,000 crowns a man. The 
captain of this ſhip was afterwards ſtrangled 
at Conſtantino le, and the high admiral diſ- 
graced, 


The order of Malta, as an encourage- 


ment to ſuch brave fellows, made them 
the ſole proprietors of the ſhip and ſlaves, 
as well as of all the contribution money, 
which latter was ſaid to amount toa million 
and a half of florins, and other effects on 
board, 

04. 9. Berlin ſurrendered to the Au- 
frrians and Ruſſians, by capitulation, 

The Auſtrians immediately levelled the 
arſenal and magazines with the ground, in 
which were immenſe quantities of ammu- 
nition and warlike ftores, and demanded 
two or three hundred thouſand guilders to 
be paid to the commanding ofiicers z this 
being paid, meaſures were taken for raiſ- 
ing the contributions, which amounted to 
1,900,000crowns, on the payment of which, 
the inhabitants received afſurances, that 
they ſhould be allowed the free exerciſe of 
their religion. Immediately after the ſur- 
render of the city ſtrong guards were placed 
at the houſes of all the foreign miniſters, 
whither many of the moſt conſiderable in- 


haditants retired for ſafety of their perſons 


and property,

which the enemy evacuated, on the 13th, 

07. 12. Majar-general Kiagſley kiſied 
his Majeſty's hand on being appointed to 
command the intended expedition, 

Oct. 13. General Werner entered Meck- 
lenbourg, and iſſued an order to the heads of 
the circles and magiſtrates of the cities, for 
turniſhing 30,000 rations, 20,000 portions, 
50 oxen, and 3oo ſheep, for the uſe of the 
Pruſſian army. On the publication of this 
order, the grand duke removed from Lubec 
to Schwerin, where he took up his reſidence. 

Oct. 14. At a court of aldermen and 
common council, it was agreed to petition 
the Parliament for leave to take down 
Greſham college. 

r. 15. By the Union, Dennis, arrived 
at Portſmouth, from Quebec, came advice, 
that colonel Frazer, with $00 men frum 
Quebec, inveſted and took fort Facques Car- 
tier, September 9, before he knew of the 
ſurrender of Montreal. It was defended by 
the marquis d'Abergotte, an Italian, who 
held out till he was reduced to thirty pounds 
of powder. F 

Oct. 16, The Lord Mayor, aliermen, 
and common council, Sc. of this city, 
waited on his Majeſty at Kenſington, with 
an addreſs on the reduction of all Canada. 
His Majeſty was pleaſed to confer the hon- 
our of knighthood on alderman Kite, and 
William Hart, eſq. ſheriffs.

OF. 23. This morning the third bat- 
talion of the firſt regiment of foot-guards, 
conſiſting cf goo men, marched from the 
Tower to Portſmouth, in three diviſions, 
His Majeſty was in the portico of Kenſington 
palace to ſce them paſs by. 

Wittemberg, where the Pruſſian general 
Salenmon, with a battalion of Plotbo and 
another of Grol/man had laid down their 
arms on the 14th, and from whence the 
Imperial general Deux Ponts cauſed all the 
heavy artillery, conſiſting of 241 pieces of 
cannon, to be tranſported to Torgau, and 
likewiſe demoliſhed the fortifications, fell 
again into the hands of his Pruſſian majeſty, 
the Imperialiſts retreating from it by the 
Eibe. 

OZ. 25. Between the hours of ſeven and 


eight o'cluck this morning, our moſt gra- 


cious ſovereign king George the Second was 
ſuddenly ſeized, at his palace at Kenſington, 
by a violent diſorder, and fell down ſpeech- 
leſs, and ſoon expired, notwithſtanding all 
poſiible methods uſed for his recovery, His 
Majeſty departed this life in the 77th vear 
of his age, and the 34th of his reign ; be- 
loved, honoured, and regretted by his ſub. 
zects for his many eminent and princely vir- 
tu2s. 

His Majeſty roſe in the morning at 
his uſual hour, without any apparent ſigns 
af indiſpoſition. He called his page, drank 
his chocolate, and enquired about the wind, 
as if anxious of the arrival of the mails, He 
opened his window, and looking out of it, 
22d ſeeing it a fine day, ſaid he would walk 
in the gardens. This paſſed while the page 
attended him at breakfaſt; but on leaving 
the room he heard a deep ſigh, immediately 
followed by a noiſe like the falling of a 
billet of wood from the fire, and returning 
haſtily, found the King dropt from his ſear, 
as if in attempting to ring the bell, who 
ſaid faintly, call Amelia, and then expired. 
He was inftantly raiſed and laid upon {the 
bed, the Princeſs was called, who was told 
he was dead upon her entering the room, 
but being a little deaf, and her ſpirits being 
hurried by the alarm, ſhe did not under- 
ſtand what was ſaid ; and ran up to the bed 


fide, and ſtooping tenderly over her father, 


as thinking he might ſpeak to her in a low 
voice, ſhe then firſt diſcovered he was dead; 


this ſhock ſo ſudden, ſo unexpected, ang, 
violent, threw her into agonies. 

His Majeſty, in the fall, received a ſmall 
hurt on his temple, and his phyſicians ang 
ſurgeons being ſent for, came inſtantly to 
his afiiftance, but without effect. An a. 
tempt was made to bleed him, but the il. 
ſues of life we dried up. The news of this 
event, which threw the court into the ut. 
moſt conſternation, was carried to the fe. 
cretaries of ſtate. Mr. Pitt, whoſe coach 
was ready at the door to carry him to his 
country ſeat, was ordered inſtantly to Kew, 
where he acquainted his Majeſty with the 
great event in form, the King having firk 
heard it on the road, as he was riding out, 
by a meſſenger who had been diſpatched by 
one of the pages of the preſence, he turn. 
ed back, and at Kew he received a letter 
from the princeſs Amelia, ſoou after which 
Mr. Pitt arrived, 

His Highneſs prepared immediately to 
attend the privy council, that upon the 
King's demiſe, had got together as faſt a 
poſſible. His late Majeſty derived his title 
to theſe kingdoms from Elizabeth, the only 
ſurviving daughter to James I. who martj- 
ed Frederick V. count Palatine of the Rhine, 
elected king of Bybemia, but never put in 


poſſeſſion of the throne, By this Prince, 


Elizabeth had a daughter, who was alter- 
wards married to Ernft Auguſtus, elector of 


Brunſwick, and duke of Hanover, the gieat 


grandfather to the late King, Upon the 
abdication of king James II. his two daugh- 
ters Mary and Anne, ſucceſſively filled the 
Britiſh throne; but, both dying without 
iſſue, the crown devoived to George I. grand- 
ſon of Elizabeth, daughter to James I, 
This Prince, when of age, married his firſt 
couſin, daughter and heireſs of the duke of 
Zell, by which that dukedom became unit- 
ed to the dominions of Hanover, This 
lady, whoſe name was Sophia Dorotbea, is 
ſaid by a German writer to have been be- 
trothed to Auguſtus Frederick, prince of 
Molfembuttle, two years before the was pre- 
vailed upon, by motives of family intereſt, 
to marry the young prince of Brunſwick, 
This may in ſome ſort account for that 
little affection that afterwards ſubſiſted be- 
tween thoſe great perſonages. By this mar- 
riage, however, he had two children, the 
late King, and a princeſs, married to the 


late king of Pruſſia, mother to the preſent 


illuſtrious monarch, Our late King was 
born in 1683, and when in his 15th year 
was preſented by his grandfather, the prince 
of Zell, to king William; who 8 
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him with the fondneſs of a parent. On 
the 4th of April 1706, he was elected 
knight companion of the moſt noble order 
of the Garter; on the 2d of June following 
was inveſted with the whole habit and en- 
ſigns of the order; and on the 22d of De- 
amber 1710, was inſtalled at Windſor, 


with the dukes of Devonſſtire and Argyle, 


lord Halifax being his proxy. In Neven 
ler 1706, he was created duke, marquis, 


* earl, and viſcount, by the title of duke and 


marquis of Cambridge, earl of Milford-Ha- 
ven, viſcount of Northallertor, and baron 
of Tewkſbury, —It was obſerved by ſome 
friends of his highneſs, at that time, that 
it was a defect to give him the peerage of 
England, and not the precedency of all 
other peers. 

In 1708, he went a volunteer to make 
a campaign in the Netherlands, under John, 
duke of Marlborough. On the 22d of June 
he arrived at the camp, and on the 11th of 
July, the battle of Oudenard was fought, 
in which his electoral highneſs put himſelf 
at the head of a ſquadron of Hancwerian 
dragocns, commanded by lieutenant general 
Bul:av, charged the enemy ſword in hand, 
with the greateſt intrepidity. His horſe 
was killed under him, and colonel Lyufechky, 
who commanded the ſquadron, was flain, 
bravely figating by his fide, On the acceſ- 
ſon of George J. to the throne in 1714, 
orders were brought from Hanover to the 
regency, to prepare a patent for creating 
the electoral prince, George Auguſtus, prince 
of Wales, 

Upon opening his Majeſty, the right ven- 
tricle of the heart was found burſt, and the 
pericardium filled with a great quantity of 
extravaſated and coagulated blood. The 
left ventricle was found empty, and the 
coats of all the veſſels were worn away ex- 
tremely thin, and every ſymptom appeared 
that indicated a univerſal decay of all the 
vital parts. His Majeſty had been fre- 
quently out of order of late, and his pulſe 
ſo extremely low, that the phyſicians could 
ſcarce perceive any motion in it at all. 


The key of his bureau was found in his 


hand, 

The lords of the Privy Council aſſem- 
bling at Carleton houſe, gave orders for 
proclaiming his preſent Majeſty, who cauſ- 
ed all the lords and others of the late 
King's Privy Council, to be ſworn of his 
Majeſty's Privy Council, and was pleaſed 
to make the following moſt gracious de- 


claration: 


« The loſs that I and: the nation have 
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ſuſtained by the death of the King my 
grandfather would have been ſeverely felt at 
any time, but coming at ſo critical a junc- 
ture, and ſo unexpected, it is by many cix- 
cumſtances augmented, and the weight nao 
falling upon me much increaſed, 1 feel my 
own inſufficiency to ſupport it as ] wiſh; 
but animated by the tendereſt affection for 
my. native country, and depending on the 
advice, experience, and abilities of your 
lordſhips, on the ſupport and afliftance of 
every hoaeſt man, I enter with chearful= 

21s into this arduous ſituation, and ſhall 
make it the buſineſs of my life to promote, 
in every thing, the glory and happineſs of 
theſe kingdoms, to preſerve and ſtrengthen 
both the conſtitution in church and ſtate; 
and, as I mount the throne in the midſt of 
an expenſive, but juſt and neceſſary war, I 
ſhall endeavour to praſecute it in the man- 
ner the moſt likely to bring on an honoura- 
ble and lafting peace, in concert with my 
allies,” 

Whereupon the lords of the council made 
it their humble requeſt to his Majeſty, that 
this his Majeſty's moſt gracious declaration 
to their lordſhips might be made public, 
which his Majeity was pleafed to order ac- 
cordingly.

one voice and conſent of tongue and heart 
publiſh and proclaim, that the high and 
mighty prince, George prince of Vales, is 
now, by the death of our late Sovereign, 
of happy memory, become our only law- 
ful and rightful liege lord George the Third, 
by the grace of God, King of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, 
and fo forth: To whom we do acknowledge 
all faith and conſtant obedience, with all 
hearty and humble affection, beſeeching 
God, by whom kings and queens do reign, 
to bleſs the {royal prince George the Third 
with long and happy years to reign over us.

aſtronomers were alſo appointed for the ſame 
purpoſe, by the French king, to go to the 
iſland of Rodorigo, in the Arhiopian ocean, 
the north of Siberia, and Pondicherry. 

Of. 30. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and commons of London waited on the prin- 
ceſs dowager of Wales, with their addreſſes 
of condolance and congratulation. 

O. 31. This day about noon, the firſt 
ſtone of the new bridge at Black friars was 
laid in the north abutment, by the right 
honourable the Lord Mayor, attended by 
ſeveral aldermen and commoners of the 
committee, by ſtriking the ſame with a 
mallet, the officers laying thereon, at the 
ſame time, the city ſword, and mace.

fian account, the King had 2 500 men kill 
ed, 4900 wounded, and two generals, with 
1500 ſoldiers, made priſoners; but the loſs 
of the Auſtrians amounted to four gene- 
rals, 200 officers, and 7000 ſoldiers made 
priſoners; a proportionable number killed 
and wounded ; twenty-ſix pair of colours, 
one ſtandard, fifty pieces of cannon, and 
three haubitzers. The Auſtrians however 
ſaid, that the King loſt 15,000 men killed 
and wounded ; that 5000 laid down their 
arms, and that Daun's trophies conſiſted of 
forty-two pair of colours and three ſtan- 
dards: by this account, the Joſs of the Au- 
ſtrians is made to amount only to 1541 
killed, 3639 wounded, and 5613 priſoners; 
though they confeſſed, that the King took 
thirty-ſeven pieces of cannon, and that 
Torgau and Meifſen immediately fell into 
his hands. |

The noblemen who attended being alighted, 
eight yeomen of the guard, who waited at 
the Abbey door to receive the bowels, put 
a napkin through each handle, which was 
ſupported by two of them, and fo carried 
into the chapel, preceded by the above no- 
blemen, through the Abbey, in which 
were poſted a party of foot-guards, and de- 
poſited in the royal vault. The trumpet 
ſounded a dead march during the whole ce- 
remony. 

Nov. 10. Sir Matthew Blakiſton, knt, 
accompanied by the aldermen, Cc. went 
in his coach, in a private manner, to Welt. 
minſter-hall, and was ſworn into the office 
of Lord Mayor, with the uſual ceremonies,

peters in their rich habits, ſounding a dead 
march, and accompanied with a large party 
of life. guards. 

The proceſſion was eloſed by one of the 
roval coachres out of mourning, with the 
blinds up, drawn by two horſes, and one 
ſervant behind in a royal livery frock, with 
a torch. 

On each fide of all the royal carriages, 
except the laſt, a train of men walked in 
black cloaks, with lighted torches in their 
hands, 

At about a quarter paſt nine o'clock the 
proceſſion entered the Green-park, from 
Hyde-park, and paſſed flowly on through 
the Horſe-guards to the grand entrance 
into the Houſe of Lords, where the royal 
corpſe was taken out, and carried up to the 
chamber 

Nev. 11. This evening the corpſe of 
his late Majeſty was ſolemnly interred in 
Henry the VIIth's chapel, according to the 
ccremonials. His royal highneſs the duke 
of Cumberland was chief mourner, and his 
train was borne by the dukes of Neꝛocaſtle 
and Bridgeqwater, Minute guns were fired 
at the Tower, and the bells in every pariſh 
tolled during the whole ceremony. Two 
thouſand foot-guards, and two hundred and 
fifty horſe, lined the ſcaffold, and kept off 
tie mod.

cauſe for this phænomenon, ſuch as rain, 
winds, Sc. but, on the contrary, this day 
and ſeveral days before it were remark. 
bly fine. A ſimilar inſtance happened there 
at the time of the earthquake at L ifben, but 
_ at any other time for theſe fifty year; 
paſt, 

An unuſual agitition of the ſea was felt 
at the ſame time, many leagues to the.weſt- 
ward of cape Finiſterre, by the people in 
the ſhips lately arrived from Liſbon, At 
Amſterdam the branches moved about a foot 
from the perpendicular, and the veſſels in 
the harbour were agitated, It was felt vio. 
lentiy along the cuaſt of Spain, and at Ma- 
drid it laſted three minutes, and threw down 
the furniture in ſeveral houſes : but at Li. 
bon, it laſted five minutes, and was ” KA 
as ſevere as that in 1755, though no lives 
were loſt, and only a few old houſes were 
ſhattered, and ſome new ones cracked. 

The ßege of Caſſel was raiſed by the al- 
lies, who marched out of the lines with 
their drums beating, without being mo- 
leſted.

The ſame af- 
ternoon the Hampton-Court's boat, coming 
on ſhore with captain Scrogp on board, was 
overſet in a hard gale about half a mile 
from the ſhip, and lieutenants Curtis and 
Foice, and a ſeaman, were drowned, The 
captain, after ſtruggling near two hours on 
an oar, was taken up with the packet, by 
a boat from the ſhip, At the departure of 
theſe ſhips general Hodgſon had driven the 
French out of their fortified camp into the 
citadel, upon which his batteries were play- 
ing. General Crauford and his two aids de 
camp, with fifty men, being reconnoitring 
in the night, had been ſurprized and made 
priſoners by 300 of the enemy. 

Lord Robert Manners's regiment embark - 
ed at Plymouth for Belleiſte. The remaining 
battalion of colonel Crauford's, (which had 
embarked and ſailed on board the Hero, 
Monmouth, and Burford men of war) had 
been driven back by contrary winds, 

At the inſtance of his Hritannic Majeſty, 
the king of the two Sicilies performed in 
perſon the function of inveſting Sir James 
Grey, the Britiſþ miniſter at the court of 
Naples, with the enfigns of the honoura- 
ble order of the Bath, with which he was 
honoured by the King his maſter.
